REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 


The  Board  *of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report 
of  the  Society  for  its  one  hundred  and  sixteenth  year: 

An  examination  of  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Medical 
Board  will  show  how  actively  this  Society  has  been  engaged 
during  the  past  year  in  ministering  to  the  needs  of  those  for 
whom  it  was  founded. 

Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan  has  most  generously  agreed  for 
the  time  being  to  contribute  to  the  annual  working  expenses 
of  the  Hospital  to  the  same  extent  as  had  been  done  by  his 
father,  the  late  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  and  he  is  entitled 
for  his  generosity  in  this  matter  to  receive  the  appreciative 
thanks  of  the  citizens  of  New  York  as  he  has  already  received 
the  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 
Without  this  assistance  the  Hospital  could  not  have  continued 
the  splendid  work  which  it  has  been  enabled  to  do.  The  Board 
of  Governors  rejoices  to  see  that  Mr.  Morgan's  example  is 
being  more  and  more  followed  by  others,  and  the  number  and 
amount  of  annual  subscriptions  is  being  considerably  increased 
each  year.  The  Board  feels  that  when  the  people  of  New 
York  realize  what  a  noble  work  is  being  accomplished  at  this 
Hospital,  they  will  rally  in  greater  numbers  to  its  support,  and 
help  to  provide  ultimately  an  Endowment  Fund  sufficient 
to  furnish  the  necessary  income  for  the  yearly  running  expenses. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  of  great  help 
in  many  ways  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Board 
are  gladly  given  to  the  members  who  have  devoted  so  much 
of  their  time  and  energy  in  the  active  work  of  the  Auxiliary. 
An  examination  of  the  list  of  donations  for  the  year  will  show 
that  the  hope  expressed  in  the  last  Annual  Report  that  the 
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Ladies'  Auxiliary  would  use  its  influence  to  induce  more  persons 
to  become  annual  subscribers  to  the  working  funds  of  the 
Hospital,  has  been  fully  realized. 

During  the  past  year  the  bequest  contained  in  the  will  of 
the  late  Lilla  Gaites  for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  perpetuity 
has  been  paid,  and  it  is  greatly  hoped  that  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  persons  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  will 
adopt  this  means  of  perpetuating  their  interest,  and  that 
ultimately  most  of  the  beds  in  the  Hospital  will  be  endowed. 
No  better  memorial  can  be  suggested  for  perpetuating  the  name 
of  some  dearly  loved  friend  or  relative,  and  if  all  the  beds  in 
the  Hospital  could  be  endowed,  a  long  step  would  have  been 
made  towards  the  completion  of  the  Endowment  Fund  which 
it  is  the  Hospital's  foremost  aim  to  secure. 

An  examination  of  the  form  of  certificate  issued  by  the  Hos- 
pital, shows  that  a  person  endowing  a  bed  in  perpetuity  not 
only  has  the  power  to  name  patients  to  such  bed  during  his 
or  her  lifetime,  but  may  also  transfer  this  right  by  will  or  by 
deed. 

We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  of  those  who  during 
the  past  year  have  contributed  money  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Hospital,  and  we  trust  that  each  ensuing  year  will 
see  the  amount  of  these  subscriptions  gradually  enlarged.  The 
Governors  realize  that  if  they  can  secure  a  large  body  of  con- 
tributors to  the  Hospital,  they  will  have  accomplished  a  great 
point  in  endearing  the  work  of  the  Hospital  to  the  public  and 
in  assuring  its  permanency. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  hereby  tendered  to  those  who 
have  during  the  past  year  shown  their  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital  by  donations  of  clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  magazines, 
etc. 

The  Private  Patients'  Pavilion  has  been  used  largely  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  soon  the  receipts  from  this  source 
will  aid  in  paying  the  running  expenses  of  the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  especially  desired  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  public  to  the  large  part  of  our  work  which  is  done  out- 
side the  Hospital  Building.  We  are  proud  of  our  record  for 
cases  treated  in  the  patients'  own  homes,  a  work  which  we 
are  enabled  to  do  successfully  by  reason  of  the  assistance  re- 
ceived from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
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The  Lying-in  Hospital  is  acquiring  each  year  a  more  prom- 
inent position  among  similar  institutions  of  America,  and  if 
the  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital  are  added  to  those  treated  in 
the  patients'  homes,  the  work  accomplished  entitles  it  to  rank 
as  one  of  the  leading  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

Persons  who  at  any  time  become  interested  and  who  may 
desire  to  visit  the  Hospital,  or  obtain  further  information 
about  the  details  of  our  work,  will  be  gladly  received  and  full 
information  will  be  given  upon  application  being  made  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


It  is  a  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  record  continued  progress 
and  improvement  in  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year.  The  general  depression  in  business  has 
resulted  in  an  increased  number  of  women  who  have  applied  to 
the  Hospital  for  assistance  during  their  confinement.  The 
European  war  has  even  affected  us  to  the  extent  of  bringing 
applications  for  admission  from  the  wives  of  soldiers  of  the 
different  warring  nations   who   were   called   to   their  colors. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Hospital  as  a  teaching  institution 
has  continued  and  serves  as  an  incentive  to  the  propagation  of  a 
better  practical  knowledge  of  this  important  branch  of  medi- 
cine. In  addition  to  the  undergraduate  students  who  have  thus 
obtained  their  first  practical  knowledge  of  obstetrics,  we  have  had 
a  large  number  of  graduates  from  all  parts  of  the  country  as 
close  observers  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  Moreover,  the 
graduation  of  about  fifty  young  physicians  from  the  resident 
staff  provides  an  addition  to  the  large  number  already  scat- 
tered throughout  the  country  who  carry  our  standards  in 
this  branch  of  medicine  with  them.  Another  factor  in  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  by  the  Hospital  is  the  Bulletin, 
which  now  enters  upon  the  tenth  year  of  its  publication. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  increasing  interest  and  attention 
which  is  being  accorded  to  this  publication.  Its  contents 
are  contributed  entirely  by  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff. 

A  reference  to  the  statistical  portion  of  this  report  shows  that 
therehas  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  both  the  In- 
door and  Out-door  Departments.  In  addition  to  this  phase  of 
the  Hospital  work,  attention  must  be  directed  to  the  intimate 
connection  between  the  clinical  and  pathological  departments. 
Under  the  able  conduct  of  the  pathologist  and  his  resident 
assistants,  the  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  placed 
on  a  firm  basis  and  the  services  of  the  laboratory  are  now  re- 
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garded  as  a  most  essential  adjunct  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 
During  the  past  year  various  original  researches  have  been 
prosecuted  by  the  pathologist  and  his  staff.  The  investigation 
into  the  prevalence  of  syphilis  in  the  patients  applying  for 
the  services  of  the  Hospital  is  being  continued  and  it  is  hoped 
within  a  short  time  to  obtain  some  very  valuable  data  in  this 
connection.  The  actual  treatment  of  these  cases  is  also  being 
attempted,  although  the  high  cost  of  the  drugs  used  in  the 
injection  treatment  has  been  somewhat  of  a  check  on  the  de- 
velopment of  this  work. 

The  endowment  fund  for  the  study  of  puerperal  fever,  so 
generously  provided  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley  Jenkins  in  mem- 
ory of  her  sister,  has  furnished  the  material  resources  for  the 
further  prosecution  of  this  important  life-saving  work.  Xo 
epoch  making  discoveries  can  be  hoped  for  but  the  final  result 
must  depend  on  continued  and  painstaking  study  and  observa- 
tion. It  is  along  these  lines  that  the  work  has  been  continued. 
The  open  air  method  in  the  treatment  of  child  bed  fever 
and  its  complications  in  the  Solarium  and  on  the  roof  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  continued  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  rendered  efficient  assistance  in 
cleaning  the  homes  of  patients,  providing  them  where  neces- 
sary with  food,  clothing  and  fuel,  and  in  cases  of  in-door  pa- 
tients, the  placing  of  destitute  women  and  their  babies  in 
homes  or  other  institutions  or  securing  work  for  the  mothers, 
whereby  they  may  be  able  to  provide  for  their  children  them- 
selves. 

The  work  of  the  Babies'  Class  has  been  further  developed 
under  the  faithful  attendance  of  the  members  of  the  pediatric 
staff  and  the  ministrations  of  the  visiting-nurse  have  been 
more  than  repaid  by  the  gratitude  of  the  patients.  The 
young  mothers  with  their  first  babies  who  are  practically  ignor- 
ant of  all  the  known  methods  of  taking  care  of  their  offspring 
during  the  first  year,  have  learned  to  regard  this  phase  of  the 
Hospital's  activities  with  great  confidence  and  respect,  as  is 
witnessed  by  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  mothers  who 
bring  their  babies  to  this  class  after  their  discharge  from  the 
Hospital.  It  also  keeps  the  mothers  themselves  in  touch  with 
the  institution  for  treatment  in  subsequent  confinements. 
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The  increasing  restrictions  on  the  midwife  system  by  the 
New  York  Department  of  Health  has  resulted  in  a  very  large 
reduction  in  the  ranks  of  these  women,  who  now  number 
scarcely  1400  in  comparison  with  a  total  of  over  3000  a  few 
years  ago.  This  means  an  extension  of  the  substitute  agencies 
for  these  women.  As  the  poorer  and  cheaper  class  of  mid  wives 
is  being  eliminated,  their  clients  find  it  necessary  to  look 
elsewhere  and  many  of  them  turn  to  the  hospital  who  had 
never  considered  such  a  step  previously.  A  large  number  of 
women  are  still  ignorant  of  the  assistance  which  is  offered  to 
them  by  our  Institution.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  they  may 
be  placed  within  reach  of  our  Hospital  facilities  by  a  system 
of  convenient  sub-stations  provided  for  their  registration  and 
examination,  scattered  throughout  the  lower  portion  of  the 
city.  In  .this  way  a  large  district  hitherto  unreached,  will  be 
brought  under  the  direct  influence  of  the  Hospital. 

The  question  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  number  of  nurses 
for  the  proper  working  of  the  Hospital  becomes  more  acute  year 
by  year,  as  the  number  of  pupil  nurses  sent  to  us  from  other 
hospitals  is  diminishing  both  in  number  and  in  quality.  In 
our  Out-door  service  we  are  particularly  handicapped  by  a 
lack  of  properly  trained  nurses  who  might  act  in  the  capacity 
of  visitors  both  before  and  after  confinement. 

The  modern  hospital  has  functions  aside  from  the  direct 
care  of  its  immediate  occupants.  It  must  serve  as  a 
center  for  dissemination  of  knowledge  to  the  profession  and 
the  public,  and  also  as  a  guide  to  the  health  activities  of  the 
community.  In  a  maternity  hospital  this  implies,  in  addition 
to  the  care  of  the  woman  during  her  confinement  and  con- 
valescence therefrom,  a  closer  observation  of  the  period  of 
pregnancy  itself.  We  regret  to  acknowledge  that  this  so-called 
prenatal  work  has  not  been  satisfactorily  carried  on  in  our  in- 
stitution, largely  for  lack  of  funds.  Women  ought  to  be  seen 
much  earlier  in  their  pregnancy  than  is  now  the  case  and  must 
be  educated  to  present  themselves  at  a  period  much  in  advance 
of  the  usual  custom.  In  this  way  a  great  many  complications 
of  pregnancy  may  be  avoided  and  the  woman  put  into  a  better 
condition  to  successfully  bear  and  rear  her  child.  This  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  most  important  of  the  newer  activities  of 
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maternity  hospitals  and  it  would  be  very  fortunate  if  it  could 
be  further  developed  in  our  own.  The  after-care  of  these 
patients  is  also  important.  In  a  large  number  of  women  who 
have  children  born  out  of  wedlock  or  whose  husbands  have 
deserted  them,  the  orphanage  is  the  final  resting  place  of  their 
offspring.  These  women  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
care  for  their  children  and  the  hospital  ought  to  have  an  op- 
portunity of  entering  more  closely  into  relation  with  other  or- 
ganizations that  would  be  in  a  position  to  develop  this  situation. 

Provision  for  the  care  of  wives  of  men  earning  moderate 
salaries  is  also  essential.  Such  women  ought  not  to  be  pauper- 
ized by  being  placed  in  the  free  wards  when  they  are  not  in 
a  position  to  engage  higher  priced  rooms  in  the  private  pavilion. 
In  many  instances  it  means  that  a  difficult  confinement  is  of 
necessity  carried  out  in  a  home  without  the  proper  surround- 
ings, much  to  the  detriment  of  the  mother  and  her  child. 
This  phase  of  the  Hospital's  activities  requires  attention  and 
it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  provide 
such  hospital  care  for  women  of  moderate  means. 

The  statistical  details  of  the  number  of  undergraduate  and 
post-graduate  students,  the  nurses,  and  patients  follow  in  the 
subsequent  pages. 

The  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  supplying  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  our  Institution  is 
gratefully  appreciated  by  the  attending  medical  staff  and  will 
serve  as  a  continuing  incentive  to  keep  this  Hospital  in  the 
front  rank. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1913=1914. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1913  to  September  30,  1914,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,243 
cases.  The  number  of  births  was  6,277.  The  number  of 
births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  re- 
turns from  the  Health  Department,  was  65,499  of  which 
41,727  were  reported  by  physicians  and  23,722  by  mid- 
wives.  The  society  cared  for  over  9  per  cent  of  the  entire 
number  of  confinements  and  more  than  15  per  cent  of  those 
treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,809. 
In  the  Out-Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was 
4,018  the  number  treated  3,289  the  number  of  confine- 
ments 3,125.  The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in 
the  hospital  was  4,791  the  number  received  3,810  and  the 
number  of  confinements  3,060.  The  ambulance  service 
brought  to  the  hospital  711  cases.  In  all  its  departments 
the  Society  has  worked  to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The 
demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the  following  table.

Of  5,975  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable, 5,681  lived  in  front.,  and  294  in  rear  tenements; 
216  patients  resided  in  basements,  467  on  stoop  floors,  1,266 
on  first  floors,  1,192  on  second  floors,  1,269  on  third  floors, 
831  on  fourth  floors,  734  on  fifth  floors  and  210  were  not 
noted.  Husbands  were  unemployed  in  1,435  instances.

Diet  Kitchen. 
At  the   Diet   Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given    to    219 
families  and   2,748  loaves    of    bread    and    2,750    quarts    of 
milk  have  been  given  out  at  a  cost  of  $313.37,  an  average  of 
$1.43  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 
The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to    168    under- 
graduate  and  65  graduate  students  (see  page  29).     A   three 
months'  course  has  been  given  to  269   nurses   (see  page   31). 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports  157    members.     Its    agents 
made     18,199     visits,     distributed     20,973     garments,     and 
aided  3,129  families  with  food  or    assistance    in    household 
duties. 

Finances. 
The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $178,042.15  as  stated  in 
the  itemized  statement  of  expenses,  an  increase  of  $11,827.91.

CASES  VISITED  AND  RELIEVED 

BY 

THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY. 
Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor, 


No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Third  Child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  two  dark  rear  rooms.  Man  deserted  three  months 
ago;  said  as  he  could  not  secure  work  his  family  would  be  better 
off  without  him.  Woman  trying  to  make  a  living  by  taking 
lodgers,  who  pay  her  one  dollar  each,  per  month,  for  privilege 
of  sleeping  on  floor.  Gave  her  all  necessary  assistance  and 
sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Woman  up  on  second  day,  but  suffered 
relapse,  and  was  quite  ill  for  another  ten  days.  Very  grateful 
for  all  kindness. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Second  child.  Family  living 
in  one  wretched  room  over  a  stable.  Man  formerly  made  a 
good  living  for  his  family  by  running  an  elevator  but  lost  his 
position  on  account  of  intemperate  habits.  Since  that  time 
he  has  picked  up  an  occasional  days'  work  on  the  water  front, 
barely  sufficient  to  keep  them  from  starving.  Woman  will 
resume  office  cleaning  when  well,  placing  babies  in  a  day 
nursery.     Very  grateful   for  clothing,   food   and   care. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  clothing 
presser,  working  irregularly,  and  earning  very  little.  One  boy 
peddling,  earning  one  dollar  weekly.  Conditions  miserable. 
Joint  income  insufficient  for  such  a  large  family.  Crowded 
in  three  small  rooms,  and  suffering  extreme  poverty:  man's 


49 

only  regret  seeming  to  be,  that  he  cannot  give  his  children  a 
higher  education.  Helped  the  patient  in  every  way  possible 
for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Ninth  child:  eight  of  whom  are 
in  Europe  with  relatives.  Couple  came  to  America  three 
years  ago,  expecting  in  a  few  months  to  send  for  their  children. 
Man  has  had  very  little  work  as  laborer,  and  woman  has 
found  it  at  times  very  difficult  to  support  herself  and  husband. 
Patient  quite  despondent.  Feels  that  now  with  infant  to 
care  for  it  will  be  impossible  to  save  money.  Advised  to  apply 
to  Hungarian  Society  for  advice,  and  possibly  assistance  in 
bringing  children  to  America,  or  returning  to  them.  Very 
thankful  for  all  help  and  advice. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — Third  child.  Man  died  four 
months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute,  and  woman  unable  to 
work.  She  has  managed  to  earn  food  by  peddling,  and  United 
Hebrew  Charities  has  paid  rent.  Poor  neighbors  have  been 
kind,  aiding  a  little  with  clothing  for  children,  and  in  these 
ways  she  has  managed  to  keep  home  together.  Feels  that  she 
is  now  more  helpless  than  ever  with  young  infant.  Gave 
clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  until 
woman  recovered.  Advice  and  addresses  given  in  regard  to 
placing  of  children  in  day  nursery. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  seven 
children,  the  oldest  of  whom  is  ten  years.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
a  fair  living  for  family,  and  paying  rent  for  three  rooms, 
patient  stated  this  was  fifth  "  Broome  Street  confinement," 
but  the  first  time  she  had  prepared  outfit  for  baby.  Very 
proud  of  effort,  but  embarrassed  at  advent  of  two,  as  she  had 
provided  for  one.  Supply  given  to  supplement  same  for  which 
she  was  very  grateful. 

No.  —  East  5th  Street  —  Tenth  living  child:  five  have  died. 
Family  considers  itself  quite  comfortable,  although  all  are 
living  in  three  rooms,  with  beds  and  bedding  piled  in  every 
corner.  Two  children  are  working,  their  joint  earnings  amount- 
ing to  about  $7.00  weekly.     This  with  the  man's  earnings,  as 
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a  presser,  makes  them  appear  very  prosperous.  Woman  tells 
of  desperate  poverty  they  suffered  when  children  were  all 
small.  Very  grateful  for  care  of  doctor  and  nurse  which  was 
all  she  required. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Place  —  Sixth  child.  Man  very  old  and 
quite  feeble,  struggling  to  make  a  living  as  travelling  clock 
mender.  Woman  young,  but  on  account  of  large  family  of 
small  children  unable  to  earn  anything;  consequently  miserably 
poor.  Says  she  will  take  a  second  room,  and  try  to  keep  lod- 
gers when  well.  Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing  and  food 
which  she  appreciated  greatly. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  make  a 
living  by  keeping  boarders.  Occupy  three  rooms,  in  which 
are  nine  beds  and  a  cradle,  place  crowded  and  filthy,  and  in- 
fested with  vermin  of  all  kinds.  Man  warned  that  as  such 
over  crowding  is  contrary  to  law,  he  must  change  manner  of 
living,  or  Board  of  Health  would  be  notified,  promised  to 
consider  advice.  Woman  provided  with  clothing  and  care 
for  which  she  was  very  grateful.  Inquiry  made  later  re- 
vealed fact  that  man  had  removed  to  another  district  renting 
basement  of  five  rooms. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street —  Fourth  child.  Man  deserted 
family  three  months  ago  leaving  it  destitute.  Claimed  to 
be  overwhelmed  by  growing  responsibilities,  and  left  saying 
he  would  return  to  Europe,  and  remain  there  until  children 
were  old  enough  to  go  to  work.  Woman  assisted  in  every 
possible  way,  and  advised  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities 
for  assistance  in  locating  and  prosecuting  husband. 


No.  —  Cherry  Street.  —  Fifth  child.  Family  poor,  man 
only  earning  $6.00  weekly.  Living  in  three  miserable  dark 
back  rooms  for  which  they  pay  eleven  dollars  monthly. 
Obliged  to  burn  oil  lamp  all  day  which  vitiates  the  air.  Woman 
ekes  out  small  income  by  renting  out  one  room  for  three  dollars 
monthly.  Found  patient  requiring  everything  for  comtort. 
Gave  her  clothing  and  milk  supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 
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No.  —  Ludlow  Street.  —  Third  child.  Two  Hungarian 
families,  a  total  of  nine  people  in  two  rooms.  Both  men  out 
of  employment,  dependent  on  work  of  women  for  support  of 
families.  Patient  worked  at  office  cleaning  until  three  days 
before  confinement,  and  hopes  to  resume  on  sixth  day.  Says 
her  employer  expects  her  back  in  less  than  one  week,  as  that 
is  the  time  limit  of  absence  from  work.  Both  men  long- 
shoremen with  no  prospect  of  work.  Woman  very  grateful 
for  help  in  clothing.     Not  needing  caretaker. 

No.  —  Broome  Street.  —  Third  child;  oldest  2^  years  of 
age,  and  second  one  year.  Both  still  bottle  babies,  and  child 
of  one  year  not  walking.  Man  a  tailor  earning  very  small  wages 
and  no  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  sheets  for  bed.  Scrub- 
woman sent  in  until  patients'  recovery. 

No.  —  Pitt  St.  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  rag  and  junk  dealer. 
Rooms  filled  with  rubbish  of  all  kinds,  and  very  dirty,  infested 
with  vermin.  Man  warned  that  such  conditions  being  con- 
trary to  law,  he  must  at  once  remove  his  stock  from  living  rooms 
or  case  would  be  called  to  attention  of  Board  of  Health. 
Visited  again  by  agent  on  third  day;  found  man  had  removed 
his  business  pushcart  etc.  to  basement  on  same  block.  Scrub- 
woman then  sent  to  thoroughly  clean  rooms,  and  to  care  for 
patient  for  a  few  days.    Also  helped  her  with  baby  clothes. 

No.  —  East  9th  Street.  —  Twins  making  four  in  all. 
Conditions  miserable.  Family  in  two  small  basement  rooms. 
Man  a  tailor,  unable  to  work  steadily,  owing  to  poor  health. 
Woman  unable  to  assist  as  oldest  child  is  but  three  and  a  half 
years  of  age.  Gave  patient  clothing  for  herself  and  infant; 
also  special  nourishment  and  care  of  scrub- woman.  Very 
grateful,  but  refused  to  apply  to  Relief  Societies  for  further 
assistance. 

No.  —  Essex  Street.  —  Third  child.  Family  but  a  few 
months  in  America,  man  having  not  yet  learned  business  where- 
by he  hopes  to  maintain  family.  All  living  in  one  dark  room, 
no  ventilation,  and  oil  lamp  burning  day  and  night.     Patient 
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on  filthy  mattress;  refused  to  have  it  covered  with  sheet  fur- 
nished by  auxiliary,  as  it  too  would  become  soiled.  Scrub- 
woman insisted  and  covered  bed,  only  to  find  next  morning, 
that  sheet  was  rolled  up  and  placed  under  pillow  to  keep  it 
clean.  Only  threat  of  losing  it  compelled  her  to  use  it.  Other 
clothing  furnished  for  herself  and  infant,  considered  unheard 
of  luxuries  for  a  confinement  bed. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street.  —  Fourth  child.  Family  poor  and 
very  untidy.  No  mattress  on  springs,  only  an  old  comforter, 
and  old  coats  to  take  its  place.  Man  and  woman  both  peddlers 
and  rooms  filled  with  old  rubbish  which  they  are  supposed  to 
sell  off  pushcart.  No  water  in  house  above  first  floor  which 
made  work  of  scrub-woman  very  difficult  as  patient  lives  on 
fourth  floor.  Needing  all  kinds  of  clothing,  also  relief  in 
food,  all  of  which  was  provided  and  patient  made  comfortable. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street.  —  Seventh  child;  oldest  ten  years 
of  age.  Man  is  janitor  of  two  tenement  houses  for  which  he 
receives  $5.00  monthly,  and  two  basement  rooms  free  of  rent. 
Woman,  when  well,  ekes  out  meagre  income  by  laundry  work, 
which  she  does  at  home.  Couple  consider  themselves  quite 
prosperous,  and  have  great  sympathy  for  their  poor  neighbors. 
Very  grateful  for  a  little  assistance  in  clothing,  and  care  of 
cleaner  for  four  days,  when  patient  resumed  work. 

No.  —  West  Houston  Street. — Seventh  child;  oldest 
twelve  years  of  age.  Man  an  experienced  restaurant  cook, 
says  he  formerly  earned  $15.00  per  week,  but  on  account  of 
failure  of  old  employer,  and  loss  of  situation,  is  pleased  to  have 
found  a  place  where  he  earns  six  dollars  weekly.  Woman  when 
well  finishes  clothing  for  a  sweatshop;  says  by  working  twelve 
hours  per  day  she  can  earn  $2.00  weekly.  Hopes  to  resume 
work  in  a  few  days.  Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing  and  milk, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street.  —  Second  child.  Man  suffering 
from  consumption,  unable  to  work,  was  sent  to  Europe  by  a 
Society  of  which  he  is  a  member.  Woman  worked  at  days' 
work  while  able,  and  expects  to  resume  in  a  few  days.     Says

she  can  easily  make  a  living  for  herself  and  children,  and  she 
has  been  supporting  man  for  past  seven  months.  Thankful 
for  clothing  and  food  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street.  —  Third  child.  Two  families 
and  boarders,  a  total  of  eleven  people  living  in  two  rooms. 
Both  men  out  of  employment,  and  women  supporting  house- 
hold by  carrying  on  laundry  work  at  home.  Rooms  full  of 
washed  and  unwashed  clothing,  and  old  dirty  bedding  which 
they  lay  on  floor  at  night  for  sleeping  accommodations.  Only 
one  bedstead  in  rooms.  Patient  very  thankful  for  attention, 
but  claimed  to  need  only  clothing  for  infant,  and  care  of  doctors, 
as  friend  would  attend  to  cleaning. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street. —  Seventh  child.  Man  idle  for  past 
four  months;  only  support  of  large  family,  the  earnings  of  a 
boy  of  sixteen  years,  who  claims  to  make  four  dollars  weeKly. 
Man  claimed  to  have  spent  the  last  of  his  savings  for  rent. 
Says  he  has  always  made  a  good  living  for  his  family,  being 
an  expert  cloak  maker,  but  owing  to  present  business  depres- 
sion, the  outlook  is  very  uncertain.  Self-respecting  family, 
feeling  keenly  their  present  impoverished  condition. 

No.  —  Broome  Street.  —  Second  child;  oldest  only  four- 
teen months  old,  and  unable  to  walk.  Man  a  tailor  working 
irregularly,  and  scarcely  able  to  support  family.  Woman  dis- 
tressed because  she  fears  she  will  not  be  able  to  do  her  share 
during  these  dull  times,  on  account  of  care  of  two  babies. 
Given  advice  and  directions,  relative  to  use  of  day  nurseries, 
for  which  she  was  very  grateful.  Helped  her  with  clothing 
for  infant,  and  milk  supply. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street.  —  Fourth  child.  Miserably  poor  family 
living  in  one  dark  back  basement  room.  Difficulty  in  locating 
place,  as  the  entrance  is  through  a  dark  alley.  Man  a  vege- 
table peddler,  and  room  stored  with  decaying  fruit  and  potatoes. 
Odor  from  same,  combined  with  that  of  oil  lamp,  stifling. 
Man  told  that  produce  must  be  removed  from  sick  room  or 
Board  of  Health  would  be  notified  on  following  day.  Acted 
on  advice  given,  and  on  second  day  room  was  thoroughly 
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cleaned  by  scrub-woman.      Case  visited  daily  while  woman 
was  ill. 

No.  —  East  17th  Street  —  Eleventh  child,  only  three  of 
whom  are  living.  Man  died  one  month  ago,  leaving  family 
destitute.  Baby  wrapped  in  dirty  old  coat.  Gave  patient 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  cleaner  daily  to  make 
patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Says  she  will  be  obliged 
to  have  two  children  committed  to  an  institution,  and  will 
then  take  a  situation  with  infant.  Evidently  inefficient  and 
untidy. 

No.  —  First  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  suffering  from 
consumption,  unable  to  work  during  past  five  months.  Scarcely 
any  furniture  in  two  miserable  rooms.  Man  showed  agent 
a  number  of  pawn  tickets,  everything  available  having  been 
disposed  of  in  that  way.  Woman  worked  while  able,  but 
recently  family  has  been  dependent  on  an  aunt  who  goes  out 
to  days'  work.  Man  has  made  application  for  admission  to 
a  home  for  incurables,  and  as  soon  as  admitted,  patient  will 
break  up  home,  and  go  to  work  again.  Gave  all  necessary 
relief  for  which  they  were  grateful. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street. — Second  child;  family  very  poor. 
Man  three  months  unemployed.  Woman  worked  while  able, 
leaving  child  with  old  mother,  who  is  partially  paralyzed. 
Were  dispossessed  one  month  ago,  at  which  time  neighbors 
begged  on  the  street  for  sufficient  money  to  pay  one  months 
rent  for  one  room.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  given  in 
food,  milk,  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner.  Also  referred  man  to 
A.  I.  C.  P.  for  possible  assistance  in  securing  work. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Miserably  poor  on 
account  of  illness  of  man,  who  claims  to  have  been  unable  to 
work  for  past  five  months.  Says  they  have  been  aided  with 
rent  and  food  until  recently,  when  same  was  discontinued. 
Gave  emergent  relief  in  food  and  fuel,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily.  Also  sent  man  to  down-town  Hebrew  Relief  Society, 
which  aided  with  clothing  and  $5.00  in  cash.  Very  apprecia- 
tive. 
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No.  —  7th  Avenue  —  Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  four 
months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  dispossessed  one 
month  ago,  went  to  live  with  her  mother  who  occupies  one 
furnished  room.  Place  crowded  and  untidy.  Patient  alone 
all  day,  as  her  mother  works  in  a  restaurant.  Children  would 
suffer  from  neglect,  but  for  kindness  of  poor  neighbors.  Cloth- 
ing, food,  and  care  of  scrub- woman  provided  by  Auxiliary. 
Patient  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Third  child;  man  suffering  from  con- 
sumption. Has  done  no  work  in  two  years.  Six  weeks  ago 
was  sent  to  Home  for  Incurables.  Rooms  miserably  bare, 
everything  having  been  pawned.  Woman  in  need  of  clothing 
of  all  kinds,  food,  milk,  and  care  of  scrub-woman.  Gave 
neighbor  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  helped  with 
five  dollars  cash,  and  extra  clothing.  Patient  will  place  two 
children  in  an  institution,  and  try  to  support  herself  and  infant. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Rooms  in  great  con- 
fusion, family  having  taken  possession  only  a  few  hours  prior 
to  confiement.  Patient  very  uncomfortable  on  old  couch. 
Scrub- woman,  with  help  of  neighbor  set  up  bedstead,  and  care- 
fully removed  woman  to  same,  leaving  her  very  grateful  for 
kindness,  also  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and  help  in 
unpacking  and   placing  of  household  goods. 

No.  —  West  16th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Very  poor  but 
respectable  colored  family.  Extreme  poverty  caused  by  man's 
loss  of  eyesight.  Has  been  unable  to  work  for  past  two  years. 
Woman  earns  a  living  for  family  by  working  in  a  laundry. 
No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman  every- 
thing necessary  for  comfort  of  herself  and  infant,  and  reported 
conditions  at  the  laundry  where  she  works.  Learned  later 
they  had  collected  sufficient  money  to  pay  one  month's  rent, 
and  send  in  food  supply.  Man  advised  as  to  method  of  making 
application  for  yearly  pension  of  fifty  dollars  which  City  allows 
to  destitute  blind. 

No.  —  East  Houston  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  not 
destitute,  but  living  from  choice  in  an  awfully  crowded  con- 
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dition,  in  order  to  keep  down  expenses.  Patient  and  two 
married  daughters  and  their  families  living  in  four  small  rooms. 
Double  bed  in  each  room.  Men  all  laborers,  and  earning  suffi- 
cient to  live  decently.  Pleaded,  with  agent  not  to  report 
circumstances  to  landlord.  Required  only  doctor  and  nurse 
and  first  cleaning  by  scrub-woman. 

No. —  Columbia  Street — -Ninth  child;  oldest  fourteen 
years  of  age.  Family  quite  poor,  man's  earnings  as  tailor 
being  insufficient  to  support  twelve  people.  All  living  in 
three  rooms.  Gave  clothing  for  woman  bed  and  infant;  also 
special  nourishment  in  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  scrub -woman 
regularly.  Couple  making  great  sacrifices  to  give  children 
higher  education,  in  order  that  they  may  become  successful 
wage  earners. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Eighth  child;  oldest  fourteen  years 
of  age,  kept  home  from  school  to  care  for  household.  Girl 
evidently  very  anxious  for  an  education,  given  address  of  office 
where  she  might  make  application  for  admission  to  evening 
school.  Family  crowded  in  three  small  rooms  poorly  furnished, 
and  patient  and  infant  needing  clothing  of  all  kinds.  Same 
provided,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily  to  help  girl  in  caring  for 
mother.  Very  respectable  poor  people  grateful  for  every 
kindness. 

No. — Orchard  Street  —  Eighth  child;  oldest  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Family  of  ten  people  living  in  two  rooms.  Need- 
ing everything  to  make  patient  comfortable.  Clothing  pro- 
vided, and  scrub-woman  sent  in  until  fourth  day.  When  woman 
was  found  up  and  attending  to  household.  Said  she  never 
wasted  more  than  four  days  in  bed,  could  not  afford  to.  Man 
earns  a  meagre  living  for  family  by  peddling  vegetables.  Says 
he  expects  to  live  always  in  same  crowded  condition  until 
children  become  wage-earners,  then  he  will  rent  a  large  flat. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Conditions  miserable; 
children  all  small,  and  man  finding  it  difficult  to  secure  work  as 
a  tailor,  on  account  of  blindness  of  one  eye,  and  failing  sight 
of  the  other.     Woman  manages  to  make  a  living  when  well 
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by  keeping  six  or  eight  boarders,  who  each  pay  $3.00  per  week. 
All  living  in  four  small  rooms.  Man  hopes  he  will  be  able 
to  help  a  little  until  oldest  child  becomes  a  wage-earner.  Very 
grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  care  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  -East  6th  Street  —  Eighth  child;  eldest  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Man  a  laborer  earning  small  wages,  but  couple 
self-respecting.  Patient  showed  with  pride  outfit  which  she 
had  made  for  infant.  Material  which  she  had  purchased 
for  $1.00.  Accepted  gratefully  relief  in  food  and  milk,  but 
refused  care  of  cleaner,  saying  her  mother,  who  was  quite  feeble 
would  be  able  with  assistance  of  small  girl  to  keep  place  clean 
and  attend  to  children.  Required  only  care  of  doctor  and 
nurse. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Family  very 
poor,  man  having  just  resumed  work  after  long  period  of  idle- 
ness. Pathetic  effort  made  to  prepare  clothing  for  infant  and 
bed.  Woman  commended  for  same,  and  further  supply  of 
comfortable  garments  furnished.  Very  appreciative  of  them, 
and  of  care  of  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  West  35th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  six 
months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  did  days'  work 
while  able,  and  poor  relatives  and  friends  aided  later.  Feel 
they  cannot  help  furcher,  and  patient  advised  to  commit, 
temporarily,  three  children  to  an  institution  and  make  an 
effort  to  support  herself  and  infant.  Promised  to  consider 
suggestion.  Gave  necessary  clothing  for  comfort,  and  referred 
patient,  when  recovered,  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  which  society  would 
aid  her  in  placing  children,  and  securing  work. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
small  wages,  and  family  impoverished  through  effort  to  educate 
children.  Girl  of  seventeen  years  and  boy  of  fifteen  in  high 
schools.  Smaller  ones  ragged  and  poorly  nourished,  rooms 
miserably  furnished  and  untidy.  Parents  contented  and  happy 
looking  forward  to  years  of  comfort  and  plenty  when  daughter 
shall  have  become  a  teacher,  and  son  a  dentist.     Requiring

clothing  of  all  kinds  for  woman  and  baby.     Which  was  fur- 
nished and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 

No. —  West  16th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Woman  Irish 
and  man  a  negro.  Patient  claims  he  deserted  her  five  months 
ago,  leaving  her  destitute.  Says  she  learned  he  has  left  the 
city  with  a  colored  woman.  Gave  all  possible  assistance  in 
food  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily  to  keep  her  one 
furnished  room  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Woman  advised 
to  apply  to  Department  of  Dependent  Children  for  commitment 
of  same,  (all  colored)  and  then  to  resume  work  as  cook  and 
pay  for  their  support  as  far  as  possible,  if  unable  to  compel 
man  to  do  so. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Third  child;  oldest  only  four  and 
a  half  years.  Man  works  in  coal-yard,  earning  one  dollar  per 
day.  Family  living  in  two  back  basement  rooms  for  which 
they  pay  nine  dollars  monthly.  Oil  lamp  burning  all  day, 
which  makes  air  stifling.  Gave  woman  all  possible  assistance 
in  clothing  and  care,  and  sent  in  scrub -woman  daily.  Referred 
case  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  with  recommendation  that 
family  be  removed  to  more  sanitary  rooms  on  account  of  babies. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Eighth  child;  oldest  twelve 
years  of  age.  Man  a  peddler  of  vegetables,  finding  it  almost 
impossible  to  support  large  family,  and  pay  rental  of  fourteen 
dollars  monthly.  Says  he  ekes  out  a  living  by  taking  other 
peddlers  to  lodge,  allowing  them  to  store  their  stock  over- 
night in  sleeping-rooms.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing,  and 
sent  cleaner  daily  to  make  patients  comfortable.  Couple 
very  grateful. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Sixth  child,  eldest  a  boy  of 
nine  years.  Man  a  longshoreman,  three  months  idle  on 
account  of  European  war.  Family  miserably  poor.  Children 
kept  from  school  for  lack  of  clothing  and  shoes.  Gave  patient 
necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner,  daily  until  she 
recovered.  Agent  advised  sending  children  to  nearest  in- 
dustrial school,  where  they  would  receive  mid-day  meal,  and 
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assistance  in  shoes  and  clothing.     Very  much  encouraged  by 
care  and  attention. 

No.  —  Division  Street — Seventh  child;  eldest  a  girl  of 
fourteen  years  who  earns  $2.00  weekly.  Man  was  sent  to 
Europe  seven  months  ago,  suffering  from  consumption.  Wo- 
man claims  he  was  always  kind  to  his  family  and  that  his  illness 
was  caused  by  working  overtime,  in  an  effort  to  support 
children.  Patient  required  only  assistance  in  clothing  for 
infant  and  milk  supply,  as  her  old  mother  could  care  for  her 
after  first  cleaning. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  deserted 
five  months  ago  leaving  family  penniless.  Told  wife  that 
he  was  going  away  to  look  for  work,  and  that  he  hoped 
soon  to  be  able  to  send  her  some  money.  Woman  learned  later, 
that  he  had  left  with  a  girl  friend  of  the  family  and  thinks  she 
has  paid  his  way  taking  him  back  to  Europe  with  her. 
Patient  has  earned  a  living  by  keeping  girl  boarders,  of  whom 
she  has  six.  All  crowded  in  two  small  rooms.  Three  single 
beds  in  one  room,  and  piles  of  old  bedding  in  corners,  which  is 
spread  on  floor  at  night  for  sleeping  accommodation.  Helped 
her  with  clothing.     Up  and  at  work  on  fourth  day. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Eighth  living  child,  one  of  whom 
is  working  earning  four  dollars  weekly.  Only  other  income 
that  of  mother  who  peddles  when  able.  Man  suffering  from 
consumption ;  has  not  worked  for  two  years.  Family  very  thank- 
ful for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food.  Also  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days,  when  second  daughter  will  take  charge. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street.  First  child;  only  one  in  America. 
Three  children  still  in  Europe.  Man  working  as  laborer,  and 
woman  keeping  six  boarders,  in  two  rooms,  trying  hard  to  save 
sufficient  money  to  send  for  children  and  old  grandmother. 
Living  very  miserably;  no  preparation  made  for  illness.  Gave 
patient  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed.  Also  sent  in 
cleaner  until  fourth  day,  when  woman  was  found  up  and 
cooking  for  boarders. 
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No.  —  East  32nd  Street  —  First  child.  Family  very  poor 
living  in  one  room.  Man  very  old  and  stupid,  apparently 
unable  to  work  any  more.  Patient  second  wife,  a  good  looking 
woman  of  twenty  eight.  Says  he  had  money,  and  a  prosperous 
business  when  she  married  him,  but  now  all  is  exhausted.  Will 
return  to  her  parents  when  well,  and  work  for  herself  and 
baby.  Man  will  live  with  a  grandchild.  Woman  very  thank- 
ful for  care. 

No.  —  East  17th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  two  small  rooms.  Man  a  laborer,  usually  out  of 
work.  Spends  his  time  looking  for  an  easy  position.  Claims  to 
have  found  out  that  men  who  are  willing  to  work  at  heavy  work 
never  succeed.  So  his  wife  supports  family  when  well,  by 
day  s  work,  supplemented  by  charity,  while  the  children  are 
clothed  and  partly  fed  by  neighboring  Industrial  School. 

No.  —  Jackson  Street  —  Second  child.  Two  families,  each 
having  two  children,  also  two  girl  boarders,  all  living  in  two 
small  rooms.  Placed  comparatively  clean,  but  awfully  crowded 
with  piled  up  bedding,  which  is  laid  on  floor  at  night  for  sleeping 
accommodation.  Both  men  idle,  having  been  porters  in  an  ex- 
port house,  which  suspended  business,  on  breaking  out  of 
European  war.  No  preparation  made  for  illness.  Gave 
patient  all  necessary  clothing,  also  milk  supply,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fifth  living  child;  also  five 
stepchildren  and  grandmother,  making  a  total  of  thirteen 
people  living  in  two  small  dark  basement  rooms.  Asked  why 
they  rented  such  a  miserable  cellar;  woman  stated  they  would 
not  be  allowed  to  live  on  an  upper  floor,  with  such  a  large 
noisy  family.  Man  earns  a  meagre  living  peddling  horse 
whips.  Says  he  once  had  a  good  business,  but  it  has  been 
ruined  by  automobiles.  Patient  needing  everything  to  make 
her  comfortable.  Gave  her  all  kinds  of  clothing,  and  kept 
place  clean  during  illness. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Ninth  living  child.  Man  very 
old  and  woman  quite  young.     Says  she  married  him  to  take 
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care  of  his  ten  children  by  first  wife,  all  of  whom  are  now  mar- 
ried. All  are  poor  and  unable  to  help  her.  Man  a  teacher  of 
Hebrew  earns  very  little.  One  boy  earns  $2.00  weekly,  and 
mother  does  sweat-shop  when  well,  thus  making  a  living  for 
large  family.  Very  grateful  for  clothing  for  herself  and  infant ; 
and  care  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  Henry  Street.  —  Sixth  child.  Family  miserably 
poor,  living  in  one  small  dark  room,  for  which  they  pay  a 
monthly  rental  of  six  dollars.  Man  a  house  painter  unem- 
ployed for  past  five  months,  because  of  inability  to  belong  to 
trades  union.  Says  he  has  tried  to  make  a  living  as  a  street 
peddler  but  failed.  Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  baby,  and 
kept  place  clean  during  woman's  illness:  Advised  man  to 
apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  in  securing 
work  to  support  his  family  very  thankful  for  help  and  advice. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Ninth  child.  Woman  married  three 
times,  and  now  having  third  family  of  children.  Couple 
peddlers,  man  of  old  clothing,  and  woman  of  vegetables. 
Family  living  in  three  small  rooms,  crowded  with  merchandise 
of  all  kinds  and  decaying  vegetables.  Remonstrated  with 
concerning  unsanitary  condition  of  rooms,  and  warned  of 
probable  visit  of  Board  of  Health  official.  Promised  to  im- 
prove conditions,  and  expressed  gratitude  for  attention  of 
doctors  and  nurses,  which  was  all  they  required. 

No.  —  West  36th  Street  —  Second  child.  Man  apparently 
about  twenty  years  of  age  and  woman  eighteen.  Couple 
claim  to  have  been  married  four  years.  Have  always  lived 
with  mother  of  patient,  who  works  at  office  cleaning  and 
laundry  work  to  support  herself  and  young  couple.  Man 
seldom  works;  says  he  is  not  strong  enough  for  hard  work,  and 
cannot  secure  anything  easy  enough.  Advised  older  woman  to 
leave  young  couple  to  carry  their  own  responsibilities,  and  to 
make  life  easier  for  herself.  Gave  necessary  assistance  in 
clothing  and  kept  bed  and  room  clean  until  patient  recovered. 

No.  —  Market  Street  —  Ninth  living  child,  oldest  a  girl  of 
thirteen  years,  kept  from  school  to  care  for  home  and  younger 
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children.  Man  a  tailor  earning  insufficient  for  support  of 
large  family.  Living  in  miserable  dark  basement,  on  account 
of  refusal  of  landlords  to  allow  so  large  a  family  on  upper  floors. 
Very  grateful  for  much  needed  relief  in  clothing  and  care. 
Girl  advised  to  apply  for  admission  to  evening  school. 

No.  —  Greenwich  Street  —  Eleventh  child;  only  two  liv- 
ing. Man  a  longshoreman,  out  of  employment,  and  family 
crowded  in  one  furnished  room.  Woman  works  when  well, 
earning  twenty  dollars  monthly  cleaning  offices.  Claims  pov- 
erty, and  consequent  neglect  of  her  children  caused  their 
death.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed,  because 
of  arrears  of  room  rent,  housekeeper  refused  to  furnish  the 
latter.  Also  sent  cleaner  to  make  room  as  comfortable  as 
possible  and  provided  milk  and  food. 

No.  —  Essex  Street  —  Second  child.  Patient  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  first  child  suffering  from  same  affliction.  Man  a 
tailor  working  irregularly,  and  family  of  four  living  in  one  room. 
Place  miserably  bare,  and  woman  needing  everything  for  com- 
fort. Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman 
for  a  few  days.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  in  last  stage 
of  consumption.  Boy  of  fifteen  years  only  wage-earner.  When 
well  woman  keeps  boarders,  which  with  three  dollars  weekly 
from  son  furnishes  a  meagre  living  for  large  family.  Gave 
woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  sent  in  caretaker 
daily  to  make  crowded  rooms  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
Family  objected  to  having  attention  of  United  Hebrew  Chari- 
ties called  to  destitute  conditions,  as  that  society  had  at  one 
time  placed  him  in  a  Home  for  Incurables  where  he  refused  to 
remain. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
man  having  deserted  six  weeks  prior  to  confinement,  claiming 
to  be  unable  to  support  such  a  large  family.  Woman  learned 
later,  that  he  had  returned  to  his  legal  wife  in  Philadelphia, 
who  has  but  two  children.     Patient  advised  on  recovery,  to 
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apply  to  Domestic  Relations  Court  for  assistance  in  locating 
man,  and  having  him  punished  for  bigamy.  Gave  woman  as- 
sistance in  clothing,  food,  and  care,  and  referred  her  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities  for  continuous  oversight. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  out  of  work  and 
family  in  miserable  circumstances.  Woman  very  ill,  and  in 
charge  of  Auxiliary  for  three  weeks.  Gave  her  clothing  and 
milk  supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Also  gave  neighbor 
address  of  down  town  Relief  Society.  When  visited  sent 
patient  $5.00  cash,  and  further  supply  of  clothing.  Very 
thankful,  self-respecting  family. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Sixth  child;  all  boys.  Man 
earning  a  fairly  comfortable  living  for  family,  and  expects  the 
eldest  child  to  become  a  wage-earner  very  soon.  Woman  a 
very  clean  housekeeper.  Up  on  third  day,  washing  down 
walls.  Remonstrated  with  by  agent,  said  she  was  too  poor  to 
ever  waste  more  than  three  days  in  bed  on  account  of  confine- 
ment. Must  also  cook  for  husband.  Asked  only  for  care  of 
scrub-woman  for  two  days. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street  —  First  living  baby.  Woman  over 
forty  years  of  age,  having  had  eight  still-born  infants.  Patient 
an  Italian,  over-joyed.  Asked  agent  many  questions  relative 
to  care  and  clothing  of  child.  Man  a  laborer,  working  irregu- 
larly, and  family  very  poor.  Gave  woman  everything  needful 
for  herself  and  baby,  and  instructed  her  as  to  use  of  same. 
Also  aided  with  milk,  and  care  of  scrub-woman  while  necessary. 
Couple  very  grateful  for  attention  of  doctors  and  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  East  12th  Street  —  First  child.  Family  in  America 
only  three  months.  Came  from  Poland  with  expectation  of 
making  a  better  living.  Man  secured  work  as  window-cleaner, 
and  was  getting  along  nicely,  when  he  met  with  an  accident 
breaking  a  large  pane  of  glass,  and  having  his  hand  and  arm 
badly  lacerated.  Has  been  in  hospital  several  weeks,  and  is 
still  unable  to  work.  Gave  woman  relief  in  clothing  for  herself 
and  bed,  and  referred  case  to  the  A.  I.  C.  P.  with  request  for 
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temporary  assistance.      Woman  intends  to  work  as  soon  as 
able. 

No.  --  West  30th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  six 
months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  while 
able  and  managed  to  keep  home  together.  When  visited, 
found  without  food  and  no  preparation  made  for  confinement. 
Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  also  special  nourishment,  and  sent 
in  scrub-woman  daily.  Oldest  child  being  but  seven  years 
of  age,  visitor  advised  patient  as  soon  as  able  to  apply  for 
temporary  commitment  of  at  least  two  children,  which  would 
enable  her  to  support  the  two  younger  ones,  placing  them  in 
a  day  nursery  during  her  absence,  promised  to  do  as  advised. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  in  one  fur- 
nished attic  room,  only  light  from  small  window  in  sloping  roof. 
Apparently  very  poor,  needing  everything  for  comfort  of 
patient  and  infant.  Man  a  longshoreman  idle  since  sus- 
pension of  ocean  traffic.  Woman  earns  a  living  by  working  as 
office  cleaner,  and  hopes  to  resume  work  as  scrub-woman  on 
fifth  day.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  food  clothing  and 
care. 

No.  —  Norfolk  Street — Seventh  child;  oldest  ten  years 
of  age.  Man  deserted  eight  months  ago,  claiming  to  be  unable 
to  support  such  a  large  family  in  hard  times.  Woman  worked 
as  long  as  able,  but  has  for  some  time  been  dependent  on  neigh- 
bors almost  as  poor  as  herself.  Gave  her  relief  in  food,  clothing, 
and  care,  and  advised  her  to  make  application  for  commitment 
of  children  to  an  institution,  and  incidentally  to  have  man  prose- 
cuted and  sentenced  for  abandonment  of  family.  Promised  to 
do  as  advised  as  soon  as  able.  Very  appreciative  of  all  kind- 
ness. 

No. —  West  11th  Street  — Third  child.  Man  idle  for 
several  months,  and  family  very  poor.  All  living  in  one  room 
with  old  father  and  mother.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing  and 
food,  and  sent  in  scrub-women  daily  while  necessary.  Referred 
man  to  A.  I.  G.  P.  to  make  application  for  work,  and  assistance 
until  work  was  secured.     Very  thankful  for  aid  and  advice. 
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No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  three 
months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  while 
able,  and  claims  she  later  would  have  starved  but  for  kindness 
of  poor  neighbors.  Gave  her  assistance  in  food,  milk,  clothing 
and  daily  care  of  cleaner.  Also  directed  her  to  day-nurseries 
which  will  care  for  children  when  she  is  able  to  resume  work. 
Refused  to  ask  aid  of  charitable  societies. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Family  very  poor 
living  in  two  basement  rooms.  Ten  dcgs  under  woman  s 
bed.  Needless  to  say  rooms  were  in  filthy  condition.  Man 
claimed,  when  questioned  by  agent,  to  have  very  little  work 
at  his  trade,  and  that  the  income  from  the  sale  of  dogs  helped 
him  to  eke  out  a  living.  Warned  that  unless  conditions  were 
quickly  improved,  it  would  be  necessary  to  report  them  to 
Board  of  Health.  Promised  to  make  change.  Learned  on 
second  visit  that  man  had  disposed  of  dogs,  and  had  taken  boy 
of  fifteen  years  from  school  and  placed  him  at  work. 

No.  —  2nd  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  died  two  months 
ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Patient  then  decided  to  move 
into  city,  from  Corona,  L.  I.  in  order  to  be  near  friends  who 
would  help  care  for  children  while  she  went  out  to  work.  Ex- 
pects to  keep  lodgers,  and  work  in  tailor  shop.  Needing  cloth- 
ing, and  care  of  cleaner,  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Weehawken  Street  —  Eighth  living  child.  Man  a 
longshoreman,  four  months  idle  on  account  of  war  conditions. 
Only  income  that  of  girl  of  sixteen  years,  who  earns  four  dollars 
per  week.  Large  family  crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms, 
for  which  they  pay  nine  dollars  monthly  rental.  Woman  ex- 
pects to  get  a  position  as  cleaner  of  a  school  as  soon  as  she  is 
able  to  work,  man  to  care  for  family  during  her  absence. 
Very  grateful  for  clothing  and  special  nourishment  provided. 

No.  —  First  Avenue  —  Fourth  child.  Family  in  two  mis- 
erable basement  rooms,  no  mattress  or  sheets  on  bed,  only 
old  rags  on  spring.  Old  comforters,  begged  from  poor  neigh- 
bors by  scrub-woman,  which  were  used  to  make  patient  as 
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comfortable  as  possible.  Agent  learned  on  visiting  that  cause 
of  extreme  poverty  was  intemperance  of  man,  who  had  during 
previous  week  been  injured  by  falling  from  a  truck,  and  was 
still  in  hospital.  Woman  works  hard  when  well  to  support 
family.  Very  thankful  for  all  necessary  relief  provided  by 
Auxiliary. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Fifth  child;  family  living  in  two 
poorly  furnished  rooms.  Man  an  operator,  has  had  very  little 
work  during  past  year,  which  accounts  for  miserable  conditions. 
Showed  visitor  dispossess  notice,  and  was  advised  to  go  to 
Hebrew  Relief  Society  where  he  was  given  $5.00  toward  rent, 
and  promise  of  further  assistance.  Auxiliary  relief  given  in 
food,  and  clothing,  also  care  of  patient  and  rooms. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Family  with 
mother  of  patient,  living  in  one  furnished  basement  room. 
Man  had  been  unemployed  for  several  months,  and  recently 
went  to  another  city  to  look  for  work.  Family  were  then 
dispossessed,  and  obliged  to  move  into  one  room.  Patient 
and  her  mother  worked  as  clothing  finishers  while  able,  but 
are  now  dependent  almost  entirely  on  charity  of  neighbors. 
Given  all  necessary  clothing  and  care,  and  referred  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  $5.00  cash. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living  in 
two  filthy  rooms,  swarming  with  vermin.  Man  earns  a  meagre 
living  peddling  coal.  Keeps  his  supply  about  one  ton,  under 
patients  bed.  Says  he  formerly  paid  rent  for  a  cellar,  but  owing 
to  dull  business,  and  poverty  of  customers  was  obliged  to  give 
it  up.  Very  grateful  for  thorough  cleaning  given  rooms,  as 
well  as  supply  of  clothing  and  milk. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man, being  out  of  work,  and  despondent,  deserted  woman  three 
months  ago,  leaving  her  penniless.  Has  since  earned  a 
living  by  keeping  male  boarders,  of  which  she  has  eighteen  in 
three  small  rooms.  Says  they  pay  her  $3.00  per  week  each, 
besides   bringing  her  condemned   produce  from   the   market 
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where  they  are  employed.  Says  she  has  been  able  to  meet 
expenses  in  this  way  and  hopes  man  will  never  return.  Board- 
ers all  sitting  in  kitchen  where  she  was  lying,  playing  cards 
drinking  and  smoking.  Learned  later  that  patient  prepared 
their  coarse  meals  on  third  day. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Third  child;  a  very  poor  family, 
living  with  patient's  sister,  and  the  latter's  husband  and  two 
children,  making  a  total  of  nine  people  in  two  small  rooms, 
for  which  they  jointly  pay  ten  dollars  rent  per  month.  Both 
men  out  of  employment;  only  income  for  support  of  two  fam- 
ilies, that  of  one  woman  who  peddles  fish.  All  very  grateful 
for  aid,  and  kindness  shown  to  patient. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street —  Third  child.  Man  a  tailor, 
out  of  work.  Only  support  of  family  derived  from  keeping  of 
five  boarders,  cared  for  by  feeble  old  mother  of  patient.  No 
preparation  made  for  illness.  Gave  all  necessary  relief  in  food 
and  clothing,  and  made  patient  who  was  very  ill,  as  comfortable 
as  possible  in  crowded  hot  rooms.  Family  very  thankful 
for  attention  given  during  ten  days. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  moved  in  from 
Jersey  City  on  previous  day.  Rooms  in  great  confusion. 
Cleaner  spent  half-day  in  helping  family  unpack  and  clean  up 
rooms.  Patient  made  as  comfortable  as  possible  under  such 
circumstances.  Gave  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also 
special  nourishment,  as  man  had  expended  savings  in  removal 
to  city.  He  hopes  to  make  a  living  by  buying  old  clothes  to 
make  over  for  children.  Very  appreciative  of  care  given  woman 
during  incapacity. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fifth  child;  family  very  poor,  and 
rooms  in  great  disorder,  they  having  moved  in  on  previous  day. 
Man  a  house  painter,  having  only  an  occasional  day's  work, 
for  which  he  receives  one  dollar.  Gave  woman  and  baby 
necessary  garments,  of  which  they  were  destitute,  also  emergent 
relief  in  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.  Advised  man  to 
call  at  office  of  United  Hebrew  Charities  to  ask  assistance  in 
work,  whereby  he  can  support  his  family. 
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No. —  Madison  Street  —  Fourth  child;  a  family  of  ped- 
dlers. Man  and  two  boys  peddle  with  baskets,  such  goods  as 
matches,  pins,  shoestrings  etc.,  while  woman  sells  potatoes  on 
street.  Says  she  buys  a  bag,  and  sells  out  by  two  cent  portions. 
Expects  to  take  infant  on  street  with  her,  and  continue  in 
same  business.  Asked  only  for  care  of  scrub-woman  for  a 
few  days.     Agent  learned  she  resumed  work  on  fifth  day. 

No.  —  Sixth  Avenue  —  Sixth  child,  one  of  whom  has  been 
in  hospital  very  ill  for  past  year  and  a  half.  Oldest  child  only 
eleven  years  of  age.  Man  a  longshoreman  out  of  work  since 
July  owing  to  European  war.  Very  hopeful  of  early  resumption 
of  ocean  traffic,  when  he  will  be  steadily  employed.  Refused 
to  have  conditions  reported  to  Charity  Organization  Society, 
as  he  feared  they  would  advise  breaking  up  of  home,  and 
placing  of  children  in  an  institution.  Helped  woman  with 
clothing,  and  nourishment,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Very 
grateful. 

No.  —  Dover  Street  —  Seventh  child;  oldest  a  boy  of  ten 
years.  Family  very  poor,  man  thrown  out  of  employment  ten 
weeks  ago,  on  account  of  business  depression.  Woman  secured 
work  as  office  cleaner  at  $20.00  per  month,  and  will  resume 
work  as  soon  as  able,  while  man  cares  for  family.  Gave  patient 
necessary  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and  gave  man  note 
to  C.  0.  S.  asking  aid  in  securing  work. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  seven  child- 
ren, oldest  of  whom  is  ten  years  of  age.  The  man  keeps  a 
small  basement  butcher  shop,  and  ekes  out  a  living  by  accommo- 
dating two  lodgers,  making  a  total  of  eleven  people,  living  in 
two  small  dark  rooms -back  of  shop.  Couple  uncomplaining, 
and  apparently  contented  with  conditions.  No  preparation 
made  for  confinement.  Woman  provided  with  clothing  for 
herself,  infant  and  bed,  and  cleaner  sent  in  until  fifth  day, 
when  patient  was  found  attending  shop. 

No.  —  East  4th  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  miserably 
poor;  occupying  one  room,  unfurnished  with  exception  of  old 
cot  bed,  patient  said  everything  available  had  been  pawned 
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or  sold,  as  man  had  been  unable  to  secure  work  during  past 
year,  on  account  of  intemperate  habits.  Assisted  woman  with 
clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  during  incapacity 
Agent  advised  patient  to  take  situation  with  infant  and  com- 
mit two  older  children  to  institution. 

No.  -Christopher  Street  —  Fourth  child;  all  small. 
Man  a  market  helper,  working  only  half-time.  Family  very 
poor,  living  in  two  barely  furnished  rooms.  No  preparation 
made  for  illness,  woman  needing  everything.  Gave  her  cloth- 
ing for  herself,  infant  and  bed,  and  kept  place  clean  while 
necessary.  Also  helped  a  little  with  special  nourishment,  and 
milk  supply,  and  referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  for  further  over- 
sight.    Couple  very  appreciative  of  kindness. 

No.  —  Watts  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  manufac- 
turer of  cheap  jewelry,  always  made  a  good  living  for  family 
until  the  recent  business  depression.  Says  he  has  not  earned 
over  $5.00  weekly  since  July,  and  that  he  is  now  threatened 
with  eviction.  Couple  clean  and  self-respecting,  feeling  keenly 
change  of  circumstances,  Man  advised  to  apply  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities  for  temporary  assistance,  and  loan.  Very 
grateful  for  care  and  advice  of  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Jackson  Street  —  Third  child;  family  living  in  two 
dark  rooms,  and  apparently  destitute.  Patient  reluctantly 
admitted  man  was  serving  a  term  in  prison  for  assault.  Said 
he  had  never  properly  cared  for  his  family,  and  that  she  had 
always  been  obliged  to  work  as  office  cleaner.  Gave  her 
clothing  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  until  fifth 
day,  when  visitors  learned  woman  had  resumed  work,  placing 
children  in  a  day  nursery. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Twins:  making  five  in  all:  eldest 
only  five  years  of  age.  Man  idle  for  past  four  months,  woman 
having  been  obliged  to  help  by  keeping  lodgers,  boarders,  etc. 
Disheartened  at  dark  outlook.  Helped  her  with  clothing,  food 
and  care  of  scrub-woman  and  referred  her  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  and  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  latter  gave  her 
$5.00  in  cash,  and  promised  to  help  further  if  advisable.  Cou- 
ple very  grateful  for  attention. 
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No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Third  child:  family  poor  and 
patient  very  despondent,  man  having  deserted  three  weeks 
prior  to  confinement,  taking  with  him  another  woman,  a  friend 
of  the  family.  Told  his  wife  before  leaving  that  he  could  not 
support  such  a  large  family,  and  that  he  would  return  when  she 
had  placed  two  of  the  children  in  an  institution.  Woman  ad- 
vised to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  in 
locating  and  punishing  man  for  non-support. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Seventh  child;  family  of  nine  and 
old  mother  living  in  two  small  rooms;  man  an  Italian  barber 
who  has  a  small  shop  in  front  room.  Says  he  is  obliged  to 
work  early  and  late  to  earn  sufficient  to  support  large  family, 
and  pay  rental  of  $20.00  monthly.  Self-respecting  and  con- 
tented. Does  not  expect  to  live  better  until  older  children 
become  wage-earners.  Begged  for  continuous  care  of  cleaner 
as  he  could  not  afford  to  pay  woman  to  care  for  his  wife. 
Very  thankful  for  same. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  miserably 
poor,  and  rooms  in  great  disorder,  they  having  moved  in  on 
previous  day.  Man  a  painter,  has  only  an  occasional  day's 
work,  for  which  he  receives  only  one  dollar,  as  his  customers 
are  the  people  in  tenements,  who  occasionally  have  one  room 
cleaned.  Gave  patient  necessary  garments,  of  which  she  was 
destitute,  also  emergent  relief  in  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
regularly.  Advised  man  to  call  on  district  agent  of  United 
Hebrew  Charities,  to  ask  assistance  in  securing  work  whereby 
he  can  support  his  family. 

No.  —  Essex  Street  —  Twins,  making  four  in  all.  Eldest 
child  two  and  a  half  years  of  age,  just  beginning  to  walk,  and 
still  being  fed  by  bottle,  as  was  also  second  child.  Man  out 
of  work  for  several  weeks,  everything  available  pawned, 
and  expecting  eviction  daily.  Couple  disheartened  at  dark  out- 
look. Helped  them  with  clothing  and  food  and  care  of  cleaner, 
and  referred  man  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  and  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  the  latter  aiding  with  $5.00  cash,  and  promise  of 
further  help  if  necessary.     Couple  very  thankful  for  attention. 
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No.  —  East  15th  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  two  dark  rear  rooms.  Man  deserted  three  months 
ago.  Said  as  he  could  not  find  work  his  family  would  be  better 
off  without  him.  Patient  fears  he  may  have  committed  suicide, 
as  he  was  very  despondent  when  he  left  home  and  had  always 
been  good  to  his  family.  Woman  trying  to  make  a  living 
by  keeping  lodgers,  who  pay  one  dollar  per  month  for  sleeping 
on  floor,  and  room  to  store  an  old  quilt  and  pillow  during  day. 
Gave  her  food,  milk,  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 
Woman  out  on  second  day,  and  later  quite  ill,  requiring  care 
of  scrub-woman  for  ten  days.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  East  11th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  six 
months  ago,  leaving  woman  destitute.  Says  she  has  struggled 
to  make  a  living  by  keeping  boarders,  but  so  many  men  are 
out  of  work,  and  cannot  pay  her,  she  has  been  obliged  to  give 
up.  Will  try  to  secure  day's  work  when  well,  placing  children 
in  day-nursery.  Fears  she  will  be  compelled  to  commit  two 
older  ones,  as  she  cannot  possibly  support  five  people.  Gave 
patient  assistance  in  food,  milk,  and  all  necessary  clothing,  and 
sent  in  cleaner.  Also  gave  her  advice  relative  to  making  ap- 
plication for  temporary  assistance.  Very  appreciative  of  all 
kindness. 

No.  —  1st  Avenue  —  Ninth  living  child;  oldest  eleven  years 
of  age.  Family  unable  to  rent  less  than  four  rooms,  (for  which 
they  pay  a  monthly  rental  of  $14.00)  on  account  of  large  family. 
Place  barely  furnished,  but  very  clean.  Children  kept  home 
from  school,  for  lack  of  clothing  and  shoes.  Wroman  stated; 
man  earns  $12.00  weekly,  and  works  steadily,  but  she  finds  it 
impossible  to  do  much  more  than  pay  rent,  and  buy  food  and 
fuel  for  such  a  family.  Very  grateful  for  care  of  scrub- woman 
during  incapacity.  Referred  case  to  association  for  Improving 
Condition  of  Poor,  which  promised  to  look  into  conditions  and 
causes. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Second  child;  oldest  fourteen 
months.  Man  having  no  work  at  his  trade,  started  business 
with  a  small  cigar  stand,  a  few  blocks  from  his  home.     The 
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work,  with  his  day's  earnings  in  his  pocket,  he  was  attacked 
by  a  young  Italian  thief,  in  his  own  hall,  and  upon  resisting, 
was  shot.  He  managed  to  reach  the  door  and  call  an  officer 
who  ran  after,  and  arrested  the  fellow  whom  he  identified. 
The  man  was  then  taken  to  Gouveneur  hospital,  where  he  died 
the  same  night.  Although  our  poor  patient  heard  all  the 
confusion,  and  knew  her  husband  was  attacked  and  injured, 
the  fact  of  his  death  was  kept  from  her  for  one  week,  when  case 
was  referred  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  care,  as  woman 
was  penniless. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street  —  Seventh  child;  oldest  eleven  years 
of  age.  Man  deserted  eight  months  ago,  claiming  to  be  unable 
to  support  such  a  large  family,  as  he  was  only  working  half- 
time.  Woman  worked  as  long  as  able,  but  has  for  some  time 
been  dependent  on  charity  of  neighbors  almost  as  poor  as  her- 
self. Gave  her  relief  in  food,  clothing  and  care,  and  advised 
her  to  make  application  for  commitment  of  children,  thus  cal- 
ling attention  to  man's  delinquency.  Says  she  thinks  he  is 
living  at  a  Mills  Hotel,  and  if  she  can  locate  him  she  will  have 
him  prosecuted  for  abandonment  of  family.  Promised  to  act 
on  advice  as  soon  as  able. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Third  child.  Living  conditions 
miserable.  Two  families  in  two  small  rooms;  both  men  out  of 
work.  Only  income  that  of  one  woman  who  cleans  offices 
earning  $20.00  monthly.  As  they  jointly  pay  $10.00  for  rent, 
there  is  very  little  left  for  food.  Both  couples  self-respecting, 
and  hopeful  that  business  will  soon  revive  for  tailors  and  fur- 
sewers.  Gave  patient  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  and  sent 
in  cleaner  daily  to  care  for  woman  and  infant,  men  caring  for 
rooms,  very  thankful  for  all  help,  but  refused  to  apply  to  U.

No.  I.  Patient  born  in  Italy.  Husband  had  returned  to 
his  own  country  relatives  very  poor.  Assistance  given,  also 
clothes  for  infant  which  was  very  much  appreciated. 

No.  II.  Patient  married,  had  two  children,  oldest  six  years. 
Husband  deserted  family,  going  away  with  another  woman. 
Groceries  given  for  a  few  weeks.  A  day  nursery  was  found 
for  baby  and  work  found  for  the  Mother.  Extra  clothes  given 
for  infant. 

No.  III.  Patient  married;  born  in  France.  Could  not 
speak  English.  Husband  out  of  employment,  and  not  one  to 
care  for  oldest  child  while  Mother  was  in  hospital.  She  was 
sent  to  Grace  Church  Nursery.  Family  highly  recommended. 
Assistance  given  also  extra  clothes  for  infant.  A  letter  of  ap- 
preciation received  and  sent  to  Chairman  of  Committee  I. 

No.  IV.  Married  and  had  triplets,  2  girls,  one  boy.  Ar- 
rangements had  been  made  to  send  Mother  and  babies  to  St. 
Johns  Guild  Sea  Side  Hospital,  knowing  the  change  would 
benefit  both  mother  and  babies.  The  latter  being  fitted  out 
in  clothes,  but  when  the  time  came  for  them  to  go  the  mother 
refused  as  did  her  husband,  both  wanting  to  leave  the  three 
babies  in  the  hospital.  The  United  Hebrew  Charities  took 
charge  of  the  case,  babies  caused  considerable  attention  being 
dressed  alike. 
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No.  V.  Patient's  husband  out  of  employment  and  had 
no  one  to  care  for  child  of  six  years  while  mother  was  in  hos- 
pital. St.  Barnabas  Home  sent  child  to  the  country.  As- 
sistance  given   when   patient   was   ready   to   leave   hospital. 

No.  VI.  Agent  took  patient  home;  found  her  husband  had 
deserted  her.  Finding  her  without  means  assistance  given 
until  her  sister  could  care  for  her. 

No.  VII.  Born  in  U.  S.,  married  four  years,  oldest  child 
not  living.  Deserted  five  months  before  coming  to  hospital. 
Some  trouble  developed  in  patient's  hip  after  confinement  and 
she  was  kept  in  hospital  six  months.  Has  a  lovely  baby  girl. 
Every  one  very  fond  of  her.  Mother  and  baby  sent  to  the 
country  through  the  kindness  of  the  A.  I.  C.  P.  On  return 
had  no  place  to  go  as  all  the  Homes  were  crowded.  A  room 
was  taken  for  a  week,  rent  paid  and  other  assistance  given. 
A  Day  Nursery  was  found  for  the  baby  during  the  day.  The 
Emergency  Shelter  here  cared  for  them  and  sewing  has  been 
given  to  the  mother  who  is  a  good  needlewoman.  She  expects 
to  care  for  herself  and  baby  very  soon.  A  letter  of  thanks  has 
been  received  and  forwarded  to  Chairman  of  Committee  I. 

No.  VIII.  Born  in  Italy  married,  husband  out  of  employ- 
ment for  some  time  and  had  deserted  family.  A  married 
sister  could  not  keep  mother  and  infant.  Assistance  given 
case  reported  to  the  A.  I.  C.  P. 

No.  IX.  We  have  a  dear  little  boy  of  two  years  awaiting 
an  operation  who  is  the  pet  of  every  one  in  the  hospital. 
Committee  I  has  been  most  generous  supplying  everything 
needed,  his  relatives  not  being  able  to  do  it. 

No.  X.  Patient  married;  baby  fourteen  months  born  in 
the  Lying-in  hospital.  Husband  out  of  employment.  Found 
to  be  a  very  respectable  couple.  Assistance  given  to  save  them 
storing  their  furniture.  Husband  found  employment  and  is 
most  grateful  for  what  was  done  for  them.  A  letter  of  ap- 
preciation received. 
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Committee  I  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  also  furnished  all  stationery 
required  by  patients,  transportation  to  their  distant  homes 
and  orthopedic  appliances  whenever  required.  Homes  found 
for  a  great  number  of  women  prior  to  confinement. 

The  State  Aid  Association  has  found  situations  for  many 

of  our  mothers  with  their  babies  during  the  last  year.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houston, 
Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared,  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
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may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requiste  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or 
conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judgment 
which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may 
hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession 
shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same 
respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  subscrib- 
ers; that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houston.  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David 
M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall 
be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one

thousand  and  eight  hundred,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority 
of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  election 
of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estate  and  effects,  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house  pupils,  matron,  stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying 
on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
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the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April, 
shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  number  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices, 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ;  That  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  J>68,  Laws  of  1897. 
An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "  An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York." 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers,   and    the    elections    of    physicians    and    surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17, 1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws 
of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
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bers  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  gover- 
nors, to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors 
from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYINQ=HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NEW   YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a 
sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is 
accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elec- 
ted by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 
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CHAPTER  II. 
1.     If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Govern- 
ors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the 
office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies 
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occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  when- 
ever they  may  occur. 
4.     A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 
5.     The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
vestment without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  ob- 
tained by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are 
to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running 
expenses  during  the  following  month. 
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3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  Hospital  and 
to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  These  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the 
Medical  Directors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  they  shall  organize  as  such  by  the 
appointment  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
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tated  to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Directors  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
visory board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons 
that  may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  education  and  medical  work 
of  the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks, 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 
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9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Directors,  surgeons,  officer,  nurse  or  ser- 
vant of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or 
on  behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws 
affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical 
or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 
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TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  dur- 
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HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK,  incorporated  by 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS, 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of 
the  Society  for  its  one  hundred  and  seventeenth  year. 

The  annexed  report  of  the  Medical  Board,  with  accompanying 
statistics,  will  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished by  our  Society  during  the  past  year. 

An  examination  of  the  donations  received  during  the  past  year 
shows  that  an  increasing  number  of  individuals  have  become 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  Efforts  have  been  made 
by  sending  out  personal  letters  and  by  appeals  to  bring  the  work 
of  this  Hospital  before  a  large  number  of  people,  and  this  effort 
to  secure  an  increasing  number  of  annual  contributors  has  met 
with  success. 

During  the  past  year,  as  hitherto,  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan, 
by  his  most  generous  support,  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Board 
of  Governors  to  meet  the  annual  cost  of  running  the  Hospital. 
The  Board,  however,  looks  with  confidence  to  ever  increasing 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  spirited  citizens  of  New  York, 
and  trusts  that  they  will  rally  to  the  support  of  this  work ;  and 
by  annual  subscriptions  and  gifts,  or  by  benefactions  through 
their  wills,  make  it  possible  to  support  the  Hospital  without 
leaning  so  heavily,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  upon  Mr. 
Morgan. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  extremely  helpful,  and  the 
interest  of  its  members  has  done  much  to  enable  the  Hospital 
to  accomplish  its  work.  This  Auxiliary  has  stimulated  an  in- 
creasing number  of  annual  donations,  and  has  been  the  means 
of  inducing  gifts  of  a  useful  nature  for  those  treated  in  the  Hos- 
pital, as  well  as  for  the  patients  who  are  treated  in  their  homes. 

A  reception  planned  and    carried  out  at  the  Hospital  by  the 
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Ladies'  Auxiliary  in  the  spring  of  this  year  proved  a  great  suc- 
cess, and  undoubtedly  contributed  considerably  to  making  the 
Hospital  better  known.  It  certainly  served  to  stir  up  a  greatly 
increased  personal  interest  in  all  of  those  who  were  able  to  be 
present. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  gladly  extended 
to  all  of  those  who,  by  their  gifts  of  money,  or  by  donations  of 
clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  books,  magazines,  etc.,  helped  in  the 
Hospital's  work. 

The  record  of  the  Society  in  its  Outdoor  Department  during 
the  past  year  has  been  extremely  good.  The  percentage  of 
deaths  among  cases  treated  in  this  department  has  been  very 
small,  and  the  Board  of  Governors  feel  much  pleased  that  this 
large  volume  of  work  has  been  so  successfully  and  satisfactorily 
handled. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  may  desire  to  visit  the  Hospital 
in  order  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  details  of  our  work,  or 
who  would  like  to  examine  the  manner  in  which  the  Hospital 
is  being  conducted,  will  be  gladly  received,  and  full  details  will 
be  given  upon  application  being  made  to  the  Superintendent 
at  the  Hospital  Building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  con- 
tinued along  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  Its  function 
as  a  teaching  institution  is  shown  by  the  number  of  both  graduate 
and  undergraduate  students  that  have  enrolled  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  practical  knowledge  of  this  important  branch  of  medicine 
The  graduation  of  physicians  from  the  house  staff  has  also 
added  many  well  qualified  men  to  the  ranks  of  the  profession. 
The  Hospital  Bulletin  has  likewise  continued  publication  and 
has  presented  in  a  collected  form  the  work  of  the  members  of 
the  staff. 

An  interesting  comment  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  shown 
in  the  number  of  births  conducted  under  its  care  in  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan.  Of  the  total  number  reported  to  the  Bureau  of 
Vital  Statistics  during  the  year  1915,  65404;  44527  were  reported 
by  physicians  and  20877  by  midwives.  Out  of  the  total  number 
there  were  6,690  births  conducted  by  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  or  a  percentage  of  10.23.  What  propor- 
tion of  these  cases  would  have  been  confined  by  midwives  it  is 
impossible  to  say,  but  undoubtedly  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  women  taken  care  of  by  our  institution  would  be  compelled 
to  resort  to  midwife  care  unless  such  facilities  as  ours  were  pro- 
vided. There  is  no  single  factor  which  will  do  more  to  overcome 
the  deplorable  midwife  practice  than  the  substitute  provided 
by  our  maternity  hospitals,  among  which  this  institution  must 
continue  to  take  a  prominent  stand.  The  Out-door  service  in 
particular  affords  to  many  mothers,  who  already  have  a  number 
of  children,  an  opportunity  to  be  confined  at  home  and  thus 
continue  to  act  as  a  governing  factor  in  their  own  homes  in  the 
absence  of  their  husbands  at  work.  This  is  a  very  important 
consideration  and  prevents  many  women  from  resorting  to  a 
hospital  who  would  be  otherwise  glad  to  do  so.    In  view  of  the 
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necessity  of  bringing  the  advantages  of  the  Hospital  service 
closer  to  these  women,  a  system  of  clinics  established  in  other 
sections  of  the  city  would  prove  of  great  value.  The  cooperation 
of  various  neighborhood  institutions  would  be  of  great  assistance 
in  building  up  a  service  of  this  character.  Quarters  might  be 
secured  in  such  buildings  which  would  permit  the  attendance 
once  or  twice  a  week  of  one  of  our  hospital  staff  and  a  nurse 
to  examine  applicants  for  attention  during  their  confinement,  and 
thus  obviate  the  necessity  of  these  women  who  cannot  spare  the 
time  from  their  families  from  taking  the  long  trip  to  the  main 
hospital  building.  A  system  of  this  kind  has  been  successfully 
carried  out  in  Pittsburg  and  other  cities  and  would  accomplish 
a  great  deal  in  extending  the  benefits  of  the  institution  in  dis- 
tricts where  at  present  the  patients  cannot  satisfactorily  be 
reached.  The  work  in  the  pathological  laboratory  has  been 
continued  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  pathologist  and  his 
staff,  and  close  relations  between  the  laboratory  and  the  clinical 
departments  have  been  maintained. 

The  endowment  fund  for  the  study  of  puerperal  fever  gener- 
ously provided  for  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley  Jenkins  has  continued 
to  furnish  resources  for  this  important  work.  Undoubtedly 
the  Hospital  will  always  serve  for  the  reception  of  numerous 
cases  of  childbed  fever,  as  it  is  practically  impossible  to  eliminate 
this  disease  in  view  of  the  frequent  opportunities  for  its  occur- 
rence in  the  practice  of  careless  doctors  and  midwives. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  rendered  efficient  assistance  in 
the  case  of  the  patients  in  their  homes,  providing  them  when 
necessary  with  food,  clothing  and  fuel.  Through  their  efforts 
deserted  women  and  their  babies  have  also  been  placed  in  var- 
ious institutions,  or  work  secured  for  the  mothers  so  that  they 
have  been  able  to  provide  for  their  own  children.  Women,  who 
when  discharged  from  the  hospital,  are  not  able  to  return  to 
their  homes  to  attend  to  household  duties  are  sent  to  convales- 
cent homes. 

The  attending  physicians  of  the  Babies'  Class  have  continued 
the  good  work  of  this  portion  of  our  hospital  service  during  the 
past  year.  The  visiting  nurse  has  been  of  great  assistance  in 
following  up  the  clinical  patients  and  by  instructing  the  mothers 
in  the  care  of  their  babies  fills  a  much  desired  function.    The 
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large  number  of  mothers  and  babies  attending  this  class  on  two 
days  in  the  week  makes  it  almost  imperative  in  the  near  future 
to  extend  this  portion  of  the  Hospital's  work.  It  is  only  by 
attention  to  these  new-born  babies  and  giving  mothers  the 
proper  instruction  in  their  care  that  the  large  death  rate  in 
early  childhood  can  be  satisfactorily  combated.  It  also  serves 
to  keep  the  mothers  after  their  discharge  from  the  Hospital 
in  somewhat  closer  touch  with  the  institution,  as  they  are  made 
to  feel  that  in  case  of  trouble  they  can  always  apply  for  relief. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  Institutions  and  many  other 
institutions  in  the  City  of  New  York  taking  care  of  the  poor 
have  inaugurated  a  system  by  which  all  patients  are  required 
to  pay  whatever  they  can  afford,  this  Hospital  has  adopted 
this  scheme  with  very  beneficial  results. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1914=1915 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1914  to  September  30,  1915,  the  So- 
ciety, in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,957  cases. 
The  number  of  births  was  6,690.  The  number  of  births  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the 
Health  Department,  were  65,404  of  which  44,527  were  reported 
by  physicians  and  20,877  by  midwives.  The  Society  cared  for 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  and 
more  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  9,338.  In  the 
Out-Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  4,362, 
the  number  treated  4,194,  the  number  of  confinements  3,571. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital 
4,976  the  number  received  3,763  and  the  number  of  confine- 
ments 3,018.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital 
572  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to 
the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown 
by  the  following  table:

Of  6,356  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable 6,047  lived  in  front,  and  309  in  rear  tenements;  594 
patients  resided  in  basements,  254  on  stoop  floors,  1,326  on 
first  floors,  1,204  on  second  floors,  1,215  on  third  floors  853  on 
fourth  floors,  910  on  fifth  floors  and  233  not  noted. 

Husbands  were  unemployed  in  1,590  instances. 

As  indicating  the  needy  character  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Society,  tabulated  statement  of  rents,  earnings  and  occupations 
may  be  found  on  pages  40  to  46.  In  some  emergency  cases, 
and  frequently  in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking  applicants, 
precise  information  is  not  obtainable. 

Educational  Work. 
The  Medical   Board  has  given  instruction  to   115  under- 
graduate and  94  graduate  students.     A  three  months'  course 
has  been  given  to  272  nurses. 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The   Ladies'  Auxiliary   reports    157   members.     Its   agents 
made  21,281  visits,  distributed  20,580  garments,  and  aided 
3,325  families  with  food  or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Sub-station  has  been  $192,572.18  including  the 
Private  Pavilion  ($20,845.41),  as  stated  in  the  itemized  state- 
ment of  expenses,  a  decrease  of  $6,315.38.

Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  —  Essex  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  baker,  but 
on  account  of  a  strike  unemployed  for  past  three  months. 
Family  miserably  poor;  crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms, 
obliged  to  burn  an  oil  lamp  all  day.  Man  claims  to  have  tried 
to  peddle,  but  was  compelled  to  give  that  up,  as  he  could  not 
pay  for  a  license.  Gave  clothing  for  patients,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily,  also  gave  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which 
gave  $5.00  in  cash,  and  promises  to  help  man  get  peddling 
permit. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  deserted  six 
months  ago.  Claimed  family  was  growing  faster  than  his 
income.  Home  wretchedly  poor,  and  very  untidy.  Gave  cloth- 
ing for  bed,  woman  and  baby  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  to  give 
thorough  cleaning.  Woman  grateful  although  apparently  un- 
able to  keep  a  decent  home  herself.  Said  she  was  glad  man 
had  gone  away,  and  hoped  he  would  not  return,  as  she  could 
make  a  good  living  for  family,  being  a  good  dressmaker. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  destitute, 
man  having  been  killed  five  months  ago  by  fall  from  building 
on  which  he  was  employed.  Patient  worked  while  able  and  has 
since  been  helped  along  by  men  with  whom  husband  worked. 
Asked  advice  regarding  placing  of  two  children  in  an  institu- 
tion temporarily.      Same  given,  also  address  of  day-nurseries 
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in  her  neighborhood.    Woman  very  thankful  for  all  assistance 
given. 

No.  —  Essex  Street. —  Sixth  child.  Man  usually  employed 
in  a  market.  Met  with  an  injury  to  his  hand  six  days  prior  to 
woman's  illness,  and  family  consequently  destitute.  Showed 
agent's  dispossess  notice  and  was  advised  to  go  with  same  to 
downtown  Jewish  Relief  Society.  Did  so  and  was  given  $5.00 
to  pay  on  rent  and  promise  of  visit  from  member  and  further 
assistance  if  necessary.  Very  thankful  for  care  and  helpful 
advice. 

No.  —  East  9th  Street  —  Ninth  child,  oldest  a  boy  of  14 
years,  who  proudly  showed  his  certificate  from  Board  of  Health 
allowing  him  to  go  to  work.  Says  they  will  soon  live  in  better 
rooms,  and  have  more  clothes.  Man  a  truckman  working 
irregularly  and  evidently  having  a  struggle  to  support  such  a 
large  family.  Gave  patient  necessary  clothing  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily  during  her  incapacity. 

No.  —  Water  Street  —  Third  child;  man  a  longshoreman; 
has  been  idle  for  four  months  and  has  just  resumed  work. 
Family  suffering  extreme  poverty,  as  they  are  paying  up  arrears 
of  rent.  Have  lived  in  same  two  rooms  since  marriage  and  are 
proud  of  their  record  for  honesty.  Patient  needing  everything 
for  comfort.  Gave  her  clothing,  food,  and  care  of  scrub- woman 
during  her  illness. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  in  poor  health 
only  income  that  earned  as  janitor  of  tenement  ($4.00  per  month 
and  use  of  two  small  rooms  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house). 
Claim  to  have  eked  out  a  living  by  taking  lodgers  who  pay 
$1.00  each  per  month  for  privilege  of  sleeping  on  floor.  Man 
given  address  of  downtown  Sick  Relief  Society  which  gave  $5.00 
and  bed  clothing.  This  assistance,  with  auxiliary  relief,  made 
patient  quite  comfortable  during  her  illness.  Very  apprecia- 
tive of  all  kindness. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Ninth  living  child.  Man  and 
one  girl  working.     Needing  only  baby  clothes  and  daily  care 
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of  scrub- woman.  Woman  served  with  dispossess  notice  while 
in  bed,  not  on  account  of  non-payment  of  rent,  but  of  large 
noisy  family  in  three  small  rooms.  Said  as  soon  as  well  she 
would  try  to  find  basement  rooms  where  she  would  not  annoy 
her  neighbors. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  living  in 
miserable  dark  back  basement.  Man  a  shirt  maker  working 
irregularly  and  earning  small  wages.  Couple  depressed  and 
woman  very  ill,  having  buried  child  of  three  years  just  a 
week  prior  to  confinement.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing  for 
woman  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily  while  neces- 
sary.   Very  thankful  for  cars. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  poor  health, 
unable  to  work  steadily,  and  family  miserably  poor.  Obliged 
to  live  in  cheap  back  rooms  with  window  of  stable  very  near 
that  of  patient.  Odor  unbearable  but  apparently  not  objection- 
able to  family.  Man  referred  to  downtown  Jewish  Relief 
Society  which  furnished  mattress,  stove  and  clothing,  also  gave 
$5.00  in  cash.  Very  thankful  for  care  of  scrub- woman  during 
incapacity. 

No.  —  Willet  Street  —  Seventh  child,  oldest  of  whom  is 
twelve  years  of  age.  Family  wretchedly  poor,  living  in  two 
dark  basement  rooms,  windows  of  which  are  broken  and  holes 
stuffed  with  old  clothing.  Landlord  when  seen  by  visitor, 
refused  to  make  repairs,  saying  that  building  was  soon  to  be 
torn  down.  He,  however  in  installments,  collects  $8.00  per 
month  rental.  Man  a  banana  peddler,  earning  very  little. 
Family  self-respecting,  apparently  trying  hard  to  educate 
children,  and  hoping  for  better  times  when  they  become  wage- 
earners.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  care  of 
patient. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street  —  First  child.  Man  deserted  six 
months  prior  to  confinement  when  woman  accused  him  of 
having  two  other  wives  in  the  neighborhood.  Will  have  him 
prosecuted  for  bigamy  when  she  recovers.     Patient  very  ill, 
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requiring  care  of  auxiliary  for  ten  days.    Also  needing  cloth- 
ing, parents  able  to  provide  food. 

No.  —  East  15th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  living  in 
two  filthy  rooms,  swarming  with  vermin.  Man  earns  very 
little  peddling  coal.  Keeps  his  supply,  about  one-half  ton, 
under  patient's  bed.  Says  he  formerly  rented  a  cellar,  but 
owing  to  dull  business  and  poverty  of  his  customers,  was  obliged 
to  give  it  up.  Very  grateful  for  thorough  cleaning  given  rooms, 
as  well  as  supply  of  food  and  clothing  and  milk. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Seventh  child;  oldest  ten  years  of 
age.  Man  suffering  from  consumption.  Has  not  worked  dur- 
ing past  year.  U.  H.  C.  pays  rent  and  occasionally  gives 
assistance  in  food.  Family  was  aided  with  clothing  for  patient 
and  infant,  also  given  food  and  milk  and  care  of  scrub-woman. 
Man  advised  to  make  application  for  admittance  to  Monte- 
fiore  Home  for  incurables. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  six 
weeks  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  while 
able,  and  later  claims  she  would  have  starved  but  for  kindness 
of  neighbors  almost  as  poor  as  she.  Gave  her  assistance  in  food, 
milk,  clothing  and  daily  care  of  cleaner.  Also  directed  her  to 
day  nurseries  which  will  care  for  children  when  she  is  able  to 
resume  work.     Refused  to  ask  aid  of  charitable  societies. 

Ell 
No.  —  Christie  Street  —  First  living  baby.     Woman  over 

forty  years  of  age,  having  had  eight  still  born  infants.    Patient 

very  happy,  asked  visitor  many  questions  relative  to  best 

care  and  clothing  for  child.    Man  a  laborer,  working  irregularly, 

and  family  very  poor.     Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and 

baby  and  instructed  her  as  to  use  of  same.    Also  aided  with 

special  nourishment  and  care  of  scrub- woman  while  necessary. 

Very  grateful. 

No.  —  Essex  Street  — -  Fourth  child.  Man  a  baker;  has 
been  unemployed  for  past  three  months  on  account  of  strike. 
Family  miserably  poor,  crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms 
where  they  are  obliged  to  burn  an  oil  lamp  all  day.     Man 
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claims  he  has  tried  to  peddle,  but  was  forced  to  give  that  up 
as  he  had  no  money  to  pay  for  license.  Gave  clothing  for 
patients,  and  sent  caretaker  daily,  also  gave  address  of  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  and  sent  man  to  make  application  for  work 
and  assistance  during  wife's  illness. 

No.  —  Norfolk  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
as  man  a  clothing  presser  who  earns  fairly  good  wages,  only 
gives  his  wife  $2.00  weekly.  Patient  says  he  has  always 
abused  and  neglected  his  family,  but  she  has  only  recently 
learned  that  he  has  another  wife  and  family.  Says  she  will 
take  steps  as  soon  as  recovered  to  have  him  arrested  and  pun- 
ished for  bigamy.  Is  not  sure  she  is  first  wife.  Woman's 
sister  helping  during  illness.  Very  grateful  for  food  and  clothing 
provided. 

No.  —  West  39th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Very  respectable 
appearing  colored  woman,  with  worthless  husband.  Said  he 
had  just  returned  from  absence  of  several  months  giving  no 
account  of  himself.  Family  very  destitute.  Woman  worked 
as  long  as  able  in  a  laundry,  and  since  giving  up  same,  has 
been  dependent  on  poor  neighbors.  Gave  her  clothing  and 
also  helped  out  with  food  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Very  grate- 
ful for  care  of  doctors  and  auxiliary. 

No. —  Sheriff  Street  —  Eighth  child.  Man  a  butcher, 
family  living  in  wretched  basement  back  of  shop,  suffering 
every  privation  possible  in  order  to  educate  children.  One 
son  in  a  New  York  College,  another  boy  and  a  girl  in  high  school, 
while  younger  children  are  without  shoes  or  clothmg,  and  home 
is  filthy.  Looking  forward  to  comfortable  days  when  children 
have  entered  professional  life.  Man  hoping  to  some  day  pay 
for  professional  and  auxiliary  care  given  his  wife. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Miserably  poor  family 
of  Polish  Christians,  living  in  two  dark  basement  rooms. 
Oil  lamp  burning  all  day.  Woman  claimed  to  have  lost  two 
children  shortly  before  confinement  by  diphtheria.  Man  earns 
a  precarious  living  as  junk  dealer.  Necessary  clothing  and  food 
provided  for  patient  and  infant,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily. 
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Advised  removal  from  unwholesome  rooms.    Very  grateful  for 
assistance  and  advice. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  lazy  and 
intemperate,  and  family  very  poor.  Three  children  suffering 
from  whooping-cough  and  quite  sick.  Patient  almost  dis- 
tracted with  noise  and  confusion.  Says  when  recovered  she 
will  be  obliged  to  leave  husband,  placing  some  of  children  in 
an  institution  and  working  for  others.  Very  appreciative  of 
assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  milk  supply,  also  extra  attention 
from  scrub -woman. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Two  children,  parents  and  three 
boarders  living  in  two  rooms.  Man  working  in  a  factory  for 
small  wages,  but  considers  himself  very  fortunate  in  having 
steady  work.  Gave  a  few  baby  garments,  and  sent  in  scrub- 
woman until  fifth  day,  when  patient  was  found  up  attending 
to  cooking,  walking  around  in  bare  feet,  although  weather 
was  very  cold.  Claimed  to  be  unable  to  waste  any  more  time 
in  bed.    Advised  regarding  danger  of  such  action. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  First  child.  Man  a  tailor,  earning 
a  fairly  comfortable  living  for  family.  Patient's  sister  willing 
to  care  for  household,  but  unable  to  attend  to  woman  and  in- 
fant. Cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days  to  help  care  for  patients  for 
which  couple  were  very  grateful.  Calling  on  fifth  [day,  learned 
patient  had  gone  to  Brooklyn  with   baby  to  visit  friends. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  house  painter, 
out  of  employment.  Woman  claims  to  have  had  " Broome 
Street"  doctors  for  all  her  children,  during  past  ten  years,  and 
although  now  able  to  pay  a  woman  a  small  sum  to  care  for 
household,  still  depends  on  them  in  her  emergency.  Required 
only  supplementary  relief  in  baby  clothes,  and  caretaker  for 
two  days.    Very  appreciative  of  attention. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  miserable  rear  house  on  ground  floor.  Man  a  peddler 
of  vegetables,  earning  a  meagre  living.  An  old  aunt  of  woman 
pretending  to  care  for  house,  but  positively  refusing  to  care

for  patient  and  infant.     Sent  in  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days, 
and  helped  out  with  clothing,  food  and  milk. 

No.  —  Water  Street  —  Eight  children  and  parents  living 
in  two  rooms  in  basement;  dark  and  unsanitary.  Man  stated 
landlords  will  not  allow  so  large  a  family  on  upper  floors. 
Man  working  irregularly,  and  girl  of  sixteen  years,  who  earns 
$4.50  weekly,  is  main  support  of  family.  Daughter  discon- 
tented with  manner  of  living;  says  when  she  is  able  to  earn 
$6.00  weekly,  she  will  leave  home,  unless  they  can  live  more 
decently.  Man  advised  to  make  supreme  effort  to  improve 
conditions,  in  order  to  keep  family  together;  promised  to  do  so. 
Patient  helped  out  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and 
cleaner  sent  in  for  three  days,  when  bright  girl  of  twelve  years 
assumed  charge  of  everything. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  died  of 
consumption  eight  months  ago,  since  which  time  family  has 
lived  on  earnings  of  girl  of  fifteen  years  ($3.50  weekly)  and  what 
little  the  woman  could  earn  by  peddling  potatoes.  Says  she 
bought  vegetables  by  the  bag,  and  sold  in  two  and  three  cent 
portions,  making  frequently  as  much  as  40  cents  per  day. 
Will  resume  in  about  one  week  taking  infant  on  street  with 
her.    Grateful  for  assistance  given. 

No.  —  West  4th  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  very  poor. 
Woman  stated  man  was  notified  of  death  of  a  relative  in  Italy 
who  had  left  him  a  small  property,  and  as  soon  as  he  could  get 
together  passage  money,  went  to  Europe,  intending  to  sell 
property,  and  return  with  money  to  his  family.  As  wife  has 
not  heard  from  him  in  seven  months,  she  fears  he  has  enlisted 
in  army,  and  if  still  alive,  is  now  serving  his  country.  Advised 
to  commit  temporarily  two  older  children  to  an  institution 
and,  by  placing  infant  in  day  nursery,  be  able  to  earn  a  living 
until  such  time  as  man  may  return.  Very  grateful  for  advice 
and  directions  given,  and  also  for  clothing,  food  and  care  while 
necessary. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  in  two 
small  rooms,  and  apparently  very  poor.     Learned  man  has 
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been  confined  on  Wards  Island,  in  insane  asylum  for  past 
six  months.  Patient  has  been  told  he  is  incurable,  and  is 
quite  anxious  to  know  if  she  cannot  get  a  divorce  under  such 
circumstances,  as  she  must  have  a  man  to  support  four  children. 
Advised  to  apply  to  Relief  Society  for  desired  information, 
and  also  for  assistance  until  able  to  work.  Given  all  possible 
care  and  attention. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  presser 
of  clothing,  earning  very  little.  Family  living  in  two  rooms; 
woman  on  cot  in  kitchen,  while  the  other  small  room  is  given 
up  to  lodgers,  eight  of  whom  sleep  on  the  floor  every  night. 
For  this  accommodation,  and  privilege  of  storing  their  baskets 
of  fruit,  notions  and  various  other  things  which  they  peddle 
daily,  they  pay  one  dollar  each  monthly,  which  pays  rent  of 
family.  Apparently  satisfied  with  meagre  living.  Very  grate- 
ful for  work  of  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days,  which,  with  care  of 
doctor  was  all  they  required. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  laborer, 
very  intemperate.  Woman  earns  a  living  for  family,  while 
girl  of  ten  years  is  kept  home  from  school  to  care  for  children. 
Expects  to  resume  work  as  office  cleaner  at  end  of  week.  Gave 
assistance  in  food  and  clothing  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 
Woman  advised  to  break  up  home,  commit  three  children  to 
institution,  and  take  situation  with  infant.  Promised  to  con- 
sider advice  unless  man  reformed. 

No.  —  Sixth  Avenue  —  Seventh  child,  one  of  whom  has 
been  in  hospital  for  past  year  under  treatment  for  a  deformity. 
Oldest  child  only  eleven  years  of  age.  Man  an  intemperate 
longshoreman,  working  irregularly,  and  squandering  his  wages. 
Family  crowded  in  two  rooms  and  threatened  with  eviction. 
Refused  to  have  conditions  reported  to  charity  organization 
society,  as  they  would  advise  breaking  up  of  such  a  home,  and 
commitment  of  children  to  an  institution.  Helped  woman 
with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  necessary  food,  and 
care  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  5th  Street  —  Second  child.  Family  occupying  one 
room,  unfurnished  with  exception  of  old  cot  bed,  and  soap  box. 
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Patient  stated  everything  had  been  pawned  or  sold,  as  man  had 
been  unable  to  secure  work  on  account  of  his  intemperate 
habits.  Gave  all  possible  assistance  and  care,  and  advised 
taking  situation  with  infant  when  well  and  committing  older 
child  to  institution. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Family  with  mother 
of  patient  living  in  one  furnished  room  in  basement.  Man 
having  been  idle  for  several  months,  finally  decided  to  go  to 
another  city  to  look  for  work.  Being  seven  months  in  arrears, 
patient  was  evicted  for  non-payment  of  rent,  and  obliged  to 
move  into  one  room.  Woman  worked  as  clothing  finisher 
while  able,  but  is  now  dependent  on  her  mother  who  goes  out 
to  days'  work.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  care 
of  scrub-woman  for  six  days.     Patient  then  resumed  work. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  miserably 
poor,  as  man,  a  tailor,  has  been  unable  to  work  for  several 
months,  having  been  confined  to  bed  with  an  attack  of  rheu- 
matism. Claims  to  have  been  aided  with  rent  and  food  until 
quite  recently,  when  same  was  discontinued.  Gave  emergent 
relief  in  food  and  fuel,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily,  also  advised 
man  to  make  another  appeal  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for 
assistance  in  rent  until  able  to  resume  work.  Very  grateful 
for  assistance. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  seven  child- 
ren, the  oldest  of  whom  is  ten  years  of  age.  The  man  keeps  a 
small  basement  butcher  shop  and  ekes  out  a  living  for  family 
by  accommodating  two  lodgers,  all  of  whom,  eleven  people, 
live  in  two  small  dark  rooms  back  of  shop.  Every  possible 
kind  of  relief  and  care  provided  for  woman  until  sixth  day, 
when  she  was  found  attending  butcher  shop. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Couple  make  a 
living  by  peddling  with  baskets,  such  goods  as  matches,  shoe- 
laces, pins,  buttons,  etc.  Woman  sitting  up  in  bed  on  first 
day,  preparing  basket  of  merchandise  for  boy  of  eight  years, 
who  would  take  her  place  on  the  street  until  she  recovered. 
Says  she  expects  to  take  infant  with  her,  as  she  cannot  afford 
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to  pay  for  it  in  day  nursery,  as  her  earnings  rarely  exceed 
forty  cents  per  day.  Very  appreciative  of  assistance  and  care 
during  incapacity. 

No.  —  Hester  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  peddler; 
said  he  had  kept  a  small  dry  goods  store,  making  a  comfortable 
living  for  his  family  until  three  months  ago,  at  which  time  he 
was  burned  out,  losing  all  his  stock,  as  it  was  not  insured. 
Assisted  with  clothing  and  food  and  sent  in  caretaker  for 
three  days,  after  which  time  the  oldest  child,  a  girl  of  thirteen 
years  claimed  to  be  able  to  take  full  charge  of  patients  and  home. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street  —  Eighth  child.  Man  has  a  small 
tinsmith  shop  in  basement,  back  of  which  large  family  lives 
in  two  dark  rooms,  suffering  every  privation  possible,  in  order 
to  educate  children.  One  boy  in  New  York  College,  another 
of  sixteen  years  attending  high  school,  and  teaching  English 
to  foreigners  in  the  evening,  in  that  way  earning  his  clothing. 
Younger  children  and  home  neglected  and  filthy.  Sent  in 
scrub- woman  until  patient  recovered. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Third  child.  Polish  Catholic 
family;  very  clean.  Man  complained  of  hard  times  and  dull 
business,  and  finally  informed  visitor  he  was  a  grave  digger, 
gets  paid  "by  the  piece,"  and  in  busy  times  makes  a  good 
living  for  his  family.  Wife  helps  by  keeping  lodgers.  Has  four 
beds  in  three  rooms.  Gave  only  a  little  assistance  in  baby 
clothes  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  until  patient  recovered. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  junk  dealer. 
Rooms  dark  and  unsanitary,  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house. 
In  filthy  condition,  crowded  with  old  rubbish  of  all  kinds. 
Almost  impossible  to  make  any  impression  by  cleaning  rooms, 
but  managed  to  keep  patient  and  infant  comfortable.  Gave 
clothing  for  mother  and  baby,  also  special  nourishment. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  suffering 
from  consumption,  unable  to  work  during  past  year.  Recently 
sent  to  sanitarium  by  a  lodge  to  which  he  belongs.  Woman 
worked  at  days'  work  while  able,  and  expects  to  resume  in  a 
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few  days.  Claims  she  can  easily  earn  a  living  for  hersslf  and 
children,  as  she  has  also  been  supporting  a  man  for  several 
months.  Very  thankful  for  supplies  and  care  given  during 
her  incapacity. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Second  child,  oldest  fourteen 
months,  and  unable  to  walk.  Man  a  tailor  working  irregularly, 
earning  a  precarious  living  for  family.  Woman  regretting 
inability  to  help  by  peddling  or  keeping  boarders,  as  two  help- 
less babies  will  keep  her  very  busy.  Given  advice  and  di- 
rections as  to  use  of  day  nurseries,  for  which  she  was  very 
thankful,  as  she  is  anxious  when  well  to  do  her  share  toward 
tiding  over  dull  times.  Helped  her  with  clothing  for  infant 
and  milk  supply. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Fourth  child,  family  very  poor, 
living  in  one  miserable  back  basement,  where  oil  lamp  is  kept 
burning  all  day.  Difficulty  in  locating  place  as  it  is  reached 
through  dark  alley.  Man  a  vegetable  peddler,  and  room  filled 
with  decaying  fruit  and  potatoes.  Man  told  that  same  must 
be  removed  from  sick  room,  or  Board  of  Health  would  be 
notified  on  following  day.  Acted  on  advice  given,  and  scrub- 
woman was  sent  to  give  place  a  thorough  cleaning.  Patient 
aided  with  food  and  milk. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street  —  Second  Child.  Two  families 
and  boarders,  a  total  of  eight  persons  living  in  two  rooms. 
Both  men  out  of  work  and  women  supporting  household  by 
doing  laundry  work  at  home.  Rooms  full  of  washed  and  un- 
washed clothing,  and  corners  packed  with  old  dirty  bedding, 
which  the  boarders  place  on  the  floor  at  night.  Only  one 
bedstead  in  rooms.  Patient  required  only  clothing  for  infant 
and  care  of  doctor,  as  friend  would  attend  to  cleaning. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  moved  into 
rooms  on  previous  day  and  place  in  great  confusion.  Scrub- 
woman unable  to  work  until  she  had  unpacked  utensils. 
Woman  lying  on  mattress  on  floor.  Cleaner  assisted  in  setting 
up  bedstead  and  with  help  of  man  and  neighbor,  placed  patient 
on  it,  for  which  sh±  was  very  thankful.     Helped  her  out  with 
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clothing  and  food,  and  referred  man  to  Charity  Organization 
Society  in  effort  to  find  work. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Twins,  making  seven  children  m 
all.  Family  living  in  three  small  dark  rooms.  Man  a  tailor, 
working  irregularly,  and  boy  of  twelve  years  peddling  during 
vacation.  Told  visitor  he  sometimes  earned  thirty  cents  a 
day,  and  when  his  father  secured  steady  work,  he  was  going 
to  save  that  to  go  to  college.  Gave  woman  assistance  in  cloth- 
ing, and  sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days.  Couple  very  thankful 
for  good  care. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  First  baby;  woman  up  on  third 
day,  finishing  laundry  work  to  send  home.  Man  a  laborer, 
working  only  occasionally,  and  evidently  depending  for  support 
on  wife.  Patient  advised  to  have  him  arrested  for  non-support, 
or  to  take  a  place  with  infant  and  break  up  home.  Finally 
persuaded  her  to  return  to  bed  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  to 
finish  work  under  patients  direction.  Very  thankful  for  help, 
and  promised  to  consider  advice  of  visitor. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Seventh  child,  all  under  twelve 
years  of  age.  Man  died  three  months  ago,  leaving  family 
destitute,  and  absolutely  dependent  on  old  mother  of  patient 
who  goes  out  to  days'  work,  all  living  in  two  rooms,  and  threat- 
ened with  eviction  on  account  of  crowding.  Gave  woman  all 
possible  assistance  and  sent  in  cleanar  daily.  Advised  patient 
to  commit  children  temporarily  to  an  institution.  Says  she 
will  first  try  keeping  boarders  and  if  that  fails  will  act  on  advice 
given. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  rag  picker 
and  junk  dealer,  earning  only  a  pittance,  and  family  miser- 
ably poor.  Woman  went  out  to  days'  work  while  able,  and  when 
obliged  to  give  up  one  month  ago,  family  was  dispossessed. 
Have  since  been  living  with  family  of  five,  making  a  total  of 
ten  people  in  two  rooms,  the  majority  of  whom  sleep  on  the 
floor.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  given  in  food  and  clothing 
and  care  of  cleaner.  Man  expects  soon  to  resume  work  as  a 
tailor  when  he  will  be  able  to  support  family.  Refused  to 
apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  aid. 
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No.  —  Water  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  longshoreman 
out  of  work,  and  family  destitute  and  threatened  with  eviction. 
Gave  them  all  possible  assistance  in  food,  clothing  and  care. 
Also  referred  man  to  Association  for  Improving  Conditions  of 
the  Poor  to  make  application  for  work  of  some  kind,  whereby 
he  might  support  family.  Woman  works  at  office  cleaning  when 
well,  and  children  look  underfed  and  neglected. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  suffering  from 
consumption.  Has  done  no  work  in  two  years.  Was  sent 
by  friends  to  sanitarium  about  two  months  ago.  Rooms  mis- 
erably poor,  corners  piled  full  of  old  bedding  and  covers,  used 
by  lodgers  who  sleep  on  floor  at  night.  Patient  stated  men 
pay  her  one  dollar  each  monthly  for  the  privilege  and  as  she 
can  accommodate  eight,  her  income  pays  her  rent.  Very  grate- 
ful for  clothing,  food  and  care.  Learned  later  that  Jewish 
Relief  Society  had  aided  with  $5.00  cash  and  bed  clothing,  and 
promised  to  help  woman  place  three  children  in  institution 
temporarily. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  crowded  in 
three  very  small  dark  rooms.  Man  a  peddler,  and  two  boys, 
aged  fourteen  and  fifteen  years  working.  Joint  weekly  income 
of  family,  eight  dollars.  Self-respecting  couple,  perfectly 
satisfied  with  conditions  and  expressing  deep  sympathy  for 
their  destitute  neighbors.  Required  only  care  of  doctor  and 
nurse,  and  help  of  scrub- woman  for  a  few  days.  Very  apprecia- 
tive of  attention. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street  —  Seventh  boy.  Family  very 
poor  but  respectable.  Man  a  tailor  out  of  employment  and 
earning  only  a  trifle  by  peddling.  Finds  it  very  hard  to  pay 
rent  of  two  rooms,  but  hopes  to  see  more  comfortable  days 
when  the  oldest  boy,  now  thirteen  years  of  age,  becomes  a 
wage  earner.  Asked  only  for  one  thorough  cleaning  and  cloth- 
ing for  infant.  Old  mother  will  then  be  able  to  care  for 
patient. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Rooms  in  great 
confusion,  family  having  moved  from  Brooklyn  on  previous 
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day.  Sent  scrub- woman  to  help  unpack  belongings  and  make 
patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Gave  clothing  for  woman 
and  infant,  also  supply  of  milk,  special  nourishment,  as  couple 
had  expended  last  dollar  in  removal  to  city.  Man  expects 
to  make  a  living  for  family  by  buying  old  cast-off  clothing  and 
making  it  into  children's  garments.    Very  grateful  for  kindness. 

No.  —  East  25th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  A  very  respectable 
appearing  American  woman  with  an  Italian  husband  who 
speaks  no  English.  Says  he  is  a  laborer,  and  supports  his 
family  comfortably  when  able  to  secure  work.  Home  very 
clean  one  although  in  dark  back  basement.  Gave  clothing 
for  woman  and  infant,  and  sent  in  food,  which  was  all  required 
as  a  kind  neighbor  offered  to  care  for  home  and  patients. 
Referred  man  to  Charity  Organization  Society  to  make  appli- 
cation for  work.    Couple  very  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Front  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  three 
months  ago,  leaving  family  with  patients  mother,  who  occupied 
two  miserable  basement  rooms,  for  which  she  pays  $5.00  per 
month,  besides  attending  to  janitors  work  of  house.  Family 
very  destitute  of  all  necessary  clothing  for  bed  and  patients 
which  was  furnished,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily.  Gave  tempo- 
rary relief  in  food,  on  learning  that  family  is  well  known  to 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  which 
has  aided  intermittently  ror  years. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  shoemaker, 
too  old  to  make  a  living  for  young  family.  Claims  to  be  sixty- 
five,  while  wife  is  twenty-eight  years  of  age.  Family  living  in 
one  basement  room,  man  using  only  window  for  his  cobbling, 
while  living  room  and  bed,  are  inadequately  curtained  off 
from  shop.  Patient  given  all  necessary  assistance  and  advised 
to  make  effort  to  change  manner  of  living. 

No.  —  Greenwich  Street  —  Second  child,  oldest  only 
eleven  months.  Family  miserably  poor.  Man  a  longshore- 
man, working  irregularly  and  spending  greater  part  of  earnings 
in  dissipation.  No  preparation  made  for  illness.  Found  it 
necessary  to  give  clothing  for  woman  and  infant,  also  special 
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nourishment  and  care  of  scrub-woman  for  several  days.  Patient 
did  not  approve  of  advice  given  to  break  up  miserable  home, 
place  oldest  child  in  institution,  and  take  situation  with  infant. 

No.  —  First  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  sick,  unable  to 
work  for  past  six  months.  Showed  visitor  a  number  of 
pawn  tickets,  everything  available  having  been  disposed 
of  in  that  way.  Woman  working  while  able,  but  recently 
family  has  been  dependent  on  an  aunt  of  man,  who  goes  out 
to  days'  work.  Man  claims  to  have  made  application  for  ad- 
mission to  a  home  for  incurables,  and  as  soon  as  admitted 
wife  will  break  up  home,  placing  two  children  in  an  institution, 
and  taking  place  with  infant.    Very  thankful  for  relief  given. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  house  painter 
out  of  work,  and  family  miserably  poor.  Manage  to  pay  rent 
by  keeping  lodgers,  of  whom  they  have  eight  who  sleep  on 
floor,  paying  one  dollar  each  monthly  for  privilege.  Man  claims 
to  keep  family  from  starving  by  peddling  bananas.  Gave 
patient  food  and  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner  for  fourteen  days, 
she  having  been  very  ill.    Very  appreciative: 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Seventh  child,  oldest  twelve 
years  of  age.  Man  deserted  six  months  ago,  claiming  to  be 
unable  to  support  such  a  large  family.  Woman  worked  as  long 
as  able,  but  has  been  for  some  time  dependent  on  charity  of 
neighbors  as  poor  as  herself.  Gave  her  relief  in  food  and  cloth- 
ing and  care,  and  advised  her  to  make  application  for  com- 
mitment of  children  to  institution,  thus  calling  attention  to 
man's  delinquency,  and  compelling  him  by  law  to  support 
family.    Very  grateful  for  advice  and  attention. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Two  families, 
a  total  of  eleven  persons,  living  in  two  small  rooms,  for  which 
they  must  pay  a  monthly  rental  of  $10.50.  Both  men,  tailors 
by  trade,  idle  for  months,  are  now  trying  to  eke  out  a  living 
by  peddling.  Apparently  very  poor,  but  industrious.  '  Gave 
patient  assistance  in  clothing  and  rooms  one  thorough  cleaning. 
Friend  will  continue  care  of  patients. 
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No.  —  2nd  Avenue  —  Twins,  making  a  family  of  seven 
children,  the  oldest  a  girl  of  sixteen  years.  Man  in  a  hospital 
in  last  stage  of  consumption.  Girl  kept  at  home  to  care  for 
other  children,  says  she  earns  $4.00  weekly  when  able  to  leave 
home.  This  is  the  only  income  of  the  family  since  mother 
has  been  unable  to  work.  The  Association  for  Improving 
the  Condition  of  the  Poor  pays  seven  dollars  per  month  on 
their  rent  of  $15.00.  Learned  on  later  visit  that  a  sister  of 
patient,  whose  husband  had  been  thrown  out  of  employment, 
had  come  with  her  family  to  live  with  them  in  order  to  re- 
duce expenses  of  both  families.  Woman  very  grateful  for 
clothing,  food  and  care,  and  hopes  now  that  girl  can  resume 
work,  to  get  along  nicely. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street  —  Filth  child.  A  chronic  condi- 
tion of  poverty  owing  to  man's  infirmity.  He  is  an  epileptic, 
and  consequently  out  of  employment  a  great  part  of  the  time. 
He  claims  to  be  a  good  worker,  but  says  that  he  just  gets 
started  in  a  new  situation  when  he  has  one  of  his  attacks, 
which  causes  great  excitement,  and  sometimes  panic,  and 
that  he  is  then  immediately  discharged.  Says  he  has  often 
contemplated  suicide,  as  he  knows  he  is  incurable.  Helped 
patient  with  all  necessaries,  and  advised  man  to  apply  for 
admission  to  Craig  colony  for  epileptics. 

No.  —  East  11th  Street  — -  Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
children  all  small.  Man  met  with  accident  three  weeks  ago 
having  fallen  down  a  flight  ot  stairs,  and  been  instantly  killed. 
Woman  stated  that  since  that  time,  as  she  was  unable  to  work 
she  has  been  dependent  on  kindness  of  poor  neighbors.  No 
preparation  made  for  illness.  Furnished  her  with  everything 
necessary  to  make  her  comfortable,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman 
daily.  Patient  claims  to  have  secured  work  as  office  cleaner  in 
Metropolitan  Life  Building,  and  expects  to  begin  work  when 
baby  is  one  week  old.  Given  advice  relative  to  day  nurseries, 
or  if  found  necessary,  temporary  commitment  of  some  of  the 
children.    Very  thankful  for  all  attention. 

No.  —  East  36th  Street  —  Second  child.  Conditions 
miserable.    Man  having  been  out  of  employment[for  some  time, 
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finally  secured  place  as  janitor  for  which  services  he  receives 
rent  free,  the  use  of  two  miserable  damp  rooms  in  the  basement. 
Patient  needing  everything  for  comfort.  Furnished  her  with 
clothing  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days, 
when  man  took  up  care  of  patients  and  rooms.  He  promised  to 
make  every  possible  effort  to  secure  work  as  advised,  as  soon 
as  wife  is  able  to  attend  to  janitor  work. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Seventh  child.  A  family  of 
Roumanian  Jews,  apparently  very  respectable  but  desperately 
poor.  Occupying  two  rooms,  only  one  bed  in  place.  Children 
all  sleep  on  floor,  wearing  day  clothing  to  help  keep  them 
warm,  as  covering  is  insufficient.  Only  a  small  gas  stove  in 
room,  and  very  little  furniture  of  any  kind.  Man  a  peddler 
trying  hard  to  make  a  living  for  large  family  of  small  children. 
Helped  them  out  with  clothing  for  woman  and  baby,  groceries 
and  two  weeks  milk  supply.  Also  sent  in  cleaner  daily,  and 
referred  man  to  a  down  town  relief  society,  which  aided  with 
cash  for  rent,  which  was  overdue.    Family  more  than  grateful. 

No.  —  Grand  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  longshoreman, 
out  of  work  for  months  on  account  of  shipping  conditions. 
Everything  available  pawned  or  sold  to  pay  rent  of  one  room, 
and  family  threatened  with  eviction.  Baby  wrapped  in  old 
black  shawl,  and  woman  in  old  calico  wrapper,  covered  with 
a  dirty  piece  of  carpet.  Patient  said  she  had  been  obliged 
to  work  at  cleaning  offices  until  day  before  confinement,  and 
had  no  time  or  money  with  which  to  prepare  for  illness.  Fur- 
nished her  with  all  necessary  clothing  for  herself,  bed  and  baby, 
and  by  sending  food  and  milk,  kept  woman  in  bed  four  days. 
Also  sent  man  to  wood  yard  in  East  28th  Street,  where  he  could 
earn  50  cents  daily. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Second  child.  Family  living 
in  two  miserable  rooms,  for  which  United  Hebrew  Charities 
pay  rent.  Woman  partially  blind,  and  man  in  sanitarium 
suffering  from  consumption.  Gave  patient  necessary  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Also,  provided 
milk  and  nourishing  food  and  referred  case  to  down  town 
relief  society,  which  gave  $5.00  in  cash,  and  additional  clothing. 
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Woman  will  place  children  in  day  nursery,  and  work  in  tailor 
shop  when  well. 

No.  —  West  11th  Street  —  Eleventh  living  child,  only 
one  of  whom  is  able  to  work.  He  earns  three  and  one-half 
dollars  weekly.  Man  an  intemperate  longshoreman,  has  very 
little  work  and  family  is  desperately  poor.  Two  families, 
a  total  of  sixteen  persons  living  in  two  rooms.  Both  women 
work  at  office  cleaning  when  patient  is  well  and  refused  to 
have  case  referred  to  Charity  Organization  Society,  as  they 
feared  "Gerry  Society"  would  take  away  children  from  such  a 
home.  Made  woman  as  comfortable  as  possible  under  such 
circumstances. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  miserable  rear  house  on  ground  floor.  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  a  scanty  living  for  his  large  family,  and  his  mother.  The 
old  woman  pretended  to  care  for  house,  but  positively  refused 
to  make  patient  and  baby  comfortable,  professing  ignorance 
of  such  service,  although  she  claimed  to  have  had  eleven 
children  herself.  Sent  in  cleaner  daily  for  a  few  days,  and  gave 
clothing  for  infant. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  apparently 
self-respecting,  felt  keenly  the  poverty  of  his  family,  which  is 
due  to  his  inability  to  work  at  his  trade  as  presser,  on  account 
of  failing  eyesight.  Girl  of  fourteen  years,  will  begin  to  work 
as  soon  as  she  can  get  out  papers.  Gave  clothing  for  patients 
and  sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days.  Also  sent  milk  in  for  ten 
days.  Family  known  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  which 
occasionally  aids  with  rent. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Second  child.  Young  Jewish  couple 
with  small  soda  water  store  with  one  room  back  of  it.  As 
soda  sells  for  one  cent  a  glass  in  the  Ghetto,  they  make  a 
meagre  living.  Gave  clothing  for  woman  and  baby,  and  sent 
in  cleaner  daily,  as  old  grandmother  who  lives  with  them  is 
too  feeble  and  stupid  to  care  for  patient.  Woman  found 
waiting  on  customers  on  fourth  day. 
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No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Fifth  child.  An  Italian  family. 
Man  a  maker  of  plaster  images,  now  out  of  work.  Rooms 
profusely  decorated  with  specimens  of  his  handicraft,  of  which 
he  seemed  very  proud,  and  several  of  which  h9  wished  to  pre- 
sent to  agent  as  tokens  of  his  gratitude.  Expects  to  start  out 
on  a  peddling  tour  as  soon  as  wife  recovers.  Gave  baby 
clothes  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  care  for  patient  for  a  few  days. 
Man  kept  house  very  clean. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Respectable 
Irish  family,  but  very  poor.  Man  has  just  resumed  work 
after  long  idle  period.  Woman  received  dispossess  notice 
while  in  bed,  but  as  family  could  not  be  evicted  until  she 
recovered,  man  would  have  drawn  two  weeks'  pay  by  that  time 
with  which  to  pay  rent  for  other  rooms.  Very  appreciative  of 
assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  care  of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  West  29th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Patient  a  respec- 
table colored  woman.  Man  worthless,  had  just  returned  from 
an  absence  of  some  months  giving  no  account  of  himself. 
Family  very  poor;  woman  a  laundress  having  been  unable  to 
work  for  a  few  weeks.  Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant, 
also  bed  clothing  and  sent  in  special  nourishment.  Very  thank- 
ful for  attention  of  doctors  and  auxiliary.  Expected  to  resume 
her  work  on  fifth  day. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street  —  Ninth  child.  Miserable  place, 
infested  with  fleas  and  in  all  ways  filthy.  Man  out  of  work 
and  family  dependent  on  boy  and  girl  whose  earnings  weekly 
aggregate  $4.50.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing,  and  kept  patient 
as  clean  as  possible  under  such  conditions.  Also  sent  man  to 
down  town  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  gave  bed  clothing  and 
$5.00  in  cash 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Third  child,  all  of  whom  are 
being  fed  by  bottle,  eldest  only  two  years  of  age.  Family 
very  poor,  man  having  done  no  work  in  five  months.  Man  com- 
plaining of  expense  of  feeding  babies.  Said  they  were  obliged 
to  give  child  of  two  years  weak  tea  in  the  bottle.  Remonstrated 
with  and  given  supply  of  milk  for  two  weeks.    Given  address 
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of  relief  society,  which  when  called  on,  gave  him  $5.00  in  cash 
and  clothing  for  children.  Auxiliary  also  furnished  baby 
clothes  and  care  of  cleaner  while  necessary. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street  —  Seventh  child,  oldest  a  boy  of 
thirteen  years.  Family  poor,  man  a  peddler  earning  very 
little,  and  woman  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Says  she  knows 
she  will  not  recover,  but  is  sorry  on  but  one  account;  she  fears 
she  will  not  live  long  enough  to  see  her  boy  through  college, 
as  she  is  anxious  to  have  him  become  a  physician.  Gave  her 
a  supply  of  milk,  and  sent  man  to  Sick  Relief  Society,  which 
aided  with  $5.00  cash,  and  promises  special  nourishment  for 
patient. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Seventh  child.  One  boy  working 
earning  $2.50  weekly,  and  man  earning  from  $5.00  to  $7.00. 
Couple  perfectly  satisfied  with  conditions;  in  fact,  consider 
themselves  quite  well  to  do.  Occupy  three  rooms,  and  whole 
family  sleep  on  bedsteads.  Preparations  on  cheap  scale  made 
for  naw  baby,  and  nothing  required  of  auxiliary  but  care  of 
scrub- woman  for  a  few  days,  for  which  patient  was  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street  —  Third  living  child.  Woman  thirty- 
three  years  of  age,  has  given  birth  to  ten  children.  Very  clean 
respectable  family,  living  in  two  rooms.  Man  was  formerly  a 
sewing  machine  operator,  but  became  partially  paralyzed  from 
working  overtime  in  busy  seasons.  Says  he  frequently  worked 
sixteen  hours  continuously  in  day,  thus  earning  fair  living 
wages.  Couple  now  work  together  at  home,  finishing  garments, 
which  wife  has  to  carry  to  and  from  tailor  shops.  Man  states 
they  jointly  earn  five  dollars  weekly.  Very  grateful  for  care 
and  assistance. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street  —  Twelfth  confinement;  oniy  five 
children  living.  Girl  of  fifteen  years,  housekeeper,  said  they 
needed  only  a  few  more  baby  clothes,  and  care  of  scrub- woman 
for  one  day.  Very  self-respecting  Jewish  family,  evidently 
very  poor,  but  not  inclined  to  beg.  Woman  very  weak,  admitted 
she  had  no  nourishment,  as  she  could  not  eat  the  stale  bread 
which  the  family  must  use.    Two  weeks  supply  of  milk  ordered 
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and  small  amount  of  groceries  sent  in.     Jewish  Sick  Relief 
Society  also  aided  with  food  and  $5.00  in  cash. 

No.  —  West  30th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Woman  white 
and  man  colored.  Children  all  black.  Man  out  of  employment 
for  some  time  and  place  miserably  bare  and  poor.  Very  grate- 
ful for  care  of  scrub-woman  and  clothing  furnished  for  herself 
and  infant.  Says  husband  is  kind  to  his  family,  but  that  she 
has  been  ostracized  by  people  of  her  own  color,  and  is  conse- 
quently dependent  on  strangers  in  her  emergency. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Woman  deaf  and 
dumb,  but  very  happy  over  the  fact  that  five  children  can 
hear  and  speak.  Says  man  has  been  idle  for  some  time,  and 
they  are  consequently  very  poor  just  now,  but  that  he  is  a  good 
provider  when  possible.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  given 
in  food,  clothing  and  care  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  2nd  Avenue  —  Twins,  making  a  total  of  seven 
living  children.  Oldest  a  girl  of  sixteen  years  working.  Says 
she  earns  $4.00  weekly.  This,  with  board  of  patient's  sister, 
a  working  woman,  the  whole  income  of  large  family.  Man  in 
sanitarium  suffering  from  consumption.  Family  occupying 
four  small  rooms,  for  which  they  must  pay  $15.00  rent.  The 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  assists 
with  $7.00  on  rent.  Gave  woman  two  sets  of  garments  for 
infant,  as  she  had  only  made  preparation  for  one.  Very  thank- 
ful. 

No.  —  East  31st  Street  —  First  child.  Conditions  mis- 
erable, man  having  been  idle  for  three  months.  Being  dis- 
possessed, they  moved  their  few  belongings  into  the  two  small 
dark  rooms,  occupied  by  patient's  mother,  who  is  paralyzed 
and  unable  to  help  in  any  way.  Gave  clothing  for  infant  and 
bed,  and  sant  in  cleaner  daily.  Advised  man  regarding  making 
application  for  work. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  fur  sewer, 
has  been  idle  for  some  timB,  his  trade  being  season  work.  Says 
he  managed  during  busy  period  to  save  three  month's  rent, 
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and  has  been  peddling  lemons  to  earn  food.  Claims  he  makes 
thirty  or  forty  cents  a  day,  and  on  that  they  must  live.  Very 
thankful  for  help  of  scrub- woman,  also  clothing  and  milk  supply. 

No.  —  Morton  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  in  hospital, 
suffering  from  attack  of  pleurisy,  and  two  children  sick  with 
measles.  Woman  claimed  that  if  it  were  not  for  illness  of  child- 
ren, she  could  support  family  by  days'  work.  Referred  her 
to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  for  assis- 
tance during  illness  of  family  and  gave  her  emergent  relief  in 
food,  milk  and  necessary  clothing.  Woman  up  on  third  day 
caring  for  household. 

No.  —  Hester  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  rabbi,  earns 
about  six  dollars  per  week,  from  a  class  of  boys  to  whom  he 
teaches  the  Jewish  religion.  A  son  of  nineteen  years  is  in  college 
and  the  mother  does  days'  work  when  well.  Helped  woman 
out  with  special  food  and  milk  for  herself  and  clothing  for  infant. 
Her  old  mother  cared  for  home. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Eighth  living  child,  oldest  of  whom 
is  fifteen  years.  Man  a  junk  dealer,  and  one  of  two  basement 
rooms  filled  with  a  collection  of  rubbish  which  he  was  busy 
assorting  for  the  trade.  As  there  was  but  one  bed  in  evidence 
family  evidently  sleep  on  filthy  rags  at  night.  Woman  given 
all  necessary  assistance  and  Board  of  Health  notified  of  un- 
sanitary conditions.  Learned  on  next  visit  in  neighborhood 
that  man  had  removed  his  stock  to  cellar  in  vicinity  by  order 
of  Board  of  Health. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Twins,  making  a  total  of  seven 
small  children.  Family  had  recently  been  dispossessed  and 
had  moved  into  two  small  rooms.  Woman  lying  on  boards, 
no  mattress  or  springs  on  bedstead.  Man  claimed  he  had  sold 
them  to  pay  for  moving.  Family  apparently  destitute,  man 
blaming  miserable  conditions  to  woman  who  would  have  so 
many  children.  Gave  patient  food  and  clothing  and  made  her 
as  comfortable  as  possible  with  assistance  of  kind  neighbors. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  sick  and 
unable  to  work  for  past  year.    Woman  has  supported  family

by  day's  work,  but  feels  now  that  with  infant  she  is  handicapped. 
Advised  to  have  man  sent  to  Metropolitan  Hospital  and  three 
older  children  committed  to  an  institution  temporarily.  Gave 
her  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  care  of  cleaner 
until  well. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  — -  Fourth  child.  Man  a  consumptive, 
having  been  unable  to  work  for  several  months.  Family  liv- 
ing in  damp,  dark  rooms  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house.  Effort 
made  to  induce  man  to  go  to  sanitarium  unsuccessful,  he 
absolutely  refusing  to  consider  the  idea,  saying  he  would 
rather  die  with  his  family  than  to  recover  separated  from  them. 
Gave  clothing  for  bed,  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub- 
woman to  do  all  necessary  cleaning  and  washing  which  was 
very  heavy.  Woman  having  been  absent  every  day  at  days' 
work  and  home  consequently  neglected. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  out  of  work 
attending  to  home.  Girl  of  fourteen  years,  earning  three 
dollars  per  week,  sole  support  of  large  family.  Occupying  two 
basement  rooms,  dark  and  cheerless,  but  quite  clean.  Couple 
self-respecting  and  very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and 
food  and  care  of  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Willet  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  has  a  small  green 
grocery  in  basement.  Patients  bedroom  adjoining  shop  filled 
with  decaying  vegetables  etc.  and  very  damp.  Oil  lamp  lighted 
continually  and  odor  stiflng.  Gave  food  and  clothing  for 
patient  and  sent  in  much  needed  cleaner  and  caretaker  daily. 
Reported  case  to  Board  of  Health  and  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities  for  moral  treatment. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  cabinet 
maker  on  half  time,  earning  about  $3.00  per  week.  Woman 
despondent  and  broken  in  health.  Says  she  was  married  in 
Russia  when  only  fifteen  years  of  age.  Has  borne  ten  children 
and  is  now  but  thirty  years  of  age.  Says  he  cannot  expect 
any  improvement  in  conditions  until  children  become  wage- 
earners,  as  husband's  trade  has  been  ruined  (for  him)  by  the 
introduction  of  machinery.    Man  who  is  but  forty  years  old, 
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considers  hims?lf  past  the  age  of  adopting  new  methods.  Gave 
all  auxiliary  relief  and  care  and  referred  case  to  Jewish  Relief 
Society  which  gave  $5.00  cash  and  clothing  and  shoes  for  older 
children.    Very  grateful  and  much  encouraged  by  attention. 

No.  —  Watts  Street  —  Fifth  child,  an  Irish  family,  very 
untidy,  and  apparently  intemperate.  All  living  in  one  fur- 
nished room  in  basement,  dark  and  unsanitary.  Man  a  long- 
shoreman, working  irregularly,  but  earning  fair  wages  when 
employed.  Woman  evidently  a  poor  manager.  No  preparation 
made  for  illness.  Sent  in  cleaner  daily  and  gave  necessary 
clothing  for  bed  and  patients,  also  special  nourishment  for 
woman.  Couple  advised  to  give  children  better  care,  under 
penalty  of  th3ir  commitment  by  Society  for  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children.  Promised  to  make  effort  on  woman's 
recovery. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Very  respectable 
family.  Man  a  tailor  out  of  work.  Everything  available  in 
pawn.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  care 
of  cleaner.  Referred  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  gave 
five  dollars  in  cash,  bed  clothing  and  groceries  and  promised 
to  help  man  secure  work.

CASES  RELIEVED

Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Bensel,  Agent. 


Case.  I.  A  young  woman,  married,  deserted  by  husband  for 
some  months  (baby  not  living).  It  was  found  after  confine- 
ment patient  had  trouble  with  her  feet;  could  not  walk  for 
some  time,  a  pair  of  Orthopedic  shoes  were  made  to  order 
Committee  I  defraying  the  expense.  The  patient  was  most 
grateful,  and  has  been  to  the  hospital  several  times  to  show 
how  much  she  appreciated  what  had  been  done  for  her.  She 
is  now  able  to  earn  her  own  living. 

Case.  II.  The  little  boy  written  about  in  the  last  report 
could  not  be  operated  on  until  he  was  older.  He  was  fitted 
out  in  necessary  clothing  before  leaving  the  hospital.  He  was 
greatly  missed  as  he  was  beloved  by  everyone. 

Case.  III.  A  young  English  woman  when  she  married  her 
husband,  he  had  his  own  place  of  business  in  Canada  and  was 
so  unfortunate  to  lose  everything  they  owned.  He  then  came 
to  New  York  and  was  not  successful.  Left  the  city  leaving 
wife  and  infant  without  means.  A  friend  gave  her  a  room  but 
no  food,  the  latter  being  supplied  by  the  Ladies' Auxiliary 
until  friends  could  come  to  her  assistance.  A  letter  of  thanks 
was  received  which  was  forwarded  to  Chairman  of  Committee  I. 

Case.  IV.  Patient  born  in  Hungary,  could  speak  very  little 
English;  not  married.  Had  a  sister  in  Perth  Amboy  who  was 
ill  and  could  not  afford  to  send  money.     A  ticket  was  bought 
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and  patient  put  in  charge  of  conductor  of  train.     A  letter  of 
thanks  received. 

Case.  V.  A  young  Italian  girl.  The  father  of  her  child 
called  to  take  her  home  but  as  they  were  not  married  it  was 
not  allowed.  The  young  man  was  most  anxious  to  marry  the 
girl  and  she  was  kept  in  hospital  a  few  days  longer.  A  visitor 
from  another  Society  was  consulted  who  took  charge  of  the 
case  and  had  the  young  couple  married.  Baby  baptized.  As 
the  husband  was  earning  small  wages,  assistance  was  given  also 
clothes  for  infant.  An  agent  found  the  couple  very  happy 
when  visiting  them. 

Case.  VI.  Another  little  boy  who  lost  his  mother  at  birth 
was  obliged  to  be  kept  in  hospital  for  a  longer  period  than 
usual  on  account  of  his  health,  was  supplied  with  necessary 
clothing,  as  his  father  was  very  poor. 

Case.  VII.  A  very  respectable  young  married  woman  whose 
husband  had  been  out  of  employment  for  some  time,  left  wife 
saying  he  would  look  for  work  out  of  the  city.  Patient  obliged 
to  go  to  her  mother,  a  widow  only  having  what  she  could  earn. 
Clothing  for  baby  also  a  pair  of  blankets  (a  donation)  given  to 
the  mother  when  leaving  the  hospital  which  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated . 

Case.  VIII.  Patient  born  in  Europe,  single.  A  convalescent 
home  was  found  for  mother  and  baby.  A  friend  called  at 
hospital  wanting  to  take  them  to  her  home  out  of  the  city. 
When  reaching  there  the  friend's  husband  would  not  allow 
patient  to  remain  so  she  returned  to  hospital  without  means. 
Assistance  given,  another  home  found  where  she  was  employed, 
making  her  very  happy  to  be  able  to  support  her  little  boy  of 
whom  she  was  most  fond,  she  said  she  never  could  be  thankful 
enough  for  what  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  did  for  her. 

Case.  IX.  Patient  married  born  in  the  South.  Had  two 
children,  the  oldest  three  and  a  half  years  of  age.  Husband 
out  of  employment,  could  not  be  depended  on.  When  working 
wife  had  been  obliged  to  leave  him.     The  baby  lived   a    few 
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days.  Patient  refined  and  anxious  to  support  her  child.  Had  a 
position  as  housekeeper  offered  to  her  out  of  the  city.  Being 
without  means  assistance  was  given.  A  letter  of  appreciation 
received  and  sent  to  the  chairman  of  Committee  I. 

Case  X.  Patient  a  very  nice  married  woman,  had  two 
children.  Mother  obliged  to  remain  in  hospital  for  some 
months.  Husband  had  been  out  of  employment.  Extra 
clothing  given,  also  groceries.  A  letter  of  appreciation  was 
received.

Auxiliary  in  caring  for  our  patients  before  and  after  confine- 
ment.

During  the  summer  plants  and  umbrellas  for  the  roof  gardens 
given. 

An  unusual  number  of  abdominal  supporters  given  to  pa- 
tients; also  elastic  stockings  showing  how  many  have  been 
benefited  who  otherwise  would  have  to  suffer  for  the  need  of 
these  appliances.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 
Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  aslyum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared,  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  mannner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
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may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or 
conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judgment 
which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may 
hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession 
shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same 
respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  subscrib- 
ers; that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David 
M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall 
be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;    that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
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thousand  and  eight  hundred,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  major- 
ity of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  election 
of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house  pupils,  matron,  stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April, 
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shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  number  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted;  That  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  J>68,  Laws  of  1897. 
An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York." 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers, and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17;  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws 
of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
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such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  gover- 
nors, to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors 
from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  Xo  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  ma}'  be  vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President.  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the  office 
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of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies  occurring 
in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A   Law   Committee,    to   consist   of   three   Governors. 
5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society.

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
vestment without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  ob- 
tained by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Bock  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are 
to  examine  all  such  tills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running 
expenses  during  the  following  month. 
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3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital  and 
to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  These  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the 
Medical  Directors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  they  shall  organize  as  such  by  the 
appointment  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years j3r 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
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tated  to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital ;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Directors  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
visory board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons 
that  may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  education  and  medical  work 
of  the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  tha  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tions of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 
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9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Directors,  surgeons,  officer,  nurse  or  ser- 
vant of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or 
on  behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 
Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws 
affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical 
or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one 
life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  dur- 
ing one  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of 
the  Society  for  its  one  hundred  and  eighteenth  year. 

The  annexed  Medical  Report,  with  accompanying  statistics, 
will  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
by  the  Society  during  the  past  year. 

An  examination  of  the  donations  received  during  the  past 
year  shows  a  falling  off  from  the  previous  year.  In  view  of  the 
increased  cost  of  everything  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the 
Hospital,  and  the  many  repairs  necessary  to  the  Hospital 
Building  and  equipment,  it  is  absolutely  imperative  that  the 
friends  of  the  institution  and  the  public  come  to  its  assistance. 
Efforts  have  been  made  by  sending  out  personal  letters  and  by 
appeals  to  bring  the  work  of  this  Hospital  before  a  large  number 
of  people. 

During  the  past  year,  as  hitherto,  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan, 
by  his  most  generous  support,  has  made  it  possible  for  the 
Board  of  Governors  to  meet  the  annual  cost  of  running  the 
Hospital.  The  Board,  however,  looks  with  confidence  to  ever 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  spirited  citizens  of 
New  York,  and  trusts  that  they  will  rally  to  the  support  of 
this  work;  and  by  annual  subscriptions  and  gifts,  or  by  bene- 
factions through  their  wills,  make  it  possible  to  support  the 
Hospital  without  leaning  so  heavily,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
the  past,  upon  Mr.  Morgan. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  extremely  helpful,  and  the 
interest  of  its  members  has  done  much  to  enable  the  Hospital 
to  accomplish  its  work.  A  full  account  of  its  work  is  made  a 
part  of  this  report. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  gladly  extended 
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to  all  of  those,  who,  by  their  gifts  of  money,  or  by  donations 
of  clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  books,  magazines,  etc.,  helped  in  the 
Hospital's  work.  The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appre- 
ciation to  Mr.  Henry  Clay  Frick  who  has  given  five  thousand 
dollars  to  endow  a  bed  in  perpetuity.  The  Board  wishes  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  this  form  of  assisting  the  work  of 
the  institution. 

The  record  of  the  Society  in  its  Outdoor  Department  during 
the  past  year  has  been  extremely  good,  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  feels  much  pleased  that  this  large  volume  of  work 
has  been  so  successfully  and  satisfactorily  handled. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  may  desire  to  visit  the  Hospital 
in  order  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  details  of  its  work,  or 
who  would  like  to  examine  the  manner  in  which  the  Hospital 
is  being  conducted,  will  be  gladly  received,  and  full  details 
will  be  given  upon  application  being  made  to  the  Superinten- 
dent at  the  Hospital  Building.

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


The  beneficial  objects  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital are  the  relief  and  care  of  destitute  women  unable  to  pro- 
cure necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period 
of  their  confinement.  As  it  has  been  found  that  a  great  many 
other  women  would  benefit  from  proper  hospital  care  which 
could  not  be  included  in  the  destitute  class  provision  is  made 
for  all  self-respecting  women  to  partake  of  the  advantages  of 
the  Hospital  as  patients  by  the  payment  of  whatever  fee  they 
can  afford.  This  scheme  has  been  adopted  with  very  beneficial 
results,  both  as  regards  the  Hospital  and  the  patients.  In 
addition  to  the  philanthropic  objects  the  Hospital  has  also 
continued  to  serve  as  a  centre  for  the  teaching  of  practical 
obstetrics  to  both  graduate  and  under-graduate  students  as 
well  as  trained  nurses. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  confined  6266  women 
of  which  3052  were  in  the  Outdoor  Department  and  3214  in 
the  Indoor  Department.  This  total  number  constitutes  over 
ten  per  cent  of  all  the  cases  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  during  the  year  1916. 
As  many  of  these  cases  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health 
as  having  been  confined  by  midwives,  the  number  confined  by 
the  staff  of  this  Hospital  would  probably  also  have  been  taken 
care  of  in  large  part  in  this  manner  unless  such  hospital  facili- 
ties were  provided.  We  continue  in  the  belief  that  the  deplor- 
able features  of  poor  midwife  practice  will  in  time  be  overcome 
by  the  growth  of  this  and  similar  institutions.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  delivered  is  less  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  which  must  be  accounted  for  to  some  ex- 
tent by  the  diminished  immigration  which  results  from  the 
presence  of  the  war  in  Europe.     Whether  the  greater  pros- 
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perity  among  the  working  class  has  had  anything  to  do  with 
their  failure  to  resort  to  hospital  care  is  a  question  that  would 
be  difficult  to  answer.  There  are  undoubtedly,  however,  a 
great  many  women  in  the  district  served  by  the  Hospital  who 
are  unacquainted  with  the  advantages  offered  by  the  same  and 
it  is  hoped  that  such  an  extension  of  clinical  facilities  as  were 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report  of  the  Medical  Board  will  be 
developed  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  a  large  institution  where 
a  great  many  patients  must  be  cared  for  with  a  minimum  ex- 
penditure of  time  that  many  women  are  necessarily  discharged 
before  the  possibility  of  the  various  complications  of  labor  have 
been  eliminated.  In  order  to  provide  for  proper  post  partum 
care  the  gynecological  class  was  established  several  years  ago 
to  which  all  patients  are  referred  for  the  treatment  of  any  com- 
plications that  may  develop  subsequent  to  the  birth  of  the  child. 
These  classes  are  held  on  four  days  of  the  week  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  attending  surgeons  and  have  been  well  patron- 
ized. In  addition  to  this  feature  of  post  partum  work,  atten- 
tion may  also  be  called  to  the  inauguration  by  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  of  a  follow-up  system  by  means  of  graduate  nurses, 
who,  through  the  medium  of  direct  visits  to  patients  in  the 
Outdoor  Department  before  their  discharge  from  the  service, 
are  able  to  advise  and  direct  these  women  in  the  care  of  them- 
selves and  their  babies. 

The  Hospital  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
for  the  efficient  support  extended  by  this  medium,  full  summary 
of  which  is  incorporated  in  this  report.  This  feature  consti- 
tutes one  of  the  more  modern  developments  of  hospital  work 
that  serve  to  bring  institutions  in  the  closest  possible  relation 
with  their  clientele  and  aids  in  making  them  an  essential  part 
of  the  social  fabric. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  continued  its  good  work  during 
the  past  year  in  rendering  assistance  to  the  patients  in  their 
homes,  providing  them  when  necessary  with  food,  clothing  and 
fuel. 

The  Endowment  Fund  for  the  study  of  puerperal  fever  so 
generously  provided  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley  Jenkins  has  con- 
tinued to  furnish  resources  for  this  important  work. 
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The  Pathological  laboratory  has  been  conducted  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  maintain  a  close  relation  with  the  clinical  depart- 
ments of  the  Hospital.  A  considerable  number  of  very  val- 
uable contributions  have  emanated  from  this  department  during 
the  past  year. 

The  "Bulletin"  has  continued  its  publication  and  is  now  in 
its  10th  volume,  having  maintained  for  itself  the  favorable 
reception  accorded  to  the  early  numbers. 

The  Babies'  Class  has  continued  to  minister  to  infants  of 
less  than  two  years  of  age  whose  mothers  have  been  confined 
by  the  Hospital  service.  The  work  of  the  visiting  nurse  has 
continued  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  physicians  in  charge 
of  the  Babies'  Class.  The  influence  of  this  particular  feature 
of  the  Hospital  work  in  combating  the  high  mortality  among 
young  infants  must  be  regarded  as  an  important  one  and  de- 
serving of  special  commendation. 

The  various  members  of  the  Attending  Staff  of  Surgeons  have 
held  series  of  public  clinics  for  visiting  physicians  which  are 
of  great  value  as  sources  of  instruction  in  practical  obstetrics. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1915-1916. 


Relief  Work. 


In  the  year  October  1,  1915  to  September  30,  1916,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,445  cases. 
The  number  of  births  was  6,337.  The  number  of  births  in 
the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the 
Health  Department,  was  61,661,  the  Society  thus  caring  for 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  in  the 
borough. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,101.  In  the 
Out-Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,701 
the  number  treated  3,428,  the  number  of  confinements  3,052. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  4,400 
the  number  received  4,017  and  the  number  of  confinements 
3,214.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital  578 
cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the 
full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by 
the  following  table:

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports   150  members.     Its  agents 
made  21,555  visits,  distributed  20,123  garments,  and  aided 
3,475  families  with  food  or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 
The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Sub-station  has  been  $224,961.38  including  the 
Private  Pavilion  ($34,770.24),  as  stated  in  the   itemized  state- 
ment of  expenses,  an  increase  of  $32,389.20.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 
Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared,  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
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may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York/'  shall  be  in  law- 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or 
conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judgment 
which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may 
hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession 
shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns, 
the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the 
same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  subscrib- 
ers; that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David 
M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall 
be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one

thousand  and  eight  hundred,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the 
majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of 
which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  election 
of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house  pupils,  matron,  stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April, 
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shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their  number  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  J+68,  Laics  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York."  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers 
as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17, 1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws 
of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
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such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  gover- 
nors, to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors 
from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF    THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  NEW  YORK 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not 
less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless 
he  snail  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at 
least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed 
by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropria- 
tion or  disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society, 
except  for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of 
not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum, 
of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the 
following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  can- 
didates who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the  office  of 
Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies  occurring 
in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 
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5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage 
held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust 
Company  to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized 
to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to 
give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability, 
the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by 
him  received  and  expended. 

4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 

directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of 

the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any 
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investment  without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee. 
They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such 
other  powers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon 
them  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are 
to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the  total 
amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  ex- 
penses during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must 
be  laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 
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4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money 
or  clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty 
or  circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such 
other  powers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them 
by  the  Board  of  Governors. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or'  a  majority  of  them  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the  educa- 
tional and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them 
shall  elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution 
shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any 
patient  in  the  Wards  or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  fol- 
lows: By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  per- 
petuity; by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for 
one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for 
one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights, 
in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment, 
as  the  Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 
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CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors, 
but  cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting; 
when  the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the 
Governors  shall  approve  thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  II. 

Committee  II  reported  as  follows: 

The  out-patient  work  of  the  Ladies'Auxiliary,  which  is  in 
the  care  of  Committee  II  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  during 
the  past  year.  Our  agent  has  a  list  sent  her  each  morning 
by  the  hospital,  of  all  babies  born  in  their  homes  in  the  past 
twenty-four  hours. 

We  have  cared  for  3,475  new  babies  and  their  mothers 
during  the  year.  The  four  cleaning  women  in  our  employ 
are  sent  to  these  homes  daily  with  sheets,  baby  clothes  and 
cleaning  material.  They  make  the  mother  as  comfortable 
and  clean  as  possible,  give  the  room  a  thorough  cleaning,  and 
often  cook  the  dinner  for  the  rest  of  the  family.  They  visit 
each  case  daily  until  the  mother  is  up,  doing  all  they  can  to 
help  the  household.  Our  agent  goes  once  to  every  case,  and 
more  often  if  she  thinks  necessary.  She  has  had  a  very  small 
monthly  allowance  during  the  past  year  for  emergency  relief, 
and  has  found  it  almost  a  necessity,  for  many  times  a  bottle 
of  milk  and  loaf  of  bread  from  the  corner  grocer  has  meant 
more  than  any  amount  of  help  in  the  future. 

Twenty  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  visits 
have  been  made,  and  14,357  garments  have  been  given  out. 
We  have  expended  $2,960.97.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  III. 

Committee  III  reported  as  follows: 

During  the  year  from  February  23,  1915,  to  February  22, 
1916,  this  Committee — which  consists  of  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton, 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Townsend  Lawrence,  Vice-Chairman— 
has  cut  out  from  material  purchased  by  itself,  and  had  made 
by  various  benevolent  and  industrial  societies,  13,806  garments. 
Two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  these  were 
distributed  through  Committee  I  to  patients  leaving  the  hos- 
pital, and  11,631  through  Committee  II  among  the  out-patients. 
In  addition  it  has  supplied  3,493  unsewed  garments,  such  as 
baby  bands,  binders,  diapers,  etc.  It  has  also  had  cut  out 
from  the  material  supplied  by  the  hospital,  for  use  in  the  wards, 
3,493  garments. 

The  total  expense  for  material  has  been  $699.48  which,  as 
the  appropriation  is  $800,  leaves  a  balance  of  about  $100. 

There  are  now  on  our  shelves,  garments  ready  for  distri- 
bution, 1,554;  cut  out  and  ready  to  be  sent  to  be  made  1,074; 
and  29  pieces  of  material.  The  garments  are  made  by  the 
following  societies:

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REPORT  OF  BABIES'  CLASS. 

From  October  1,  1914,  to  September  30,  1915,  a  great  deal 
of  interesting  work  was  done  in  the  Babies'  Class.  The 
visiting  nurse,  whom  you  so  kindly  supply,  made  1,339  visits 
in  the  homes  of  the  tenement-house  babies  which  are  scattered 
all  over  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx.  This  number  is  consider- 
ably in  advance  of  the  number  of  calls  she  made  the  previous 
year. 

The  nurse  has  done  an  inestimable  amount  of  good  by  giving 
the  mothers  the  personal  object  lessons  they  need  in  the  home 
care  of  their  babies.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  we  can  really 
reach  an  ignorant  mother.  Instructions  given  by  a  doctor 
in  a  crowded  dispensary  service  very  often  make  little 
or  no  impression  on  the  mother,  but  as  soon  as  she  actually 
sees  the  treatment  supplied  in  the  right  and  simple  way  in 
her  own  home,  she  is  then  able  to  understand  what  she  is 
expected  to  do  for  her  child,  and  is  most  anxious  and  eager 
to  do  what  is  right,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases. 

The  special  fund  allowed  us  for  aid  in  the  homes  of  the 
babies  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  We  have  used  it  for 
the  following  purposes: 

Milk  for  the  babies  where  special  top  milk  formulas  had 
to  be  given. 

Cereals,  as  barley  and  oat  flour,  when  the  parents  were  too 
poor  to  buy  these. 

Dextri-maltose  and  milk  sugar,  needed  in  modifying  the 
milk  for  the  very  poor  babies. 

Cooking  utensils  for  the  preparation  of  the  babies'  food  in 
the  homes.  Many  times  the  pots  and  pans  used  by  the  family 
are  entirely  unfit  for  the  preparation  of  the  babies'  food. 

Little  cotton  suits  for  the  premature  babies. 

Abdominal  bands  for  very  poor  babies. 

Lime  water. 

C  reamed  ippers.

Mustard  for  use  in  making  mustard  plasters. 

Cheap  tea  kettles  for  use  in  giving  inhalations  for  croup 
and  bronchitis. 

Coal  and  wood  in  emergency  cases,  while  waiting  for  the 
proper  society  to  investigate  the  cases. 

Carfares  for  mothers  who  are  too  poor  to  attend  the  clinics 
as  often  as  is  necessary. 

Special  medicine  for  babies,  when  it  is  really  needed  and 
cannot  be  obtained  from  our  druggist. 

Also  numerous  other  small  articles  in  emergencies  for 
special  cases  in  great  need. 

Having  this  fund  for  immediate  use  in  relieving  great  want, 
is  one  of  the  most  helpful  things  connected  with  our  work. 
In  a  great  many  cases  we  feel  it  has  been  the  actual  means 
of  saving  a  life.  The  nurse  always  uses  it  with  discretion  and 
the  gratitude  of  the  families  helped  is  often  very  touching. 

During  the  past  summer  we  sent  54  mothers  with  their  babies 
to  the  country  or  seashore  and  directed  many  more  to  apply 
to  various  charities  sending  mothers  and  babies  away.  We 
also  gave  out  ice  tickets  and  tickets  for  day  trips  on  the  boats 
devoted  to  such  service. 

One  of  our  most  grateful  mothers  is  a  Cuban  woman  who 
has  been  coming  to  the  class  for  a  year  and  a  half  with  a  very 
delicate  little  baby  who  has  heart  disease.  We  almost  de- 
spaired of  saving  this  child  for  many  months,  but  she  has  grad- 
ually grown  stronger,  and  now  at  the  age  of  18  months  is 
almost  like  any  normal  baby.  A  new  baby  has  just  arrived  in 
this  family,  and,  as  the  father  has  been  very  ill  for  some  time, 
we  have  had  to  help  them  considerably,  using  our  special 
fund  for  this  purpose. 

Another  interesting  family  is  that  of  a  tiny  Hebrew  baby. 
The  baby  is  premature — a  seven  months'  child — and  was 
very  tiny  at  birth.  The  mother  was  dangerously  ill  for  a 
long  time  and  the  wee  baby  was  cared  for  by  neighbors  and 
the  little  twelve-year-old  sister.  The  baby  had  to  be  brought 
up  on  the  bottle  and  our  nurse  made  many  calls  at  this  home. 
The  little  sister  has  always  been  greatly  interested  in  the 
preparation  of  the  ood  and  care  of  the  baby.  She  is  the 
only  one  in  this  family  who  can  speak  and  understand  English, 
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so  she  acts  as  interpreter,  and  it  is  very  remarkable  to  hear 
her  give  such  intelligent  information  about  the  baby  when 
she  is  questioned  by  the  doctors  in  the  class.  She  is  so  proud 
of  the  good  progress  being  made  by  the  baby,  and  can  hardly 
wait  to  have  him  weighed  every  week  to  see  how  much  he  has 
gained.  He  has  done  very  well  indeed  and  is  a  credit  to  the 
little  sister's  care. 

Among  our  babies  is  a  little  Japanese  girl  now  nearly  one 
year  old.  She  helped  support  the  family  by  acting  in  a 
moving  picture  play  of  "Madame  Butterfly"  for  a  film  company. 
Her  grandmother  in  Japan  is  very  anxious  to  see  her  and  has 
sent  the  father  some  money  to  bring  the  baby  to  Japan  this 
summer.  The  mother  is  an  American  woman  and  says  she 
will  not  go  to  Japan,  but  the  father  intends  to  take  the  baby 
himself  rather  than  to  dissapoint  his  old  mother.

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AN  APPEAL  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

The  Governors  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  have  kindly  per- 
mitted the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  add  a  special  appeal  to  the 
annual  report.  To  give  the  proper  care  to  the  women  con- 
fined in  their  homes,  the  auxiliary  was  obliged  to  add  three 
visiting  nurses  to  its  staff  of  workers.  These  nurses  visit 
each  case  from  3  to  4  times,  where  they  find  the  patient  is 
alone  and  receiving  no  care  from  family  or  friends,  also  they 
are  endeavoring  to  give  prenatal  instruction  and  to  teach  the 
mothers  to  make  some  preparation  for  the  child. 

The  following  is  an  example  of  the  conditions  the  nurses 
often  find:— 

L.  D .  .  .  .  West ....  was  visited  by  one  of  our  nurses  the  1st 
day  of  her  confinement,  Feb.  5th  and  found  absolutely  alone. 

Room  cold  and  dirty. 

Husband  in  the  Hospital. 

The  janitor  and  a  boy  of  11  years  occasionally  did  what 
they  could  for  her.  Our  nurse  bathed  the  patient  and  changed 
her  bed  with  clean  sheets,  which  we  provide.  Also  clothes 
for  the  baby  which  she  found  wrapped  in  a  soiled  shirt  the 
mother  being  too  poor  to  buy  any  clothing  whatsoever  for  it. 

This  case  was  given  daily  care  while  necessary. 

This  work  which  is  most  important  has  added  about  $4000 
to  the  other  expenses  of  the  auxiliary  and  owing  to  the  very 
small  sum  that  was  made  at  the  annual  Costume  Ball  on  Jan. 
11th,  we  find  ourselves  obliged  to  appeal  to  the  public  for 
some  special  contributions  to  carry  on  this  work,  which  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  welfare  and  health  of  these  mothers 
and  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of  the  Society  for 
its  one  hundred  and  nineteenth  year.  The  annexed  Medical  Report, 
and  Report  of  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  with  accompanying  statistics, 
will  give  a  clear  idea  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
Society  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  year  through  the  generous  gifts  of  Mr.  John  Pierpont 
Morgan,  and  other  friends  the  Board  of  Governors  has  been  able  to 
meet  the  increased  cost  of  running  the  Hospital.  The  increased  cost  of 
everything  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  presents  a 
problem  which  can  only  be  solved,  by  the  continued  generosity  of  the 
friends  of  the  Hospital,  the  City  Government,  and  the  public. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  gladly  extended  to  all  those, 
who  by  their  gifts  of  money  or  by  donations  of  clothes,  flowers,  fruits, 
books,  magazines  etc.  have  helped  in  the  Hospital  work. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  extended  to  the  surgeons,  doctors 
nurses  and  general  staff  for  their  services  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
institution. 

The  record  of  the  Society  both  in  its  indoor  and  outdoor  departments, 
during  the  past  year,  although  not  showing  quite  as  large  a  number  of 
cases  treated,  is  extremely  good,  and  the  Board  of  Governors  feels  much 
pleased  that  this  large  volume  of  work,  under  the  trying  conditions 
imposed  by  the  war,  has  been  so  satisfactorily  handled. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  may  desire  to  visit  the  hospital  in  order 
to  obtain  information  as  to  the  details  of  its  work  or  who  would  like  to 
examine  the  manner  in  which  the  Hospital  is  conducted  will  be  gladly 
received  and  full  details  will  be  given  upon  application  being  made  to 
the  superintendent  at  the  Hospital  building.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 

The  functions  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  in  providing  an 
institution  for  the  relief  and  care  of  women  in  pregnancy,  must  be  regarded 
as  an  important  factor  in  the  physical  welfare  of  the  community.  The 
scope  and  extent  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
7,305  women  were  taken  care  of  in  the  year  ending  September  30,  1917, 
of  which  3,250  were  entered  in  the  Out-door  Department  and  4,055  in  the 
In-door  Department.  The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year.  5,939, 
constitutes  over  9  per  cent,  of  all  cases  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  In  addition  to  the  women  con- 
fined, some  have  also  been  admitted  from  the  Gynecological  Class  con- 
ducted by  the  Hospital  for  its  patients  and  others  in  whom  complications 
developed  that  their  attendants  could  not  properly  take  care  of  in  the 
homes.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  improved  obstetrical  teach- 
ing lias  convinced  many  general  practitioners  of  the  desirability  of  sending 


their  cases  of  pregnancy  to  the  Hospital  in  the  early  stages  of  any  abnormal 
conditions  and,  in  consequence,  the  very  serious  and  often  fatal  destruc- 
tive lesions  and  infections  formerly  encountered  are  becoming  less  in 
number  year  by  year.  Notwithstanding  this  improvement  we  still  have 
admitted  to  our  wards  many  women  to  whom  hospital  care  and  attention 
should  have  been  extended  at  an  earlier  period.  The  conservation  of  the 
lives  of  mothers  and  babies  constitutes  one  of  the  important  functions 
which  a  hospital  can  fulfill  in  a  community.  An  endeavor  should  be  made 
and  kept  up  to  inform  the  profession  of  the  desirability  of  referring  their 
cases  to  an  institution  of  this  kind  as  soon  as  the  home  facilities  have 
demonstrated  that  a  successful  outcome  of  the  case  is  no  longer  possible. 

With  the  continuance  of  the  great  European  war  for  an  indefinite  period, 
the  hospitals  will  be  called  upon  to  extend  aid  to  deserving  mothers  to  a 
greater  extent  every  year.  With  the  increasing  cost  of  food  and  other 
hospital  supplies,  the  problem  of  caring  for  an  additional  number  of  pa- 
tients must  necessarily  become  an  urgent  one,  especially  as  the  staffs  of 
doctors  and  nurses  are  being  depleted  by  calls  for  active  service  in  the 
military  forces.  Thus  during  the  present  year  two  members  of  the  attend- 
ing staff  have  entered  the  medical  reserve  corps,  as  have  several  men 
among  the  house  staff.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  internes  for  the  active 
work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  an  unsettled  problem  for  several  years  and 
will  probably  become  more  acute  within  a  short  time.  But  even  with  a 
diminishing  force  and  more  limited  facilities  the  work  of  the  great  public 
hospitals  must  go  on  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  solution  will  be  found  to 
meet  the  problem.  It  will  mean  a  closer  association  between  the  hospital, 
the  public,  and  the  medical  profession,  so  that  each  may  be  mutually 
helpful  to  the  other. 

The  active  work  of  the  Hospital  may  be  divided  into  the  actual  conduct 
of  confinements  and  the  postpartum  care,  the  gynecological  classes,  where 
the  treatment  of  women  confined  by  the  hospital  staff  is  continued  when 
necessary,  the  babies'  class,  where  all  infants  born  in  this  Service  are 
cared  for  until  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  and  the  sociological 
work  conducted  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society.  The  gynecological 
classes  have  been  continued  in  charge  of  the  junior  attending  surgeons  and 
from  the  increasing  number  of  patients  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
are  sent  to  the  Hospital  for  a  variety  of  operations  for  gynecological  condi- 
tions. In  addition  to  looking  after  the  physical  welfare  of  these  patients 
it  is  necessary  to  help  them  in  other  ways  which  have  been  most  satisfac- 
torily developed  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society,  to  which  the  Hospital 
is  greatly  indebted  for  the  efficient  support  thus  extended.  This  work 
serves  to  maintain  the  personal  relations  between  the  patients  and  the 
Hospital.  During  the  year  increased  attention  has  also  been  given  to 
prenatal  observations,  and  the  patients  who  apply  for  admission  to  the 
Services  are  now  required  to  report  every  two  weeks  to  the  antepartum 
clinic  for  consultation.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  pre- 
ventable complications  of  pregnancy  may  be  avoided. 

We  find  a  great  many  instances  where  the  necessity  for  hospital  treat- 
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ment  arises  for  women  who  already  have  families  of  several  children.  Their 
presence  in  the  household,  even  if  in  bed,  has  a  moral  or  restraining  effect 
and  for  this  reason  it  is  difficult  to  take  them  away  from  their  families  for 
the  hospital  care  which  may  be  needed.  If  the  children  thus  left  at  home 
could  be  placed  in  the  care  of  a  nursery  or  creche  during  the  period  of  the 
mother's  illness  a  great  good  would  result.  The  mother  would  feel  as- 
sured that  proper  care  is  given  and  the  children  would  likewise  be  bene- 
fitted. This  problem  could,  with  advantage,  be  taken  up  for  further 
consideration. 

We  also  find  in  connection  with  the  Out-door  work  that  there  is  con- 
siderable overlapping  in  the  attendance  of  various  nursing  associations 
and  that  very  often  a  half-dozen  attendants  from  different  organizations 
may  visit  the  same  family.  This  same  defect  has  lately  been  brought  out 
in  a  report  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  who  finds  a  great  deal  of 
wasted  energy  as  the  result  of  these  varied  activities.  The  out-door 
nurses  who  have  been  specially  provided  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for 
visits  to  the  tenements  have  filled  a  long  desired  want  but  it  would  be 
most  desirable  if  all  our  patients  could  be  kept  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  hospital  for  the  time  they  are  under  our  care  without  the 
ministrations  of  other  nursing  organizations. 

The  pathological  department  has  continued  its  close  association  with 
the  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital  and  efficient  service  has  been  rendered  by 
the  pathologist  and  his  assistants.  This  work  includes  not  only  the 
routine  examinations  that  are  necessary  in  every  modern  hospital  service 
but  provides  material  for  further  original  work  and  research.  For  the 
latter  the  endowment  so  generously  provided  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley 
Jenkins  for  the  study  of  puerperal  fever  has  continued  to  furnish  material 
aid. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  during  the  past 
year.  All  the  contributions  to  medical  literature  by  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Hospital  are  included  in  its  pages  as  well  as  original  articles  and 
reports  that  have  not  appeared  elsewhere.  This  publication  is  of  great 
assistance  in  presenting  the  scientific  activities  of  the  Hospital  to  the 
medical  profession  and  thus  serves  a  most  useful  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  a  total  of  167  graduate,  and  undergraduate  stu- 
dents have  received  training  in  practical  obstetrics  in  the  wards  and  the 
Out-door  Department,  and  in  addition  33  doctors  have  been  graduated 
from  house  staff  positions  and  293  nurses  have  completed  their  course  of 
training  in  obstetrics. 

In  the  following  pages  the  statistical  details  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
are  presented  and  also  a  comparison  made  between  the  work  of  the 
present  and  preceding  years.  The  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
in  providing  the  necessary  funds  for  the  conduct  of  the  Hospital  must  be 
commended  and  should  be  accorded  full  appreciation,  especially  in  view  of 
the  demands  made  upon  such  generosity  by  the  critical  needs  of  the  day. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  1916-1917. 

Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1916  to  September  30,  1917,  the  Society,  in  the 
two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,305  cases.  The  number  of  births 
in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health 
Department,  was  61,679,  of  which  40,382  were  reported  by  physicians 
and  21,297  by  midwives.  The  Society  cared  for  over  9%  of  the  entire 
number  of  confinements  in  the  borough,  and  more  than  14%  of  those 
treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,708.  In  the  Out-door 
Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,377,  the  number  treated 
3,250,  the  number  of  confinements  2,753.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  4,331,  the  number  received  treatment  4,055, 
and  the  number  of  confinements  3,186.  The  ambulance  service  brought 
to  the  hospital  481  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked 
to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the 
following  table:

The  Medical  Department  has  given  instruction  to  87  undergraduate  and 
80  graduate  students.     A  three  months  course  has  been  given  293  nurses. 

Finances 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Department  and 
the  Sub-station  has  been  $253,280.01,  including  the  Private  Pavilion 
($43,565.06),  as  stated  in  the  itemized  statement  of  expenses,  an  increase  of 
$28,318.63.

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Charter  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  passed  March  1 ,  1799,  chapter  xxiii.     Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and 
others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum 
for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  pro- 
cure the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  carry 
into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  therefore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  con- 
stituted and  declared,  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatso- 
ever; and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
corporation.  Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building  and 
such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mort- 
gaged to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  years.

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  eon- 
ducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said 
subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald 
Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey, 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall  be 
made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  governors;  that 
the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
of  which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governors 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
annual  elections  are- made  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen 
that  an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant 
to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted; 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron, 
stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said 
institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capital 
stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the  board, 
to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. ' 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual  elec- 
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tion  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their 
number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that 
the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective 
offices  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not  exceed- 
ing four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly 
and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

Chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York.'1''  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election 
of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  passed 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  corporation 
provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers 
are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof, 
in  such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society; 
and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect 
other  phj^sicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the  members  of  the  Society, 
thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  con- 
cerns of  said  corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated  Meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being 
duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any  person 
so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor 
of  the  Society. 

4.  Xo.  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall 
have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any  com- 
mittee of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  Annual 
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Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in 
Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  proposed 
for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary,  may, 
on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of 
satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends  on 
all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 
meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended. 
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4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  of 
the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to 
the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority  of  the 
said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer  when 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  buildings 
and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Superintendent, 
and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same.  At  their 
succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are 
duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses 
during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes  for 
the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of  peculiar 
distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Presi- 
dent, or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  ac- 
cept any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patient  in  the  Wards 
or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  maj'  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows:  By  a 
payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  payment  of 
$3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed 
may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such 
rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the 
Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted  upon 
until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted  pro- 
vided a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by-laws 
of  the  Society  are  repealed.

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COMMITTEE  I, 

The  duties  of  Committee  I  are  to  confer  with  women  about  to  be 
discharged  from  the  hospital  and  to  render  suitable  help  to  those  who 
are  without  homes  and  means. 

The  cases  are  reported  by  the  head  nurse  to  our  agent,  Mrs.  S.  J. 
Bensel,  who  visits  the  patients  in  the  wards,  and  when  they  are  ready  to 
be  discharged,  gives  such  assistance  as  is  needed. 

Homes  are  found  for  the  homeless,  those  who  are  not  strong  enough 
to  go  to  work  again  immediately,  are  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes, 
babies  are  sent  to  nurseries,  when  the  mother  is  not  able  to  care  for  them, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  she  is  obliged  to  work  during  the  day.  Rent  is 
paid,  when  it  is  considered  wise  and  necessary,  and  groceries,  coal  and 
garments  are  given  when  needed,  and  Mrs.  Bensel  visits  the  patients  in 
their  homes  until  she  feels  that  no  further  assistance  is  required. 

268  cases  have  been  reported  to  Committee  I. 

1 1  cases  have  been  referred  to  other  societies. 

12  babies  have  been  surrendered. 

22  babies  have  been  placed  at  board 

60  patients  have  been  found  homes 

777  visits  have  been  made  by  our  agent. 

Through  the  Clothing  Committee,  we  have  given  1803  sewed  garments 
and  657  unsewed  garments  to  patients  leaving  the  hospital. 

Plants  for  the  roof  garden. 

Flannel  dressing  gowns  for  use  of  patients  on  the  roof  garden  and 
additional  belts  and  elastic  stockings. 

We  have  also  donated  $50.00  to  buy  infant  shirts  for  babies  in  the 
hospital. 

We  have  expended  $185.09  and  have  on  hand  a  balance  of  $49.42. 

We  have  sent  patients  to  the  following  Convalescent  Homes:  Saint 
Andrews  Hospital,  Burke  Foundation,  Pelham  Bay,  and  St.  John's  Guild. 

We  have  referred  cases  to  the  States  Aid  Association,  Washington 
Square  Home  for  Friendless  Girls,  The  Jewish  Council  for  the  care  of 
Unmarried  Girls,  Emergency  Shelter,  St.  Barnabas  House,  Margaret 
Strachan  Home,  Salvation  Army  Home,  Slavonic  Home,  and  Heartsease 
Home. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  one  of  our  cases: 

A  verjr  respectable  Spanish  married  woman  came  to  the  hospital  to 
be  confined.  She  already  had  three  children  who  had  been  left  in  the 
care  of  some  friends.  While  she  was  in  the  hospital,  a  fire  took  place  in 
the  tenement  where  she  lived,  and  her  husband  in  trying  to  escape  fell 
through  the  fire  escape  and  broke  his  leg  in  three  places.  He  was  taken 
to  a  hospital  where  he  remained  for  over  two  months.  Our  agent  visited 
him  there,  and  reported  his  condition  to  his  wife,  as  she  was  very  anxious 
about  him,  and  she  also  went  to  see  the  older  children.  On  leaving  the 
hospital,  the  woman  returned  to  her  home,  but  she  had  no  money,  as 
her  husband  was  still  in  the  hospital.     Committee  1  paid  the  rent,  and 
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each  week,  Mrs.  Bensel  visited  her,  and  supplied  her  with  meat,  groceries 
and  clothes  for  the  baby,  until  the  husband  had  recovered  and  was  able 
to  work  again. 

They  were  very  grateful  and  sent  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Bensel.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  II, 

Committee  II  reported  through  its  chairman  as  follows: 
Committee  II  begins  its  work  for  1917  and  1918  with  the  most  earnest 
appeal  for  funds  to  help  carry  on  its  new  endeavor.  It  was  decided  last 
summer  to  add  three  trained  nurses  to  our  staff  of  workers.  Before 
that  we  employed  four  cleaning  women  and  a  special  investigator  who 
visited  every  confinement  case  reported  to  our  committee  from  the  hos- 
pital. The  home  was  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  the  family  washing  and 
cooking  done,  as  long  as  our  investigator  thought  necessary,  and  garments 
provided  for  mother  and  baby;  but  we  had  been  feeling  for  some  time 
that  it  was  necessary  for  our  Committee  to  provide  trained  nurses  in 
order  to  keep  our  work  up  to  the  high  standard  of  the  hospital,  so  in 
September  we  engaged  three  nurses,  and  after  six  months'  trial  we  feel 
that  they  are  just  as  important  a  part  of  our  out-patient  work  as  the 
workers  we  have  had  for  years.  It  means  an  additional  cost  of  S250 
a  month,  and  that  money  must  be  raised,  but  the  work  is  so  necessary  and 
important  that  we  feel  confident  that  our  freinds  will  come  forward  in 
our  hour  of  need  and  help. 

During  the  year  we  have  cared  for  2837  mothers  and  babies,  made 
15,506  visits,  given  out  9924  garments,  and  spent  $2,603.38  and  used 
S180  for  emergency  relief.  Lillje  Skiddy  Parker>

SPECIAL  OUT  DOOR  NURSING  COMMITTEE, 

I  have  been  requested  by  the  President  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  to  explain  to  you  in  a  few  words  our 
reason  for  adding  three  trained  nurses  to  our  staff  of  workers. 

Our  scrub-women,  provided  by  the  Auxiliary,  do  all  the  cooking  and 
cleaning  of  the  rooms  whenever  the  patient  is  alone  or  in  need  of  help, 
but  they  are  not  allowed  to  touch  the  mother  and  child.  Therefore, 
unless  the  patient  can  afford  paid  help — and  in  many  cases  these  women 
are  most  incompetent — the  mother  and.ehild  depend  on  us  to  wash  them, 
and  change  their  binders,  dressing,  etc.;  also  to  teach  them  to  nurse 
and  care  for  the  baby  themselves.  We  now  have  three  nurses,  visiting 
from  six  to  eight  cases  each  a  day.  We  are  most  anxious  to  develop  this 
work  so  as  to  give  pre-natal  instruction  and  advice,  as  the  mothers  are 
entirely  ignorant  how  to  prepare  for  the  coming  child.  Miss  Crawford, 
our  chief  nurse,  will  herself  tell  you  about  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  HEAD  VISITING  TRAINED   NURSE 
OF  THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY, 

The  work  of  the  visiting  nurses  of  the  Society  of  The  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital was  started  September  16,  1916.  There  are  three  of  us  and  each 
nurse  makes  on  an  average  of  six  calls  a  day.  We  always  arrive  at  the 
home  of  the  new  baby  during  the  first  twenty-four  hours.  We  take  with 
us  a  bag  containing  the  following  for  the  mother:  Sterile  pads,  sterile 
cotton  sponges  and  bichloride  tablets  for  the  solution.  For  the  baby, 
boric  wipes  for  eyes  and  mouth,  sterile  cord  dressing  and  sterile  tape 
and  vaseline.  When  we  get  to  the  house,  usually  nothing  has  been  touched 
since  delivery.  What  the  conditions  often  are  I  need  not  describe. 
The  mother  is  given  a  bath,  a  perineal  dressing  is  done,  a  binder  applied, 
the  bed  made  fresh  and  clean.  The  baby's  turn  is  next.  His  first  bath 
is  gotten  ready,  he  is  thoroughly  and  carefully  soaped  and  sponged  and 
dried.  The  cord  is  dressed  and  his  eyes  and  mouth  washed  with  boric. 
He  is  clothed  and  then  given  back  to  his  mother.  Soap  and  water 
and  clean  clothes,  need  I  tell  you,  have  accomplished  wonders  for  the 
two  of  them. 

I  perhaps  ought  to  say  here  that  in  the  destitute  families,  where  other- 
wise there  would  be  nothing  for  the  nurse  to  work  with,  the  cleaning  wo- 
men leave  a  sheet  binder  and  night  gown  for  the  mother  and  two  sets  of 
clothing  for  the  baby. 

Except  in  rare  instances  we  always  try  to  make  at  least  two  calls  at 
the  same  house.  During  our  first  visit,  so  soon  after  delivery,  the  mother 
is  in  no  fit  condition  to  be  told  or  to  observe  for  herself  what  a  trained 
hand  does  for  her  and  her  child.  She  is  weary  to  death  after  her  long 
hours  of  labor  and  her  one  desire  is  to  rest  and  be  cared  for.  So  if  our  work 
permits,  we  go  back  not  only  a  second  time  but  often  a  third  and  fourth, 
to  leach  and  impress  upon  the  whole  famibr  if  we  can  reach  them,  the 
necessity  for  personal  and  household  cleanliness,  the  proper  way  to 
bathe  the  baby,  the  importance  of  regularity  in  his  feedings  and  other 
things  that  will  make  for  better  babies  the  world  over.  The  tenement 
mother  is  often  woefully  ignorant  but  we  usually  find  her  most  eager  to 
learn.  There  was  an  Italian  case  I  had  not  long  ago.  It  was  her  first 
baby  and  a  young  married  woman  was  helping  her  out.  When  I  got 
the  baby's  bath  ready  I  saw  her,  with  the  wisest,  slyest  way  go  over  and 
test  the  temperature  of  the  water  with  her  bare  elbow.  I  said  "Where'd 
you  learn  that?"  "Oh."  she  said  in  a  proud  pleased  tone,  "a  nice  nurse 
showed  me  when  I  had  my  baby  last  year."  Little  incidents  like  this  show 
you  that  your  smallest  move  is  watched  and  criticised  and  that  a  nurse 
among  the  poor  has  an  opportunity  but  also  a  responsibility.  They  are 
just  like  children  to  mimic. 

We  have  tried  to  work  in  along  with  our  other  calls,  quite  a  few  pre- 
natal visits.  That  is,  we  go  to  the  homes  of  the  expectant  mothers  that 
have  registered  and  try  to  give  them  a  clearer  notion  of  what  to  do  for  the 
coming  baby.     We  advise   them  about  diet,  the  work  they  can  do  or 
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the  work  they  should  not  attempt,  the  clothes  the  baby  will  need,  what 
they  themselves  ought  to  have  and  what  the  doctor  will  want  when  he 
comes  for  the  delivery. 

I  have  attempted  to  tell  you  what  our  work  is  and  what  we  are  striving 
for — to  allow  the  poor  woman  to  have  her  baby  at  home  and  after  the 
doctor  has  done  his  work  to  assure  her  of  trained  intelligent  care  and 
incidentally  to  give  her  ideas  of  proper  living,  so  that  the  whole  family 
will  be  the  better  for  our  coming.  There  has  not  been  time  to  tell  you 
of  half  the  interest  of  the  work  or  of  how  vitally  it  differs  from  other  forms 
of  nursing.  It  comes  as  a  sharp  contrast  because  of  its  joyful  aspect. 
The  atmosphere  is  one  of  happiness  and  pride,  particularly  on  the  part 
of  the  men  who  stay  at  home  from  their  work  and  make  of  the  occasion 
a  festive  one.  The  Italian  fathers  are  perhaps  the  most  expressive,  which 
reminds  me  of  one  I  saw  last  Sunday.  He  had  lost  his  first  baby  twenty- 
one  months  before,  and  the  birth  of  this  eight-pound  son  was  to  him  the 
greatest  joy  imaginable.  He  and  his  whole  family,  most  of  whom  lived 
in  the  same  tenement  house,  gathered  around  while  the  infant  was  being 
washed,  making  in  all  five  people!  All  the  things  for  the  small  boy 
had  been  elaborately  prepared  and  he  hadn't  a  stitch  that  wasn't  em- 
broidered and  scented.  Xo  baby  could  have  been  more  welcome  and 
no  nurse's  services  more  appreciated.  I  left,  after  promising  an  aunt 
of  the  baby  to  return  and  see  her  next  week  when  her  baby  is  expected. 

Another  house  that  I  visited  was  a  decided  contrast,  for  it  was  not  clean 
and  practically  no  preparations  had  been  made  for  the  baby  who  was 
lying  in  a  corner  of  the  mother's  bed,  smothered  in  pillows  and  quite 
unnoticed.  By  the  time  he  had  been  bathed,  however,  a  cousin  and  a 
neighbor  had  gathered  to  watch  operations  and  were  finding  him  quite 
interesting  while  the  sturdy  Russian  father,  dressed  in  his  Sunday  best, 
sat  shyly  in  the  back  room,  watching  eagerly  through  the  doorway, 
everything  that  happened.  The  mother  whose  face  was  red  from  weep- 
ing and  who  had  seemed  resentful  of  the  pain  the  baby  had  caused  her, 
was  much  cheered  and  welcomed  him  back  beside  her  with  a  smile  of 
pleasure. 

We  hope  in  our  work  we  will  continue  to  be  welcome  and  become 
more  and  more  useful.

The  Clothing  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Townsend  Lawrence, 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton,  Vice-Chairman,  submits,  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ending  February  loth,  1917. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  we  have  had  made,  from  material 
bought  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  9508  garments,  i.e.,  nightgowns  and 
wrappers  for  women,  and  shirts,  wrappers,  diapers  and  blankets  for  babies. 

Of  these,  1803  were  given  to  Committee  I  for  distribution  among  pa- 
tients leaving  the  hospital,  and  7705  were  given  to  Committee  II  for  its 
work  with  the  out-patients. 
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To  these  two  committees  we  have  also  given  2876  unsewed  garments, 
such  as  baby  bands  and  binders,  cut  from  our  own  material,  and  from 
material  supplied  by  the  hospital  we  have  cut  and  had  made  3066  garments 
for  use  in  the  wards. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  given  out  225  babies'  caps,  making 
a  total  of  15,675  garments  distributed  during  the  year. 

We  have  now  on  hand  965  finished  garments.  Owing  to  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  materials  we  have  spent  $796.64  of  our  allotted  $800.00 
leaving  us  the  very  small  balance  of  $3.36.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  DONE  IN  THE  BABIES,  CLINIC 
DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR, 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  class  were  5098.  I  made  1432  calls, 
mostly  on  feeding  cases.  Many  of  these  mothers  are  very  poor  and 
cannot  afford  to  nourish  themselves  so  that  they  will  have  enough  breast 
milk  to  satisfy  the  baby. 

Therefore,  our  doctor  sends  me  to  teach  them  how  to  prepare  formula 
and  also  to  impress  upon  the  mother  to  feed  the  baby  regularly,  because 
a  great  many  of  these  mothers  think  it  is  necessary  to  feed  the  baby 
every  time  it  cries.  I  instruct  them  how  to  take  care  of  bottles  and 
nipples,  as  many  times  the  nipple  has  too  large  a  hole  which  has  been 
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made  with  a  safety  pin  or  hair  pin.  This  causes  the  baby  to  vomit  and 
also  gives  indigestion  many  times  as  the  baby  is  getting  food  too  fast. 
I  show  the  mother  how  to  make  proper  size  hole  in  the  nipple  by  burning 
a  needle.  We  put  these  babies  on  a  food  which  has  been  found  success- 
ful. We  have  been  enabled  to  buy  this  direct  from  the  manufacturer 
at  a  greatly  reduced  rate  through  the  kindness  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
Relief  Fund,  which  we  receive  every  month.  In  turn,  we  sell  it  to  the 
mother  at  a  very  reasonable  price  but  sometimes  we  give  it  free  as  the 
necessity  demands.  The  mothers  of  these  babies  are  told  to  bring  them 
to  class  once  a  week  to  be  weighed  and  have  formula  increased  by  the 
doctor.  The  mothers  are  very  anxious  to  have  their  babies  weighed, 
and  it  makes  them  very  happy  when  they  know  that  they  have  gained. 
It  also  pleases  the  doctor  and  myself,  for  then  we  know  that  the  child 
is  improving.  We  also  teach  them  how  to  give  the  baby  a  tub  bath, 
how  to  dress  it  in  winter  and  summer,  and  what  bands  to  use,  for,  after 
two  or  three  months,  they  should  use  a  band  to  cover  the  abdomen  and 
keep  it  warm  in  summer  which  is  very  necessary  in  cases  of  diarrhoea. 

Our  premature  babies  are  very  interesting.  I  have  taken  care  of 
sixteen  in  the  last  year.  One  weighed  two  pounds,  fifteen  ounces,  and  was 
two  weeks  old  when  brought  to  the  class,  the  others  not  weighing  over 
three  and  one  half  pounds.  I  instruct  their  mothers  how  to  give  a  hot 
oil  rub,  as  they  are  too  small  and  delicate  to  be  given  baths.  Also  how 
to  keep  them  warm  which  is  very  important  in  these  tiny  little  babies. 
Very  often  we  have  to  feed  with  a  medicine  dropper  as  they  have  not 
enough  strength  to  nurse  or  take  a  nipple  at  the  beginning,  but  it  is 
wonderful  how  these  little  babies  do  grow  with  the  little  teaching  I  give 
and  also  the  good  care  which  the  mother  gives. 

In  summer,  through  the  Charity  Organization  Society,  I  send  a  great 
many  mothers  and  babies  to  the  country.  However,  last  summer  I 
did  not  send  as  many  as  usual,  being  prevented  by  the  epidemic  of 
Infantile  Paralysis.  I  visited  the  homes  of  these  mothers  and  babies 
and  taught  them  how  to  keep  clean,  also  how  to  give  the  baby  fresh  air 
in  the  rooms,  as  these  poor  mothers  were  afraid  to  take  their  babies  on 
the  streets  or  in  the  parks.  I  bought  fly  paper,  mosquito  netting,  and  also 
gave  free  Ice  Books  which  the  Child's  Welfare  send  me  every  year. 

At  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  time  I  receive  dinners  to  give  worthy 
mothers  through  the  courtesy  of  the  same  Society  and  a  physician  con- 
nected with  this  Hospital. 

I  do  not  want  to  take  up  any  more  time  by  telling  you  of  the  many 
things  I  am  sent  to  do  by  our  doctors  for  the  poor  little  sick  babies. 
It  is  such  a  pleasure  to  make  them  comfortable  and  help  them  for  they 
cannot  help  themselves. 

As  our  Lord  said,  "Inasmuch  as  you  do  for  these  little  ones,  you  do 
unto  Me."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of  the  Society  for  its  one 
hundred  and  twentieth  year.  This  report,  however,  covers  the  period  of 
fifteen  months  from  October  1,  1917,  to  December  31,  1918,  owing  to  a 
change  in  the  date  of  closing  the  fiscal  3/ear  of  the  Society  from  September 
30  to  December  31. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  subjoined  Medical  Report  and  the  Report  of 
The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  period 
above  mentioned. 

The  friends  of  the  Society  and  the  public  at  large  are  reminded  that  the 
Hospital  is  not  an  endowed  institution,  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  very 
largely  dependent  upon  the  contributions  of  those  interested  in  its  welfare 
for  the  payment  of  its  current  expenses,  greatly  increased  as  these  expenses 
are  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  ail  necessary  supplies  and  labor.  A 
glance  at  the  list  of  donations  will  show  that,  aside  from  the  very  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan  and  the  substantial  gifts  of  three  oth(  r 
friends,  the  public  contributions  towards  the  work  of  the  Society  during 
the  fifteen  months  amounted  to  somewhat  less  than  $12,500.  The 
Board  of  Governors  deeply  appreciates  the  generosity  and  interest  of 
those  who  have  contributed,  but  it  feels  that  the  burden  of  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Hospital,  so  important  to  the  women  and  children  of 
New  York,  should  be  more  widely  and  more  fairly  distributed.  The 
Board  earnestly  hopes  that  public-spirited  citizens  of  New  York,  having 
in  mind  the  necessity  and  the  immense  value  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Hospital,  will  be  thereby  induced  to  make  substantial  contributions, 
either  during  their  lives  or  by  their  wills,  towards  an  endowment  fund,  in 
order  .that  this  great  work  may  not  continue  practically  dependent  upon 
the  generosity  and  the  life  of  one  loyal  patron. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  may  desire  to  visit  the  Hospital,  in  order 
to  obtain  information  as  to  the  details  of  our  work  or  to  examine  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  Hospital  is  conducted,  will  be  warmly  welcomed,  and  full 
details  will  be  given  upon  application  to  the  Superintendent  at  the 
Hospital  building. 

The  Board  desires  here  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  work  of  The 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  Hospital  in  many 
ways,  proving  itself  an  auxiliary  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  due  to  those  kind  friends, 
who,  by  donations  of  money,  clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  books, magazines, etc., 
have  done  so  much  to  help  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  to  cheer  and 
comfort  those  committed  to  its  care. 

The  Board  wishes  also  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and 
efficient  services  of  the  surgeons,  doctors,  nurses  and  general  staff  at  all 
times  and  particularly  during  the  trying  period  of  the  war. 

The  record  of  the  Hospital,  during  the  past  fifteen  months,  in  both  its 
Indoor  and  Outdoor  Departments,  has  been  remarkably  good  and  while, 


as  noted  in  the  subjoined  Medical  Report,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the 
requisite  number  of  nurses  has  necessitated  a  limit  upon  admissions,  it  is 
hoped  that  some  way  may  be  found  to  meet  this  situation. 

The  Board  of  Governors  records,  with  very  deep  regret,  the  death  on 
June  23,  1918,  of  Dr.  William  M.  Polk,  for  over  twenty-five  years  Consult- 
ing Surgeon  of  the  Hospital.  His  profound  knowledge,  experience  and 
good  judgment,  together  with  his  loyal  interest  in  and  service  to  the 
Hospital,  contributed  largely  towards  raising  the  institution  to  its  present 
position,  and  the  loss  of  this  good  friend  will  be  deeply  felt.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 

The  present  marks  the  completion  of  the  120th  year  of  continuous 
service  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  in  its  special  field  to  the  public  of  Xew 
York  City  and  a  retrospect  of  this  service  consitutes  an  enviable  record  of 
good  work  which  has  benefitted  not  only  its  immediate  patients  but  the 
many  physicians  and  nurses  who  have  secured  their  practical  training  in 
obstetrics  by  this  means.  The  long  continued  existence  of  a  practical 
and  successful  teaching  institution  has  also  served  to  call  attention  to 
the  needs  of  this  branch  and  in  consequence  has  acted  as  a  stimulus  to  the 
establishment  of  other  maternity  hospitals,  either  as  independent  institu- 
tions, or  additions  to  general  hospitals  and  medical  schools.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  conditions  noted  has  affected  our  hospital  both  directly  and 
indirectly; — directly  by  interposing  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
quota  of  internes  and  pupil  nurses  and  indirectly  by  increasing  the 
number  of  applications  for  hospital  care  because  of  the  modern  tendency 
for  women  to  be  confined  in  hospitals,  particularly  in  their  first  pregnancy. 
The  hospital  was  unfortunately  compelled  to  limit  its  admissions  during 
recent  months  because  of  the  constantly  diminishing  size  of  our  nursing 
staff.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  several  training  schools  which  have 
sent  us  their  pupil  nurses  have  opened  maternity  services  or  have  allied 
themselves  with  such  institutions  opened  in  their  more  immediate  vicinity. 
A  very  serious  condition  confronts  us  in  this  respect  and  demands  careful 
study  for  its  solution.  Whether  a  satisfactory  substitute  for  the  pupil 
nm-.se,  as  we  now  understand  the  term,  can  be  found  in  the  so-called 
"nurses'  aids"  remains  to  be  seen.  Unless  an  adequate  supply  of  nurses 
can  be  secured,  the  work  of  the  institution  will  be  greatly  hampered. 

Owing  to  the  more  intensive  training  prevalent  in  the  medical  colleges 
during  the  period  of  the  war,  the  number  of  undergraduate  students  was 
considerably  diminished.  The  graduate  students  were  likewise  reduced 
in  number,  but  with  the  demobilization  and  return  home  of  the  many 
doctors  in  army  service,  their  desire  to  brush  up  in  various  subjects  before 
re-entering  active  practice,  will  undoubtedly  bring  an  increased  number 
to  the  hospital  during  the  coming  year.     Moreover  with  the  elimination 
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for  some  time  to  come  of  the  opportunities  for  postgraduate  study  abroad, 
an  unusual  opportunity  presents  itself  to  American  institutions. 

The  medical  work  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  may  be  summarized  in  the 
statement  that  during  the  15  months  ending  December  31,  1918,7896 
women  were  accepted  as  patients;  4921  in  the  indoor,  and  2975  in  the 
out  door  department.  The  total  number  of  confinements  during  this 
period  was  6719,  or  about  9  per  cent  of  the  total  number  in  Manhattan 
Borough.  1177  general  cases  were  admitted,  including  those  treated  for 
sterility  or  various  complicating  lesions  developing  in  patients  who  had 
been  previously  cared  for  by  this  Hospital.  These  cases  are  largely 
admitted  from  the  gynecological  class,  which  has  been  organized  for  this 
purpose  and  is  open  four  afternoons  of  each  week. 

As  the  Hospital  stands  ready  to  serve  the  outside  practitioner  in  every 
emergency,  a  great  many  serious,  often  moribund,  cases  are  necessarily 
admitted,  which  accounts  in  great  part  for  the  apparently  high  mortality 
rate  in  the  institution.  During  the  past  year  this  has  unfortunately 
been  unavoidably  increased  by  the  prevailing  influenza  epidemic,  which 
will  likewise  be  reflected  in  next  year's  report.  The  pneumonia  which 
complicated  pregnancy  was  fatal  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases, 
particularly  where  labor  had  been  induced,  but  none  of  these  women  were 
denied  admission.  The  ambulances  of  other  hospitals  also  brought  in  a 
considerable  number  of  complicated  labor  cases.  The  prevention  of 
avoidable  complications  in  pregnancy  and  labor  has  been  favored  by  the 
knowledge  of  prophylactic  measures  taught  to  many  of  the  practitioners 
of  the  City  through  their  residence  in  the  hospital  as  students  or  internes. 
The  prenatal  care  given  in  the  antepartum  class,  to  which  women  are 
encouraged  to  come  as  early  in  pregnancy  as  possible  and  required  to 
report  at  fortnightly  intervals,  contributes  to  the  improvement  of  preg- 
nancy morbidity.  The  increased  attention  given  to  prenatal  observa- 
tions by  various  visiting  nursing  organizations,  especially  the  Maternity 
Center  Association,  has  resulted  in  bringing  to  the  hospital  cases  that 
would  otherwise  be  neglected  or  left  to  the  midwife. 

Four  members  of  the  attending  staff,  Drs.  Wing,  Smith,  Ratliff  and 
Xewsom,  entered  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army  and  several  of 
our  graduate  nurses  likewise  enlisted,  depleting  our  working  forces  to  some 
extent.  The  results  of  the  war  have  also  made  themselves  felt  in  other 
ways,  particularly  in  the  constantly  increasing  costs  of  food,  fuel  and  all 
necessary  hospital  supplies;  all  of  which  contributes  to  the  difficulties  in 
the  management  and  conduct  of  the  institution.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
with  the  advent  of  peace,  a  more  favorable  aspect  may  be  given  in  next 
year's  report. 

The  Ladies' Auxiliary  Society  continued  to  give  efficient  aid  and  support 
to  our  institution  and,  in  addition  to  its  usual  activities  directed  to  the 
physical  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  has  engaged  the  services  of 
three  graduate  nurses  who  visit  the  women  in  their  homes  both  before  and 
after  delivery.     This  is  a  most  important  feature  of  modern  maternity 


service  and  its  practical  organization  and  management  are  deserving  of 
praise  and  encouragement. 

The  Babies  Class  reports  a  constantly  increasing  attendance  and  the 
question  of  providing  larger  quarters  must  be  seriously  considered  if  this 
feature  is  to  be  continued  as  a  part  of  the  Hospital's  work. 

The  Pathological  Department  serves  as  a  most  efficient  adjunct  to  the 
clinical  work  of  the  Hospital  and  continues  the  accumulation  of  valuable 
material  for  further  research  and  study. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  suspended  for  the  present,  as 
the  increased  demands  on  the  time  and  energy  of  the  members  of  the  at- 
tending staff  during  the  war  served  as  a  temporary  stop  to  the  com- 
position of  scientific  papers.  It  is  hoped  that  this  publication  can  be 
resumed  at  an  early  date. 

The  statistical  details  of  the  work  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  are  presented 
in  the  following  pages.  To  the  energy  and  generosity  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  in  providing  the  necessary  funds  for  the  conduct  of  the  Hos- 
pital, commendation  must  be  ungrudgingly  extended,  as  their  task  was 
particularly  difficult  during  the  past  year  with  its  urgent  and  numerous 
demands  on  philanthropic  instincts. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  1917-1918. 

Relief  Work. 

In  the  period  October  1st,  1917  to  December  31st,  1918  the  Society,  in  the 
two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,896  cases.  The  number  of  births 
was  6,719.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according 
to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  72,082,  of  which  49,862 
were  reported  by  physicians  and  22,201  by  midwives.  The  Society 
cared  for  over  9%  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  in  the  borough, 
and  more  than  13%  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,593.  In  the  Out 
Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,208,  the  number  treated 
2,975,  the  number  of  confinements  2,709.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  5,385,  the  number  received  treatment  4,921 
and  the  number  of  confinements  4,010.  The  ambulance  service  brought 
to  the  hospital  494  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked 
to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the

Educational  Work 
The  Medical  Department  has  given  instruction  to  81  undergraduate  and 
32  graduate  students.     A  three  months  course  has  been  given  309  nurses. 

Finances 
The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-door  Department  and  the 
Sub-station  for  the  period  covered  by  this  Report    has  been  $368,218.83, 
including  the  Private  Pavilion   ($57,364.32),  as    stated  in  the  itemized 
statement  of  expenses.

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Charter  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii.     Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remson,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuyel  and 
others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum 
for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  pro- 
cure the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  carry 
into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;   therefore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  con- 
stituted and  declared,  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  ''The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
Xew  York"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatso- 
ever; and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  Xew  Y'ork,"  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
corporation.  Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building  and 
such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mort- 
gaged to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  vears. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
ducted by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said 
subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald 
Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  And- 
rew Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall  be 
made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  governors;  that 
the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
of  which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governors 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
annual  elections  are  made  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen 
that  an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant 
to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted; 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron, 
stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said 
institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capital 
stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the  board, 
to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual  elec- 
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tion  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their 
number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that 
the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective 
offices  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not  exceed- 
ing four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly 
and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

Chapter  46S,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred  and 

ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 

Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York."  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election 

of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;   passed 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  corporation 
provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers 
are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof, 
in  such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society; 
and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

Of  the 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the  members  of  the  Society, 
thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  con- 
cerns of  said  corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  the  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated  Meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being 
duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any  person 
so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor 
of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall 
have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any  com- 
mittee of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  Annual 
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Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in 
Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  proposed 
for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary,  may, 
on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of 
satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends  on 
all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 
meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended. 
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4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  of 
the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to 
the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority  of  the 
said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer  when 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  buildings 
and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Superintendent, 
and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same.  At  their 
succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are 
duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses 
during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes  for 
the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Presi- 
dent, or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  ac- 
cept any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patient  in  the  Wards 
or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1.  Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows:  By  a 
payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  payment  of 
$3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed 
•may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such 
rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the 
Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted  upon 
until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted  pro- 
vided a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

From  March  1st  to  November  1st,  1918. 

The  reports  for  this  year  are  only  for  the  work  for  eight  months,  be- 
cause it  seemed  advisable  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxili- 
ary to  make  our  fiscal  year  conform  more  nearly  to  that  of  the  hospital, 
so  that  in  including  our  report  with  theirs  (which  of  course  is  an  immense 
advantage  to  us)  they  could  be  given  a  really  "up-to-date"  report.  Con- 
sequently the  Constitution  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  changed  so 
that  the  fiscal  year  closes  at  the  end  of  October  and  our  annual  meeting 
is  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  December  instead  of  the  first  Thursday 
in  March. 

During  the  summer — as  the  reports  of  our  Committees  will  show — 
the  Auxiliary  has  been  hard  at  work.  There  has  not  been  any  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  babies  that  we  have  had  to  take  care  of,  but,  during  the 
weeks  of  the  influenza,  many  of  the  cases  that  should  have  been  looked 
after  in  their  own  homes  were  brought  to  the  hospital.  The  work  of  the 
trained  nurses  has  proved  of  very  great  value,  and  it  is  our  aim  that  this 
next  year  we  shall  still  further  increase  the  pre-natal  work,  which  of  course 
makes  our  duties  in  the  after-care  very  much  easier. 

Also  we  are  now  hoping  to  be  able  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  material 
in  the  clothing  made,  as  of  course  there  will  now  be  more  wool  released 
by  the  Government,  which  may  permit  "real  wool  flannel"  coming  within 
our  reach  again.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  I. 
OF  THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THELYING- 

IX  HOSPITAL 

The  work  of  Committee  I  is  to  give  advice  and  pre-natal  instruction 
to  all  women  making  application  to  enter  the  hospital,  and  to  give  as- 
sistance, when  needed,  to  patients  leaving  the  hospital.  Our  agent  in- 
terviews each  woman.  A  card  is  made  out  with  the  name,  address, 
nationality,  whether  married  or  single,  if  married,  husband's  business, 
an  i  wages  received. 

Instruction  is  given  as  to  the  proper  care  to  be  taken  in  the  months 
preceding  confinement;  cleanliness,  moderate  exercise,  simple  and  nourish- 
ing diet,  plenty  of  fresh  air,  well-ventilated  rooms  etc. 

When  the  women  are  admitted  to  the  hospital,  our  Agent  visits  them 
in  the  wards  and  finds  out  if  they  need  assistance.  She  communicates 
with  the  various  societies  whose  work  it  is  to  help  such  cases,  and,  when 
visitors  come  to  the  hospital,  interviews  the  patients  and  makes  such  ar- 
rangements as  are  necessary  for  their  relief. 

Assistance  is  also  given  to  women  returning  to  their  own  homes;  rent 
is  paid,  groceries  provided,  and  clothing  given  in  destitute  cases. 

From  February  26th, 1918  to  Xovember  18th, 1918  our  Agent  interviewed 
and  gave  instruction  in  pre-natal  cases  to  1701  women.  Of  the  patients 
leaving  the  hospital  and  needing  assistance: 

25  were  referred  to  the  State  Aid  Association 

9  to  the  Jewish  Council 

2  to  the  Slavonic  Home 

4  to  the  Salvation  Army 
22  to  the  Guild  of  the  Infant  Saviour 

2  to  the  Foundling  Asylum 

3  to  the  Catholic  Association 

All  single  girls,  widows  and  deserted  wives  are  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities. 

Committee  I  provides  plants  for  the  Solarium  and  Roof  Garden. 

On  February  26th  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  of  $78.58.  On  May 
28th  we  received  $100  from  the  Treasurer.  We  have  expended  $104.74, 
and  have  on  hand  a  balance  of  S73.84.

REPORT  OF  OUT  PATIENT  NURSING  DEPARTMENT 

OF  THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 

From  February  to  November  1918. 
Our  staff  consists  of  Miss  Barton,  head  nurse,  with  two  assistants — 
Airs.  Furman  and  Miss  Berry.     Three  scrub-women  are  also  employed. 
Our  plan  of  work  is  as  follows: 
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The  names  and  addresses  of  all  women  delivered  in  their  homes  by  the 
doctors  of  the  hospital  are  reported  to  us  immediately  and  a  nurse  and 
a  scrub-woman  are  sent — sometimes  together — sometimes  following  each 
other — to  see  that  both  the  patient  and  her  rooms  are  taken  care  of. 
There  are  many  cases  in  which  our  help  is  hardly  needed,  as  the  patient 
will  have  provided  for  someone  to  do  this  work  herself,  but,  in  many  cases, 
without  our  help  there  would  be  no  one  to  give  nursing  care  or  to  have 
the  rooms  cleaned. 

In  addition,  we  visit,  as  much  as  we  can  with  the  limited  staff  at  our 
command,  the  prospective  mothers  in  order  to  advise  them  in  regard  to 
their  diet,  personal  care,  the  work  they  should  and  should  not  do,  and  the 
preparations  necessary  for  the  baby.  These  visits  of  course  are  not  only 
a  help  to  the  mother,  but  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  our  further  care  when 
the  baby  comes,  as  we  then  know  the  conditions  of  the  case. 

During  the  past  nine  months  we  have  made,  in  all,  443  pre-natal  visits. 
In  addition,  3262  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses,  and  1512  new  cases  were 
cared  for. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  cleaning  women,  who  have  worked 
diligently  and  co-operated  in  all  ways  possible  (especially  during  the 
epidemic  of  influenza)  by  aiding  the  sick  where  whole  families  were 
stricken.  They  have  given  out  judiciously  1121  sewed  articles  and  245 
unsewed  articles. 

We  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that,  during  the  epidemic,  our 
nurses,  assisted  by  the  cleaners,  gave  such  wonderful  care  that  we  did 
not  lose  a  case. 

Owing  to  the  increased  wages  demanded  by  the  paid  workers  in  the 
district,  there  are  few  employed;  consequently  it  has  increased  the  amount 
of  work  done  by  our  cleaners. 

The  following  gives  an  idea  of  the  type  of  cases  nursed  and  visited  by 
the  nurses  in  this  Committee: 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  53  Henry  Street.  Woman  eight 
months  pregnant.  Husband  had  sprained  arm  six  weeks  previous.  Hand 
and  arm  very  painful  at  time  of  visit.  Their  only  source  of  income  is 
the  mother  caring  for  year  old  child  of  friend.  No  food  in  house  when 
nurse  arrived.  Gave  food  on  two  occasions.  Reported  to  A.  I.  C.  P., 
which  organization  provided  relief. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  434  East  13th  Street.  Woman 
eight  months  pregnant  and  having  pain ;  had  sent  for  doctor  who  reported 
the  woman  starving.  Husband  a  lazy,  worthless  type,  feigning  illness, 
abusive  in  his  treatment  of  wife.  Gave  food  and  provided  shoes  for 
children.     Referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.     Very  grateful  for  aid. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  605  East  13th  Street.  Patient 
mother  of  four  children,  two  of  them  at  Preventorium.  Husband  tuber- 
cular and  unable  to  work.  Patient  herself  quite  emaciated.  Assisted 
with  clothes  for  baby  and  mother;  also  food;  and  co-operated  with  Hebrew 
Charities,  which  organization  sent  patient  to  the  country,  caring  for  hus- 
band during  her  absence. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  620  East  17th  Street.  Patient  a 
mother  of  five  children,  having  lost  her  husband  three  weeks  ago,  a  victim 
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of  influenza.  .  Assisted  with  food,  and  clothing  for  baby,  giving  case  over 
to  Charity  Organization  Society.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  III. 

OF  THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING- 
IN  HOSPITAL 

March  1st  to  Novermber  18th,  1918. 

The  Clothing  Committee  which  consists  of  Mrs.  P.  W.  Pennoyer, 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton,  Vice  Chairman,  begs  to  report  that: 

Since  March  1st  we  have  had  made  4,906  garments.  573  of  these  were 
given  through  Committee  I  to  patients  leaving  the  hospital,  and  1156 
were  given  to  Committee  II  for  its  work  among  the  Out-Patients. 

There  have  been  1718  garments  made  for  use  in  the  wards  from  material 
supplied  by  the  hospital  and  146  sent  by  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton  to  Tuxedo 
Park  Hospital  for  the  babies  born  there  during  the  influenza  epidemic. 
We  have  also  supplied  446  unsewed  garments,  such  as  binders  and  baby- 
bands.  This  makes  a  total  of  4004  garments  distributed  from  March 
1st  to  November  18,  1918. 

We  have  on  hand  3879  sewed  garments;  and  of  our  appropriation  of 
$850.00  we  have  a  balance  of  $372.27.

REPORT  OF  BABIES'  CLASS 

LADIES  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL 

November  1st,  1917  to  November  1st,  1918. 

Perhaps  the  ladies  would  be  interested  in  hearing  a  little  about  the 
manner  in  which  the  Babies'Class  for  the  Fifth  Floor  has  worked  up  from 
a  small  class  to  a  large  and  successful  one,  so  I  am  sending  you  a  few  figures 
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to  read  at  the  meeting  if  you  think  best.  I  begin  with  November  1917 
because  that  is  the  time  I  returned  to  the  Hospital  and  we  commenced 
the  reorganization  of  this  part  of  the  Class.  In  my  opinion  the  best  thing 
we  have  ever  done  is  the  follow-up  work.  This  puts  us  in  touch  with  the 
mothers  and  babies  as  soon  as  they  leave  the  hospital,  before  they  had  have 
time  to  begin  poor  feeding,  bad  hygiene  or  habits  for  the  baby.  It  gives 
the  babies  a  right  start  from  the  first  when  they  need  it  the  most,  and  in 
their  own  homes  where  the  mothers  can  be  shown  how  to  make  the  most 
of  their  own  utensils  and  surroundings. 

Our  second  nurse  for  home  visiting  was  given  to  us  the  middle  of  April 
and  it  was  not  until  then,  that  we  could  have  as  much  follow-up  work  done 
as  we  thought  was  needed.  You  will  note  that  May  was  our  best  month 
at  the  Class;  the  mothers  responded  at  once  to  the  nurse's  suggestion  that 
they  should  bring  their  babies  back  once  in  two  weeks  for  a  thorough 
examination  and  weighing.  All  this  was  in  accord  with  the  work  being 
done  by  the  Children's  Bureau  in  Washington.  We  think  it  is  more 
important  to  keep  the  babies  from  getting  ill  fchan  to  treat  them  when 
actually  sick,  and  the  Government  agrees  with  us. 

We  have  found  it  best  to  have  each  nurse  attend  two  classes  each  week, 
one  for  babies  from  each  ward  floor,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  make  calls 
in  the  homes.  When  this  is  done  the  mothers  get  to  know  the  nurse 
both  at  home  and  in  the  Hospital  and  she  has  more  authority  over  them 
than  if  she  simply  saw  them  in  one  of  the  two  places.  It  also  seems  fairer 
for  the  nurse  to  divide  the  work  in  this  way,  rather  than  to  give  one  all 
the  home  calls  and  the  other  all  the  Class  work,  in  fact,  I  doubt  if  one  nurse 
could  stand  doing  all  visiting  work,  as  the  tax  on  her  strength  would  be 
very  great.  It  also  gives  each  set  of  doctors  a  chance  to  have  the  more 
experienced  nurse  on  one  class  day,  and  the  new  nurse  on  the  other  day. 
The  more  experienced  nurse  takes  the  days  when  the  classes  are  apt  to 
run  larger. 

The  milk  question  has  been  and  still  is  a  very  serious  problem  for 
the  poor.  In  some  cases  we  have  been  obliged  to  resort  to  a  brand  of 
dry  milk  for  a  time  at  least,  as  it  is  impossible  to  get  pure  fresh  milk  in 
some  of  the  localities  without  paying  a  higher  price  than  the  patients 
can  afford.  We  have  kept  nearly  all  of  our  emergency  fund  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  it  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  poor  mothers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of" the  Society  for 
its  one  hundred  and  twenty-first  year. 

The  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Society  during  the  year 
is  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  subjoined  Medical  Report  and  the  Report 
of  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  with  their  accompanying  statistics  and  atten- 
tion is  especially  called  to  these  Reports. 

Owing  to  the  continued  generosity  of  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan  and 
a  few  other  friends,  the  Society  has  been  able  to  continue  its  work  not- 
withstanding the  very  heavy  increase  in  the  cost  of  everything  that 
enters  into  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Governors 
deeply  appreciates  the  substantial  assistance  thus  given  and  the  interest 
thus  shown  in  its  work  but  again  calls  the  attention  of  its  friends  and  the 
general  public  to  the  fact  that  the  Hospital  has  but  a  small  endowment 
and  is  substantially  dependent  upon  their  aid  for  the  continuation  of 
its  work  and  for  the  maintenance  of  its  high  standards.  Such  a  situation 
is  not  only  dangerous  but  most  unfair  in  that  the  burden  of  carrying  on 
this  most  necessary  work  for  the  women  and  children  of  our  City  is  so 
largely  borne  by  a  few  individuals  instead  of  being  widely  distributed 
among  the  public  for  whose  benefit  the  institution  exists  and  is  operated. 
The  Board,  therefore,  earnestly  appeals  to  the  friends  of  the  Society  not 
only  to  increase,  if  possible,  their  own  contributions  but  to  endeavor 
to  stimulate  in  the  public  at  large  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  the  beneficent  work  done  by  the  Hospital  and  a  more  lively  interest 
in  that  work,  to  the  end  that  a  substantial  endowment  may  ultimately 
be  provided  and,  in  the  meantime,  that  the  heavy  burden  of  maintenance 
at  present  so  largely  borne  by  a  few  loyal  and  generous  supporters  may 
be  lightened. 

It  is  a  pleasant  duty  again  to  record  the  Board's  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  work  of  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  of  the  continued  faithful 
services  of  the  surgeons,  doctors,  nurses  and  general  staff  during  the  year. 
The  Board  also  acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  those  kind  friends  who 
have  during  the  year  donated  money,  clothing,  flowers,  fruit,  books, 
magazines,  etc.  thus  contributing  in  no  small  measure  to  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Governors  regretfully  records  the  resignation,  on  account 
of  ill  health,  of  Miss  Elizabeth  P.  Harmey,  for  many  years  Chief  Xurse 
of  the  Hospital.  Her  contribution,  in  faithful  and  efficient  service,  to 
the  work  of  the  institution  will  be  gratefully  remembered  by  the  Board 
and  by  all  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 

The  Board  reminds  its  friends  that  the  Hospital  is  open  to  their  in- 
spection and  that  any  visitors  will  he  warmly  welcomed  and  full  informa- 
tion given  them  as  to  the  details  of  the  work  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Hospital,  upon  application  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Hospital  building.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 

A  record  of  121  years  continuous  service  to  the  community  by  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  marked 
by  the  completion  of  the  calendar  year  1919.  During  the  period  covered 
by  the  report  for  the  latter  year,  that  is  to  say,  from  January  1st  to 
December  31st,  1919,  5324  women  were  admitted  to  the  various  Servi  es 
of  the  Hospital;  3279  to  the  In-Door  and  2045  to  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment. The  total  number  of  confinements  was  4518,  or  about  8  per  cent, 
of  the  total  babies  born  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  These  figures 
afford  visible  proof  o.'  the  important  place  occupied  by  this  institution 
in  the  particular  field  to  which  it  3  energies  are  devoted  and  would  perhaps 
be  even  larger  if  the  work  was  not  hampered  by  certain  factors  over 
which  the  hospital  itself  has  little  or  no  control.  The  constantly  in- 
creasing costs  of  administration  are  on  a  par  in  their  inhibitive  effect 
with  the  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate  nursing  staff.  An  ample 
supply  of  nurses  constitutes  one  of  the  essential  factors  in  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  wards  and  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  babies,  and  a  re- 
duction in  the  admission  of  patients  must  result  if  a  sufficient  number 
cannot  be  provided.  The  Hospital  is  unable  to  extend  its  work  and  develop 
a  legitimate  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  unless  some  means  can 
be  found  to  solve  this  problem.  As  the  complaint  of  insufficient  numbers 
of  nurses  is  quite  universal,  this  Hospital,  which  is  dependent  upon  other 
institutions  for  its  supply  of  pupil  nurses,  is  necessarily  handicapped  in 
obtaining  its  proper  quota.  The  allurements  of  higher  pay.  shorter 
hours  and  other  opportunities  offered  by  a  business  career  have  all  served 
to  attract  young  women  away  from  what  should  be  one  of  their  legitimate 
fields  of  endeavor.  Moreover,  although  the  number  of  nurses  in  training 
has  not  increased,  the  demands  for  nursing  services  have  undergone 
great  changes.  For  not  only  is  the  trained  nurse  required  in  hospital 
and  private  practice  but  the  development  of  other  agencies  of  a  com- 
munity character  have  called  for  large  numbers  for  the  carrying  out  of 
this  work.  The  more  prolonged  period  of  training  which  is  now  demanded 
by  the  State,  before  registration  is  granted,  may  have  to  be  amended  and 
for  certain  purposes  it  may  even  become  necessary  to  develop  a  special 
course  for  the  training  of  attendants  for  obstetrical  service, — a  course 
shorter  and  perhaps  less  onerous,  that  will  attract  young  women  in  the 
hope  that  such  education  will  serve  them  in  a  personal  capacity  as  a 
preparation  for  motherhood  even  if  they  do  not  look  forward  to  making 
use  of  the  same  as  a  means  of  gaining  a  livelihood.  The  problem  is 
one  that  will  require  careful  study  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  avoid 
further  restriction  in  the  work  of  this  and  similar  institutions. 

The  medical  work  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  will  be  found  summarized 
in  succeeding  pages.  In  addition  to  the  confinements  there  were  572 
general  cases  admitted,  including  in  this  number  women  treated  for 
various  complications  of  pregnancy  who  had  previously  been  confined  in 
the  Hospital  Service.     Such  patients  were  admitted  largely  through  the 
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Gynecological  Class  which  lias  continued  to  meet  under  the  charge  of 
the  Attending  Surgeons  on  four  afternoons  of  each  week.  Only  a  com- 
paratively small  number  of  complicated  cases  from  our  own  Service 
have  been  admitted,  as  the  careful  supervision  of  the  patients  in  the 
antepartum  classes  serves  to  eliminate  many  of  those  complications 
which  are  noted  dur  ng  their  early  stages  when  prompt  treatment  serves 
to  reduce  their  consequences.  The  rapidly  extending  popular  interest 
in  prenatal  care  calls  for  greater  attention  to  the  subject  by  maternity 
hospitals  in  general,  for  it  is  now  considered  essential  that  all  patients 
apply  at  regular  intervals  for  observation.  The  return  of  these  patients 
has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  antepartum  clinic,  both  of  doctors 
and  nurses,  not  to  mention  the  laboratory,  on  account  of  the  larger  number 
of  urine  specimens  to  be  examined.  But  the  additional  outlay  of  time  and 
energy  is  well  repaid  by  the  knowledge  that  such  prophylaxis  will  ward 
off  many  serious  complications  and  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  mother 
and  the  unborn  child.  It  would  likewise  be  desirable  if  this  period  of 
observation  could  be  continued  for  a  certain  time  after  delivery,  as  many 
of  the  results  of  childbearing  of  an  abnormal  character  do  not  present 
themselves  before  the  patient  is  discharged  and  if  some  sort  of  follow-up 
system  could  be  developed  for  maternity  services  it  would  contribute 
materially  to  the  future  health  of  these  patients.  No  medical  or  surgical 
hospital  service  is  now  considered  complete  unless  the  patients  who  have 
been  under  such  institutional  care  are  systematically  followed  and  their 
condition  noted.  Our  Gynecological  Class  serves  this  function  in  part  only 
as  merely  such  women  return  who  present  well  marked  symptoms,  and 
minor  degrees  of  illness  therefore  escape  attention.  The  prevention  of 
invalidism  could  be  markedly  forwarded  if  all,  or  nearly  all,  our  patients 
could  present  themselves  at  regular  intervals  after  delivery  for  the 
possible  detection  of  abnormalities  that  might  be  treated  before  they 
produce  more  severe  complicating  conditions.  This  is  a  problem  that 
must  be  met  in  the  near  future  to  conform  with  what  is  being  done  in 
other  surgical  and  medical  hospital  servi  es. 

The  monthly  conferences  of  the  attending  surgeons  and  heads  of 
special  departments  have  been  resumed.  These  meetings  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  discussion  of  the  medical  work  of  the  various  Services 
so  that  all  members  of  the  staff  may  have  an  opportunity  of  keeping  in 
touch  with  each  other  and  profiting  by  mutual  experiences  and  criticism. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin,  which  was  suspended  during  the 
period  of  the  war  has  likewise  been  resumed  and  we  trust  will  not  be 
subjected  to  further  interruptions.  The  Bulletin  will  contain  as  her  to- 
fore  the  scientific  contributions  of  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff, 
which  can  tlnn  be  circulated  in  a  compact,  collected  form  for  the  benefit 
of  the  profession. 

The  constantly  increasing  attendance  at  the  Babies*  (lass  is  again 
noted  with  satisfaction  but  the  question  of  providing  proper  accommoda- 
tions for  this  large  number  of  babies  and  mothers  is  one  that  must  soon 
be  solved.      Il  is  most  desirable  to  keep  our  babies  under  observation  for 


some  time  after  birth,  as  in  this  way  the  interest  of  the  mothers  is  likewise 
retained  but  we  find  that  the  work  is  very  much  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  proper  facilities. 

The  Pathological  Department  has  been  continued  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  J.  R.  Losee  and  staff,  and  serves  as  a  most  efficient  adjunct 
to  the  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  teaching  facilities  of  the 
institution  have  been  made  use  of  during  the  past  year  by  93  undergrad- 
uates and  172  graduates.  With  the  advent  of  peace  and  the  return  of 
physicians  to  their  homes  an  increasing  number  of  postgraduate  students 
will  be  recorded  the  next  few  years,  and  our  facilities,  particularly  as 
regards  accommodations  for  the  postgraduate  students,  will  be  taxed  to 
their  utmost. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  has  continued  to  give  most  efficient 
aid  and  support  to  the  Hospital  and  acknowledgment  must  be 
made  of  the  very  important  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurses.  Attention 
is  directed  to  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  in 
the  following  pages.  Appreciation  must  also  be  accorded  to  the  generos- 
ity and  interest  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  keeping 
up  the  financial  support  of  the  Hospital  under  adverse  circumstances 
which  developed  during  the  past  year.  Demands  on  the  philanthropic 
instincts  of  the  public  have  been  centered  so  much  in  the  war  work  that 
the  collection  of  funds  for  other  purposes  has  been  rendered  very  difficult 
but  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  record  that  those  intrusted  with  this  important 
function  have  not  failed  to  provide  for  the  Hospital  every  necessity  de- 
manded. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  1919. 

Relief  Work. 
In  the  period  January  1st,  1919  to  December  31st,  1919  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  5,324  cases.  The  number  of 
births  was  4,518.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department  was  56,546,  of 
which  40,599  were  reported  by  physicians,  15,930  by  midwives  and  17  br- 
others. The  Society  cared  for  nearly  8%  of  the  entire  number  of  confine- 
ments in  the  borough,  and  more  than  11  %  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 
The  total  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  5,972.  In  the  Out- 
Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  2,244,  the  number 
treated  2,045,  the  number  of  confinements  1,811.  The  number  of  appli- 
cations for  treatment  in  the  hospital  3,728,  the  number  received  treatment 
3,279  and  the  number  of  confinements  2,707.  The  ambulance  service 
brought  to  the  hospital  281  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has 
worked  to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown 
by  the  following  table:

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-door  Department  and  the 
Sub-station  for  the  period  covered  by  this  Report  has  been  S316,466.47, 
including  the   Private   Pavilion   (S50,554.24),  as  stated  in   the  itemized 
statement  of  expenses.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL 


.4//  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii.     Lous  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  Johx  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remson,  William  Hottstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  Johx  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Yandex  Hex  yelhihI 
others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum 
for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  pro- 
cure the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement  in  child-bad,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  carry 
into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;    therefore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  StaU  of  Xt  u-  York,  n  presi  nted  in  Si  note 
ami  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  con- 
stituted and  declared,  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatso- 
ever; and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  Xew  York,"  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
corporation.  Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building  and 
such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mort- 
gaged to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  maybe  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  years. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 'subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
ducted by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said 
subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald 
Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  And- 
rew Hamersly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall  be 
made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  governors;  that 
the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one>thousand  and  eight  hundred, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
of  which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governor 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
annual  elections  are  made  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen 
that  an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant 
to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted; 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron, 
stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said 
institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capital 
stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the  board, 
to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Arid  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual  elec- 
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tion  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their 
number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that 
the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective 
offices  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not  exceed- 
ing four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly 
and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

Chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Lairs  of  seventeen  hundred  and 

ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 

Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election 

of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;   passed 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  corporation 
provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers 
are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society; 
and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY    OF    THE    LYING-IN    HOSPITAL    OF    THE 
CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 


1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the  members  of  the  Society, 
thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  con- 
cerns of  said  corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  the  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated  Meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being 
duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any  person 
so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor 
of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall 
have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any  com- 
mittee of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated[  meetings  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  Annual 
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Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in 
Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  proposed 
for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers 

1  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary,  may, 
on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of 
satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  of  dividends  on 
all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
intere  t  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 
meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended. 
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4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  of 
the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 
Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to 
the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority  of  the 
said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer  when 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  buildings 
and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Superintendent, 
and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same.  At  their 
succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are 
duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses 
during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes  for 
the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Pres- 
ident, or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  ac- 
cept any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patient  in  the  Wards 
or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1.  Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows:  By  a 
payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  payment  of 
$3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed 
may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such 
rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the 
Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted  upon 
until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted  pro- 
vided a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by-laws 
of  the  Society  are  repealed.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

From  November  1st,  1918  to  October  31st,  1919. 

The  able  reports  of  our  Committees  give  the  number  of  cases  relieved 
by  our  organization,  the  number  of  women  visited  before  and  after  con- 
finement, the  amount  of  clothing  given  out,  the  number  of  women  for 
whom  homes  or  a  chance  to  earn  a  decent  livelihood  were  found;  but  at 
this  time  when,  the  war  being  over,  our  minds  are  free  to  turn  from  War 
Relief  activities  to  the  problems  of  ordinary  life,  it  seems  perhaps  ad- 
visable to  realize  more  clearly  what  is  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  Society 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  what  it  is  trying  to  accomplish,  by  what  means 
and  at  what  cost. 

Over  one  hundred  years  ago  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
was  founded  by  some  few  philanthropic  men  to  enable  women  withou 
means  to  obtain  proper  medical  care  during  confinement.  For  over  a 
century,  through  times  of  stress  and  times  of  ease,  it  has  carried  on  this 
work  which  has  been  constantly  expanding,  as  the  knowledge  of  what 
is  needed  grows.  In  addition  to  caring  for  women  in  its  hospital,  it 
ought  to  give  them  medical  care  in  their  own  homes — which  has  always 
been  a  most  important  feature  in  its  work. 

About  twenty-five  years  ago  a  number  of  women  who  knew  well  how 
much  at  such  times  a  woman  needs  woman's  care,  organized,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Frederic  Bronson — now  Mrs.  Adrian  Iselin — to  give 
such  help  as  they  could  to  the  patients  of  the  Society  both  in  the  hospital 
and  in  their  own  homes.  In  those  days  Social  Service  had  not  even 
been  christened.  The  idea  was  only  just  beginning.  We  knew  very 
little  of  how  to  go  about  our  work,  but  we  knew  that  we  wanted  to  give 
these  women  a  helping  hand.  Bit  by  bit  we  found  what  we  could  do. 
and  tried  to  do  it,  and  learn  d — in  the  doing — how  to  do  more.  We 
began  with  a  vague  referring  of  needy  cases  to  members  of  the  Auxiliary; 
but  there  were  so  many  needy  cases!  Then  we  realized  we  must  have 
a  paid  agent — someone  who  could  give  all  her  time  to  it,  and  be  on  the 
spot  when  most  needed. 

From  this  small  beginning  our  work  has  grown  until  now  we  try 

1st,  to  see  that  no  woman  shall  leave  the  hospital  friendless  and  home- 
less. Our  hospital  visitor  makes  a  point  of  seeing  her,  finding  out  her 
need  and  helping  to  self  respecting  support. 

2nd,  that  women  confined  in  their  own  homes,  and  unable  to  secure 
nursing  help  for  themselves,  shall  have  a  nurse's  care  and  also  have 
their  homes  cleaned  during  the  time  of  their  confinement.  Our  visiting 
nurses  and  cleaning  women  visit  them  and  care  for  them. 

3rd,  that  no  expectant  mother  shall  have  to  go  through  those  long 
weary  months  of  wailing  with  no  instruction  in  the  care  she  should  take 
of  herself.     If  she  cannot  come  to  the  hospital,  our  visiting  nurse  visits 
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her  and  gives  her  advice,  and  keeps  an  eye  on  her  case.  A  mother  with 
a  new  baby  is  a  s'ngularly  helpless  being,  in  the  face  of  the  many  dangers 
threatening  her  little  one.  She  can  bring  it  to  the  Hospital  Class,  and 
the  Class  nurses  will  also  visit  her  and  show  her  how  to  wash  the  little 
one,  how  to  prepare  its  food  and  how  to  care  for  its  little  ailments. 

4th,  we  try  to  have  clothing  for  mothers  and  babies,  in  and  out  of  the 
hospital,  who  need  it. 

All  this  work  is  done  under  our  supervision  by  a  staff  of  11  people — 
a  hospital  visitor  with  a  clerical  assistant;  a  visiting  trained  nurse  with 
two  assistants,  who  visit  all  the  out-patients;  three  scrubwomen  who 
work  under  their  instructions;  two  practical  nurses  attached  to  the 
Babies'  Class;  and  a  woman  who  cuts  the  clothes  and  gets  them  ready 
to  be  sent  to  the  various  benevolent  societies  who  make  them  up  for  us 
either  free  or  at  a  nominal  charge.  These  workers  must  be  paid  living 
salaries,  and  the  Board,  after  carefully  considering  every  item  of  ex- 
pense, has  prepared  the  following  budget:

This  calls  for  a  total  of  a  little  under  ten  thousand  dollars,  but  the 
Board  believes  that  every  one  of  those  dollars  is  justly  earned.  We 
know  that  our  work  is  worthy  of  this  great  hospital  which  has  brought 
help  and  comfort  to  so  many  thousands  of  women  in  woman's  hour  of 
need.  We  would  like  to  extend  our  work — there  is  so  much  more  we 
could  do  if  we  had  more  money.  But  we  do  mean  with  all  there  is  in 
us  to  see  that  every  dollar  given  to  us  is  used  to  the  best  advantage. 

In  order  to  enable  us  to  do  our  work  more  efficiently,  two  changes 
have  been  made  in  our  Standing  Committees:  First,  the  Babies'  Class, 
which  has  been  managed  by  the  In-Patients  Committee,  has  been  put 
under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  its  own,  since  its  work  has  outgrown 
the  limits  of  a  sub-committee;  and  an  Executive  Committee  has  been 
appointed  to  meet  more  frequently  than  once  a  month  and  handle  some 
of  the  routine  questions  that  must  be  solved  from  week  to  week.

IN  PATIENTS'  COMMITTEE 

THE   PRE-NATAL   CLASS 


All  the  women  making  application  for  confinement  at  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  are  referred  to  the  Pre-Natal  Class,  held  daily  from  2-4  P.M. 
The  applicant  is  told  by  the  Social  Worker  to  visit  the  class  every  two 
weeks.  She  is  instructed  as  to  proper  diet,  exercise,  fresh  air,  avoidance 
of  alcohol,  to  drink  water  plentifully,  personal  cleanliness,  daily  rest,  the 
preparation  of  a  simple  layette,  etc.  Then  necessary  shelter  is  provided 
for  the  homeless  woman  while  awaiting  confinement,  and  boarding  or 
institute  care  secured  for  children  during  the  mother's  stay  at  the  hospital 
when  there  is  no  one  to  care  for  them  during  the  confinement . 

Ward  Patients. 

Each  patient  is  visited  by  the  Social  Service  Worker  when  admitted 
to  the  hospital  ward  and,  where  indicated,  her  history  past  and  present 
is  secured.     This  data  is  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Social  Investigation 
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of  the  Public  Charities  where  a  record  is  kept  of  all  unmarried  or  deserted 
mothers  in  order  to  establish  the  identity  of  all  babies  abandoned  in  the 
city. 

The  case  is  then  referred  to  the  suitable  Social  Agency  for  outside  inves- 
tigation when  desirable.  The  history  of  a  Protestant  girl  is  always  given 
to  a  Protestant  Agency  for  investigation — a  Catholic  girl  to  a  Catholic 
Agency,  and  a  Jewish  girl's  history  to  a  Jewish  Agency.  From  the 
result  of  these  investigations  is  built  up  the  permanent  relief  plan. 

Each  case  is  treated  individually — Some  receive  sufficient  aid  through 
co-operation  with  a  single  agency,  others  require  assistance  from  several 
sources. 

When  discharged  from  the  hospital,  the  mother  and  baby  are  met  by  a 
social  worker  representing  the  agency,  which  has  worked  on  the  case  from 
the  outside,  and  they  are  taken  to  the  home  decided  upon,  in  the  upbuild- 
ing plan  arranged  for.  In  some  instances  girls  are  returned  to  their 
parents  or  friends.  When  the  father  can  be  located  an  effort  is  made 
through  the  Court  of  Domestic  Relations  to  secure  proper  support  for  the 
baby  which  the  law  places  at  three  dollars  per  week  until  the  child  is 
sixteen  years  of  age.  The  girls  who  are  not  returned  to  their  families  on 
leaving  the  hospital  are  given  convalescent  care  and  shelter  for  several 
months  (usually  six  months).  Later  employment  is  found  for  them  with 
the  baby,  or  the  child  is  boarded  and  paid  for  by  the  mother's  earnings, 
or  the  father's  contribution.  Frequently  the  mother  is  enabled  through 
her  employment  to  provide  a  home,  where  she  and  the  child  can  live 
together.  The  baby's  interests  equally  with  those  of  the  mother  are 
studied;    the  separation  of  baby  and  mother  is  rarely  permitted. 

On  completion  of  the  plan  for  relief,  the  ultimate  location  of  the  baby 
and  mother  is  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Social  Investigation  and  is  re- 
corded by  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  baby  abandoned  during  the 
past  year  was  found  to  have  been  born  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Our  Social  Worker,  Mrs.  Sturtevant,  has  interviewed  2,072  women  in 
the  pre-natal  class.  She  has  paid  2,615  visits  to  Ward  patients.  She 
has  given  relief  to  56(3  cases.  We  have  spent  during  the  past  year  S86.45, 
and  we  have  a  balance  on  hand,  October  27th  1919,  of  S108.64.

ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    OUT-PATIENTS'  COMMITTEE 

From  November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  consists  entirely  in  the  home  care  of  the 
outdoor  cases  of  the  Hospital.  As  soon  as  a  case  is  reported  to  us,  one 
of  our  nurses  visits  the  prospective  mother:  we  teach  her  how  to  take  care 
of4herself  in  regard  to  diet  and  cleanliness,  and  also  urge  her  to  prepare 
clothing  for  the  child.     We  find  them  extremely  reluctant  to  do  this,  they 
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argue  that  the  child  may  die  and  therefore  all  their  material  and  time 
are  wasted.  After  their  confinement,  besides  our  nurses,  we  provide 
cleaning  women,  who  wash  and  cook  for  the  rest  of  the  family.  We  have 
often  found  the  mother  out  of  bed,  alone  with  several  small  children  and 
doing  all  the  household  work. 

From  October  until  February  we  had  three  nurses  and  three  cleaners. 
Since  then  owing  to  the  shortage  of  nurses  and  the  very  high  salaries  they 
were  asking,  we  were  obliged  to  reduce  our  staff  to  two  nurses.  This  has 
greatly  handicapped  our  pre-natal  visiting,  and  I  feel  we  should  make 
every  effort  to  continue  that  very  important  part  of  our  work.  Many 
women  fail  to  come  to  the  Hospital  for  their  monthly  examination  and 
it  is  only  by  the  visits  of  our  nurses  that  we  are  able  to  report  to  the 
Doctors  any  abnormal  conditions,  thereby  preventing  serious  future 
trouble. 

The  nurses  had  1670  cases,  where  they  made  437  pre-natal,  and  3768 
post  partum  visits.  The  cleaning  women  made  2105  visits.  Their  work 
this  year  has  been  exceedingly  hard  owing  to  several  conditions.  We 
found  however  very  few  destitute  cases  during  the  past  year. 

Among  those  given  relief: 

R F — .  Family  being  aided  by  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary of  Bellevue  Hospital.  Woman  8  months  pregnant  and  very 
anemic.  The  home  was  so  filthy  wre  were  notified  by  Bellevue  they  were 
unable  to  clean  the  place.  We  not  only  sent  the  cleaner  before  her 
confinement  but  had  to  continue  sending  her  there  daily  for  ten  days 
afterwards.  The  nurse  made  six  visits  and  provided  clothing  for  both 
mother  and  child.     The  case  was  then  retaken  by  Bellevue. 

Relief  given  D M- .  Rooms  meagrely  fur- 
nished and  not  sufficient  clothing  to  keep  patient  warm.  Patient  a 
mother  of  three  small  children.  Cleaner  went  daily  for  ten  days.  Nurse 
made  five  calls,  provided  blanket  and  clothing  for  mother  and  child;  also 
succeeded  in  preventing  them  from  being  turned  out  of  their  rooms. 

Relief  given  to  R D .     Patient  mother  of  8 

children.  Father  does  not  support  family,  refuses  to  work.  Home  in 
abject  filth,  children  all  underfed  and  hardly  any  clothing  on.  Nurse 
made  five  calls  and  cleaner  went  daily  for  eight  days.  The  case  was  then 
turned  over  to  a  private  Jewish  organization.

REPORT  OF  CLOTHING  COMMITTEE 

From  November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919. 

The  Clothing  Committee  begs  to  report  that  during  the  past  year 
(November  1,  1918  to  October  31,  1919)  2409  garments  have  been  sewed, 
of  which  579  were  given  through  the  In  Patients'  Committee  to  patients 
leaving  the  hospital,  and  1320  were  given  to  the  Out  Patients'  Committee 
for  its  work  with   the  out-patients.     We   have   supplied   500  unsewed 
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garments,  such,  as  babies'  bands  and  binders;  88  babies'  blankets;  and 
2499  garments  for  use  in  the  wards;  these  last  are  made  from  material 
supplied  by  the  hospital. 

Mrs.  Parsons  and  Mrs.  Morgan  have  again  given  us  a  large  number  of 
babies'  caps.  Mrs.  Parsons  donating  42,  and  Mrs.  Morgan  206.  We 
have  given  out  88  during  the  year. 

We  have  on  hand  3602  sewed  and  unsewed  garments,  and  of  our  appro- 
priation of  $980  we  have  a  balance  of  S202.04.

In  April  it  was  decided  that  the  cutter  employed  by  the  Auxiliary  should 
come  only  three  days,  or  equivalent  time,  each  week  instead  of  daily,  as 
there  was  not  sufficient  work  to  occupy  her  every  day,  and  her  health  did 
not  allow  her  to  continue  so  steadily  at  work.     This  was  arranged  with 
the  understanding  that  the  cutter  should  be  paid   one-half  of  previous 
salary.

Hospital  Fund  proposed  for  the  autumn. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  decided  that  it  was  better  for  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladie's  Auxiliary  to  undertake  no  entertainment.

THE  BABIES'  CLASS. 


Dr.  Coolidge,  the  head  of  the  5th  Floor  Babies'  Class  reports  that 
4,621  babies  were  brought  to  the  class  for  treatment.  There  were  759 
new  cases.  Miss  MacRae,  the  nurse,  made  1062  visits  to  the  homes,  and 
Miss  Grant  516.  10  premature  single  babies  and  7  pairs  of  premature 
twins  received  treatment.  The  smallest  premature  baby  who  was  ever 
cared  for  in  this  class  weighed  2  pounds  and  2  ounces  when  she  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  class  at  the  age  of  two  weeks.  Our  nurse  called  at  the  home 
every  morning  for  two  weeks,  gave  the  warm  olive  oil  rub,  dressed  the 
baby  in  one  of  our  premature  suits  and  instructed  the  mother  in  the  care 
of  the  child  and  how  to  prepare  its  food.  This  baby  was  brought  to  the 
class  every  week  to  be  weighed  and  examined  by  the  doctor.  Now,  at  1  he 
age  of  three  and  a  half  months  it  weighs  8  pounds  and  7  ounces.  48 
mothers  who  were  very  poor  and  who  had  undernourished  babies  were 
given  milk  for  several  weeks  at  a  time.  The  milk  was  supplied  to  them 
from  the  fund  given  by  the  Ladies  Auxiliary.

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Report  of  the  Board  or  Governors 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of  the 
Society  for  its  one  hundred  and  twenty-second  year. 

Attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  subjoined  Medical  Report 
and  the  Report  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  with  their  accompanying 
statistics,  which  succinctly  set  forth  the  work  done  by  the  Society 
during  the  year. 

The  continued  high  cost  of  supplies  and  of  labor,  the  serious 
scarcity  of  nurses  and  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  general  public  in  the  beneficent  work  of  the  Hospital,  have 
combined  to  render  it  very  difficult  to  live  up  to  the  usual  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  While  quite  recently  prices  of  certain  mer- 
chandise have  receded,  the  fall,  where  it  has  occurred  at  all,  did  not 
occur  in  time  to  make  much  of  an  impression  upon  the  expenditures 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report;  and  such 
commodities  as  ice  and  coal,  of  which  necessarily  a  vast  quantity  is 
required  for  the  Hospital,  have  not  shown  any  tendency  to  decrease 
in  price.  The  wages  of  labor  generally  have  continued  at  high 
levels. 

The  increasing  difficulty  of  obtaining  competent  nurses  has  pre- 
sented, and  continues  to  present,  a  very  serious  problem.  The 
Lying-in  Hospital,  of  course,  is  not  the  only  sufferer  in  this  respect; 
every  Hospital  in  the  community  is  confronted  with  the  same  diffi- 
culty. But  it  is  well  that  the  public  should  understand  a  situation 
which  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  Hospital  and  may  soon  necesssi- 
tate  a  curtailment  of  its  service,  that  is,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
patients  to  whom  it  can  minister. 

While  such  curtailment  may  become  necessary  it  must,  however, 
be  rememberd  that  it  would  not  be  accompanied  by  a  proportionate 
decrease  in  expenses,  for  the  reason  that  the  existing  plant  must  be 
maintained  as  a  whole,  if  at  all;  heating,  lighting,  repairs  and  lay 
service  could  not,  to  any  large  extent,  be  reduced.  Therefore  funds 
are  needed  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Despite  the  most  careful 
economies  on  the  part  of  the  staff,  the  budget  of  the  Society  mounts 
higher  from  year  to  year  and  now  for  the  year  1921  has  reached  the 
sum  of  $349,301.50,  an  increase  of  about  $50,000  over  last  year. 
As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  and  cannot  be  to  em- 
phatically repeated  here,  the  general  public  contributes  but  a  small 
fraction  of  the  sum  necessary  to  pay  current  expenses;*  much  the 
greater  part  is  donated  by  a  very  few  loyal  and  generous  friends 

*Of  $215,077.49  directly  contributed  in  1920,  but  $16,304.40  represented  dona- 
tions by   the   general   public. 
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without  whose  aid  the  Hospital  would  be  forced  to  suspend  alto- 
gether the  work  which  for  over  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  it 
has  been  doing  for  the  women  and  children  of  the  City  of  New 
York.  The  Board  of  Governors  cannot  believe  that  the  people  of 
the  community,  were  they  to  realize  the  situation,  would  allow  such 
an  institution  to  suspend  or  even  restrict  its  service  for  lack  of  funds 
or,  on  the  other  hand,  to  continue  indefinitely  to  be  supported  by  a 
small  group  of  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  men.  Not  without  con- 
fidence, therefore,  the  Board  appeals  most  earnestly  not  only  to  the 
tried  and  true  friends  of  the  Hospital  but  to  others  who  take  an 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  women  and  children,  to  provide  such  an 
endowment  that  the  future  maintenance  of  this  old  and  useful  in- 
stitution may  be  definitely  assured.  What  charitable  enterprise  of 
more  importance  to  the  community  can  there  be  than  that  which  gives 
the  young  citizen  a  fair  start  in  life  and  his  mother  the  fullest 
measure  of  comfort  and  attention  at  a  critical  period  of  her  career  ? 

It  is  an  annual  pleasure  to  the  Board  of  Governors  gratefully  to 
express  its  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by 
the  surgeons,  doctors,  nurses  and  general  staff;  well  and  faithfully 
have  they  performed  their  several  duties  and  loyally  have  they 
helped  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  as  usual,  has  contributed  greatly,  and  in 
many  ways  to  the  comfort  and  care  of  women  patients  and  the 
Hospital  may  well  point  with  pride  to  the  invaluable  work  of  this 
organization. 

To  those  generous  friends  who  have  contributed  the  funds 
needed  to  meet  the  heavy  running  expenses  and  to  those  who 
throughout  the  year  have  with  kind  thoughtfulness  cheered  the  in- 
mates of  the  Hospital  with  gifts  of  flowers,  fruit,  books,  magazines 
and  clothing,  the  Board  of  Governors  expresses  its  warm  thanks 
and  appreciation. 

Anyone  wishing  to  know  more  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  will 
find  a  visit  to  the  building  both  interesting  and  instructive,  and  may 
feel  assured  of  a  welcome.  The  Superintendent  will  always  be  glad 
to  give  full  information  as  to  the  details  of  the  work  and  the  con- 
duct of  the  Hospital.

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Medical  Report 

It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  be  in  a 
position  to  record  in  this  annual  report  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  completion  of  another 
year,  which  marks  a  continuous  record  of  122  years  of  service  to 
the  community.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  namely, 
from  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1920,  5286  women  were 
admitted  to  the  various  Services  of  the  Hospital,  of  which  3341 
were  treated  in  the  In-Door  and  1945  in  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment. Among  this  number  there  was  a  total  of  4546  confinements, 
representing  nearly  8  per  cent  of  the  total  of  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan.  More  complete  medical  details  of  the  Hospital's 
activities  may  be  found  in  the  annexed  pages.  The  character  of 
the  Service  has  not  varied  from  that  of  previous  years,  but  it  may 
be  noted  in  passing,  that  apparently  the  general  standards  of 
obstetric  practice  have  improved,  for  we  no  longer  see,  in  any 
such  numbers  at  least,  the  failures  of  proper  maternity  care  of 
which  we  were  more  frequent  recipients  previously.  Among  the 
people  of  the  city  from  which  this  Hospital  draws  its  clientele, 
the  work  of  the  general  practitioner  in  obstetrics,  has  undoubtedly 
improved  and  we  believe  that  this  may  be  ascribed  to  the  better 
practical  teaching  of  obstetrics  which  the  present  generation  of 
medical  students  receives  in  this  and  similar  institutions.  The 
very  serious  and  complicated  cases  of  unskillfully  attempted  de- 
liveries and  septic  infections,  therefore,  are  not  met  with  as  often 
as  formerly.  Notwithstanding  this  condition  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement  and  undoubtedly  the  complications  of  pregnancy 
and  confinement  will  diminish  with  succeeding  years  as  the  in- 
fluence of  the  teaching  obstetric  institutions  becomes  impressed  on 
the  profession  and  the  community. 

The  scientific  work  of  all  hospitals  has  been  greatly  hampered 
by  conditions  which  have  developed  during  the  reconstruction 
period  after  the  war.  The  enormous  increases  in  wages,  materials 
and  supplies,  together  with  the  reduction  in  the  available  nursing 
staff,  enforces  upon  an  institution  of  this  kind  restrictions  that  are 
difficult  to  overcome.  A  glance  at  the  tabulated  statements  in  other 
portions  of  this  report  will  show  how,  during  the  last  few  years 
the  expenditures  have  increased  out  of  all  proportion,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  with  the  reduction  that  must  come  about  in  the  necessi- 
ties of  life,  especially  food  products,  that  our  institution  will  corre- 
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spondingly  benefit.  As  regards  the  nursing  situation,  which  is 
such  an  essential  factor  in  the  conduct  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  no  chance  for  improvement  seems  imminent.  As 
already  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  lack  of  nurses  in  special 
institutions  is  only  a  reflection  of  that  which  occurs  in  the  large 
general  hospitals.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  candidates  for  the  ex- 
tended nursing  course  now  in  vogue  to  which  amendments  and 
additions  are  being  constantly  suggested  and  made  by  the  asso- 
ciations of  trained  nurses.  It  is  unfortunate  that  in  connection 
with  the  attempt  made  by  the  organized  nursing  profession  to 
develop  its  qualifications  there  should  be  a  desire  to  oppose  any 
movement  to  provide  trained  attendants  whose  qualifications  would 
be  amply  sufficient  to  fulfill  certain  duties  for  which  the  highly 
specialized,  or  trained  nurse,  is  not  required.  It  will  undoubtedly 
be  necessary  for  hospitals  to  come  to  an  understanding  with  the 
State  authorities  and  the  organized  nursing  profession  on  this 
subject  and  develop  some  means  by  which  relief  can  be  fur- 
nished to  the  hospitals  and  the  public.  The  situation  demands 
the  careful  attention  of  the  medical  profession  and  hospital  author- 
ities and  an  early  solution  of  the  problem  must  be  developed, 
otherwise  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  will  be  seriously  curtailed. 
As  already  noted,  the  medical  work  of  the  institution  is  sum- 
marized in  the  following  pages.  In  addition  to  the  confinements 
there  were  44-2  general  cases  admitted  for  treatment  of  complica- 
tions incident  upon  pregnancy.  The  after  care  of  our  patients 
reposes  to  a  large  extent  in  the  Gynecological  Class,  which  meets 
four  afternoons  a  week  and  is  also  assisted  by  the  follow-up 
nurses.  The  institution  of  this  particular  activity  is  one  of  the 
most  essential  and  important  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  and  may,  with  great  advantage,  be  extended  beyond  the 
present  limits.  The  period  of  pregnancy  before  delivery  also 
receives  the  careful  attention  of  physicians  and  nurses  through  the 
medium  of  our  antepartum  classes,  which  are  held  every  afternoon 
and  to  which  the  prospective  patient  is  now  required  to  come  at 
intervals  of  two  weeks  for  observation.  This  particular  work 
is  aided  by  the  help  afforded  by  the  Maternity  Center  Association, 
the  nurses  of  which  keep  a  careful  record  of  all  patients  applying 
at  their  clinics  and  refer  them  to  the  Hospital  in  case  confinement 
cannot  take  place  at  home. 

The  monthly  conferences  of  the  attending  surgeons  and  heads 
of  special  departments  have  been  continued  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  The  Babies'  Class  continues  as  a  great  boon 
to  the  mothers  who  have  been  confined  in  the  institution  and  are 
privileged  to  bring  their  babies  for  after  care  during  a  period 
of  two  years.     The  very  efficient  work  of  the  physicians  connected 
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with  this  department  must  be  commended  and  it  is  unfortunate 
that  lack  of  space  prevents  the  proper  expansion  of  this  important 
associated  activity. 

The  Pathological  Department  has  been  continued  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Losee  and  staff  and  continues  to  be 
an  essential  adjunct  to  the  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  teaching  facilities  of  the  institution  have  been  made  use 
of  during  the  year  1920  by  106  graduates  and  122  undergraduate 
students.     During  this  period  215  nurses  have  also  been  graduated. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  very  able  and  efficient  services 
extended  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  which,  as  in  the  past, 
provides  a  link  between  the  clinical  and  social  work  of  the  insti- 
tution that  could  not  be  developed  in  any  other  way.  The  relation 
of  the  patient  to  the  Hospital  does  not  cease  with  the  medical 
ministration  conferred  and  it  is  only  through  the  medium  of  the 
interest  developed  by  such  agencies  as  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  that 
this  can  be  maintained.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  organiza- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  visiting  nurses,  which  are  now  con- 
sidered an  essential  factor  in  the  welfare  activities  of  all  hospitals. 

In  conclusion,  a  note  of  appreciation  must  be  tendered  to  the 
Board  of  Governors,  the  individual  members  of  which,  notwith- 
standing large  increases  in  the  costs  of  administration,  have  gladly 
met  these  advances  and  have  not  failed  to  provide  the  Hospital 
with   every  necessity   required. 
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Work  of  the  Society  in  1920 


Relief  Work 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st.  1920.  the  Society,  in  the 
two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  5,286  cases.  The  number  of  births 
was  4,546.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according 
to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department  was  56,839,  of  which  41,764 
were  reported  by  physicians,  15,075  by  midwives  and  by  others.  The 
Society  cared  for  nearly  8  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements 
in  the  Borough,  and  more  than  10  per  cent  of  those  treated  bv  physicians. 
The  total  number  of  applications  for  treatment  was  6,043.  In  the  Out-Door 
Department  the  number  of  applications  was  2,117,  the  number  treated 
1,945,  the  number  of  confinements  1,748.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  3,926,  the  number  received  treatment  5,341, 
and  the  number  of  confinements  2,798.  The  ambulance  service  brought 
to  the  hospital  238  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked 
to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the 
following  table:

Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,1799,  chapter  xxiii.  Laws 
of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark 
Robertson,  Henry  Remson,  William  Houston,  Andrew  Hamers- 
ly,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey, 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  influenced  by  principles  of 
benevolence  and  charity,  associated  as  an  institution,  under  the 
style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum  for  the 
reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to 
procure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented 
to  the  Legislature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to 
enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  insti- 
tution; therefore 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are, 
or  hereafter  shall  be  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and 
hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared,  forever  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "The 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York"  and 
by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  con- 
tinual succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and 
being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints, 
matters  and  causes  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  their  successors 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
of  "The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  con- 
veying any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion. Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such   as    shall   be   requisite   for   the   purpose   of   erecting   a   public 
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building  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and 
necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall 
have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  con- 
veyed to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted  in  the 
course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judgment  which 
shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts ;  and  with  regard  to  all 
such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by  the  said 
corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of 
mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain 
in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respectively  within  five 
years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of 
holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  mem- 
bers of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  cor- 
poration, and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  subscribers ;  that  the  fol- 
lowing persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher 
Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark 
Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly, 
John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden 
Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
thousand  and  eight  hundred,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority  of 
the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  election, 
public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for  the  space 
of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said 
City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governors 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made  and  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  in  case  it  should  happen  that  an  election  of  governors 
should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought 
to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be 
deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the 
by-laws  of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or 
receive  any  compensation  for  their  services ;  and  for  the  time  being 
shall  have  power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching 
the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and 
effects,  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct 
of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching  all  other  mat- 
ters as  appertain  to  the  business,  ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the 
said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron,  stewards,  nurses 
and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  the 
vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act, 
shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or   of  this   State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the 
said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect 
by  ballot,  from  their  number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treas- 
urer and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  im- 
mediately enter  upon  their  respective  offices  and  hold  the  same 
until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physi- 
cians, not  exceeding  four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render 
all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of 
this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians  remain  in  office 
until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after  which  time  they  are 
to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 
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Chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  members, 
and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths   being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now 
are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this 
corporation  provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society, 
and  such  subscribers  are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by 
the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society;  and  that  the  property  and 
concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted 
by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the 
governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the 
said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary 
to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution;  and 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other  physicians  or  sur- 
geons in  their  places. 

Sec  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv. 
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By-Laws 

OF  THE 

Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  New  York 

CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choos- 
ing by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the 
members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and 
conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said  corporation  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected,  the  hour  and 
place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board 
from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated 
Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by 
the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Gover- 
nors, may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society, 
and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless 
he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least 
three  months  previous  to  an  election. 


CHAPTER  ii. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of 
any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Gover- 
nor may  be  vacated. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when 
the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing 
year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place 
of  meeting   shall  be   from  time   to  time   appointed  by   the   Board 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two 
Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  dis- 
posal of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for 
the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than 
seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which  number 
the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing 
committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may 
be  proposed  for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nomi- 
nations for  vacancies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the 
Society,  whenever  they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board. 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports   of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secre- 
tary, may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
principal   and   interest   of    any   Bond   and   Mortgage   held   by   the 
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Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assign- 
ment of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to 
be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the 
interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor. 
In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President 
is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records ; 
he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Society. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  direc- 
tions to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without 
the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once 
in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report 
to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other 
powers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 


CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and 
the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all 
buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall 
hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as 
the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Super- 
intendent, and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of 
the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all 
such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify 
the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the  total  amount  of  money 
which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses  during  the  fol- 
lowing month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before 
the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances   of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose 
to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the 
absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other 
powers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall, 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year, 
elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all 
necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefits 
of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the  educational  and  medical 
work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  the 
Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect  other  phy- 
sicians or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall 
accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patiient  in 
the  Wards  or  Out-Patient  Department. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

1.  Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity ;  by  a 
payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  pay- 
ment of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  en- 
dowing beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to 
the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
prescribe. 


CHAPTER  X. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  pro- 
posed in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be 
acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be 
adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve 
thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by- 
laws of  the  Society  are  repealed.

A  hospital  visitor,  a  visiting  trained  nurse  and  two  assistants  who 
visit  all  the  out-patients,  and  who  are  empowered  to  employ  scrub- 
women when  necessary;  two  practical  nurses  in  the  Babies'  Class;  a 
woman  who  cuts  the  clothes  and  gets  them  ready  to  be  sent  to  the 
various  Benevolent  Societies,  who  make  them  up  for  us  either  free 
or  at  a  nominal  charge.     She  also  helps  the  hospital  visitor.

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In-Patients'  Committee 

October  27th,  1919,  October  25th,  1920. 

During  the  past  year,  this  Committee's  social  worker  has  had 
2367  interviews  with  patients  at  the  pre-natal  class,  3278  inter- 
views in  the  wards,  and  2686  in  the  office  or  outside. 

The  pre-natal  class  is  held  daily,  except  Sunday,  from  1.30  to 
3.30  P.  M.  All  women  making  application  for  confinement  at  the 
hospital  are  seen  by  the  social  worker,  who  discusses  with  them  the 
hygiene  of  pregnancy,  making  careful  explanation  of  each  point  in 
the  pre-natal  instructions.  A  date  for  the  return  of  the  mother  is 
set.  When  a  woman  is  homeless  or  friendless,  she  is  sent  to  a 
Shelter  Home  and  given  free  care  until  confinement.  Also,  when 
needful,  a  woman  is  assured  of  relief  after  confinement;  or  if  there 
are  small  children  at  home  who  would  be  uncared  for  during  the 
mother's  stay  at  the  hospital,  necessary  provision  is  made  for  them. 
Thus  the  mothers  can  go  into  the  hospital  without  cares  to  worry 
them. 

Each  patient  is  visited  on  admission  in  the  ward;  revisited  daily 
if  in  need  of  social  service  relief.  Widows'  pensions,  convalescent 
care  for  the  frail  mother  or  child,  and  hospital  care  for  the  tubercu- 
lous are  secured ;  interpreters  to  advise  those  who  do  not  speak  Eng- 
lish are  also  found  and  shelter  and  employment  for  the  friendless 
mother.  These  are  some  of  the  needs  supplied  by  the  social  worker, 
who  has  found  lately  that  increased  immigration  and  altered  labor 
conditions  have  created  new  problems.  Moral  standards  are  lower ; 
and  illiteracy  and  mental  deficiency  increased. 

As  the  hospital  worker  can  only  plan  the  relief  while  the  woman 
is  in  the  hospital,  she  has  to  call  on  other  organizations  to  carry  out 
the  scheme.  Often  she  is  only  able  to  make  the  first  steps  which 
are  to  win  the  woman's  confidence,  restore  her  courage  and  estab- 
lish a  friendly  relationship  with  her;  the  outside  agency  then  takes 
over  the  care  of  mother  and  baby.  Such  relief  has  been  given  to  639 
cases  since  last  October.  The  societies  who  have  kindly  cooperated 
with  us  are:

Many  interesting  and  pathetic  cases  come  to  our  worker's  atten- 
tion, such  as  that  of  S.  T.,  a  Swiss-Italian,  speaking  no  English. 
She  had  been  one  year  in  the  United  States,  and  seemed  in  great 
distress.  An  interpreter  was  obtained,  who  found  that  her  husband, 
an  Italian,  had  been  arrested  for  fighting  and  sent  to  Matteawan 
Prison.  The  worker  arranged  with  the  New  York  Prison  Associa- 
tion to  visit  this  man.  He  was  insane  and  about  to  be  deported  as  an 
undesirable  alien.  The  woman  wished  to  return  to  live  with  her 
parents,  who  already  had  the  eldest  child,  a  girl  of  nine.  The  neces- 
sary arrangements  were  made  and  help  secured. 

There  was  also  L.  K.,  un-married,  an  Irish-American,  far  ad- 
vanced in  tuberculosis.  She  had  not  heard  from  the  father  of  her 
child  for  eight  months.  Her  own  father  was  an  invalid  cared  for 
by  another  society,  and  the  $15  a  week  earned  by  her  17-year  old 
sister,  the  only  support  of  them  all.  This  girl  was  sent  to  Sea  View 
Hospital  and  the  baby  to  the  New  York  Foundling  Hospital. 

B.  C,  was  left  a  widow  five  months  before  the  birth  of  her  little 
son.  Her  only  relation  was  her  widowed  mother,  who  had  cancer  in 
an  advanced  stage.  Employment  was  found  for  her  in  the  Babies' 
Hospital,  the  baby  being  cared  for  in  the  ward  and  the  young  wom- 
an receiving  a  salary  and  board. 

The  old  mother  was  also  provided  for,  being  sent  to  House  of 
Calvary,  where  she  receives  treatment  and  board  free. 

These  are  but  the  merest  examples  of  what  our  worker  has  to 
deal  with  constantly,  and  which  demands  so  much  wisdom,  care  and 
tact.

We  beg  to  report  that  during  the  last  year  (November  1st,  1919 
to  October  31st,  1920)  our  nurses  have  made  4112  post-partum  visits 
an  increase  of  344  on  last  year.  The  work  consists  entirely  in  the 
care  of  the  mother  and  child  in  her  own  home.  Besides  the  per- 
sonal attention  given  to  the  patients  and  her  baby  by  our  nurses,  we 
send  a  woman  to  clean  their  home,  wash,  and  when  needed  cook  the 
food  for  the  older  children. 

Miss  Barton,  our  head  nurse,  made  514  pre-natal  visits,  an  in- 
crease of  77  on  our  last  year's  record.  This  side  of  the  work  is  grad- 
ually developing  in  importance.  We  have  found  it  of  the  utmost 
necessity  to  visit  the  prospective  mother  at  least  once  before  her  de- 
livery. As  the  time  approaches  for  their  confinement,  they  are 
reluctant  to  come  to  the  hospital  for  examination,  and  it  is  only 
through  the  visits  of  our  nurses  we  are  able  to  report  to  the  doctors 
any  abnormal  conditions,  thereby  preventing  serious  future  trouble. 
I  regret  that  during  July,  August,  September  and  October  we  were 
obliged  to  give  up  our  pre-natal  visits,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
securing  a  third  nurse.  We  have  also  had  considerable  trouble  in 
keeping  our  cleaners  satisfied  as  to  wages ;  therefore  the  work  for 
Miss  Barton  and  Miss  Berry  has  been  very  heavy  and  they  have  at 
all  times  cheerfully  accepted  more  than  their  share  of  nursing. 

There  have  been  30  Social  Service  cases,  necessitating  special 
nursing  care  for  eight  or  ten  days.  In  each  case  the  cleaners  have 
worked  diligently,  following  the  nurses,  doing  the  washing,  and 
thoroughly  cleaning  the  rooms.  In  the  greater  number  of  these 
cases  food  had  to  be  provided  until  some  other  Social  Service 
Agency  took  over  the  case. 

We  gave  out  1116  articles  of  clothing. 

Among  those  given  relief: 

Patient  had  been  in  labor  36  hours  under  the  care  of  a  midwife, 
with  little  progress  made.  Lying-In  Hospital  called  in  as  she 
grew  very  weak.  An  operative  delivery  due  to  a  deformed  pelvis 
was  decided  to  be  the  only  chance  to  save  the  life  of  the  patient. 
Nursing  care  given  and  doctor's  orders,  consisting  of  alcohol 
sponges ;  and  turpentine  stupes  and  enemata,  to  relieve  flatulence, 
were  carried  out  Haily  for  twelve  days,  when  patient,  due  to  her 
wonderful  recuperative  powers,  was  discharged  cured. 

R gt.  patient  had  lost  husband  three  weeks  previous 

to  visit,  he  having  died  of  tuberculosis.     Social  Agency  supposedly 
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caring  for  patient.  House  very  dirty  and  patient  and  four  children 
poorly  clothed  and  very  underfed.  Sent  cleaner  to  clean  rooms  pre- 
paratory to  delivery  of  child.  Provided  food,  clothing,  nursing  care 
and  cleaners  services  daily  for  ten  days,  when  Social  Agency  took 
up  work. 

D St.     In  making  a  pre-natal  call,  found  patient  in  a 

poor  state  of  health,  having  a  monstrous  goitre,  her  husband  appar- 
ently in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  three  children  very  pale  and 
underfed.  Case  reported  to  Social  Agency,  Tuberculosis  Branch, 
which  organization  arranged  to  send  husband  to  Sea  View,  and  pro- 
vided for  family.  Baby  born  two  weeks  later.  Nursing  care, 
cleaner's  services,  clothes  and  food  provided  daily  for  two  weeks 
when  patient  was  sent  to  Gouverneur  Hospital  and  children  com- 
mitted by  Social  Agency.

Annual  Report  of  Clothing  Committee 

From  October  27th,  1919  to  October  25th,  1920. 

The  Clothing  Committee  begs  to  report  that  during  the  past 
year,  October  27,  1919  to  October  25,  1920,  837  garments  have  been 
sewed.  Of  these,  together  with  garments  remaining  from  last  year, 
512  were  given  through  the  In-Patients'  Committee  to  patients  leav- 
ing the  hospital,  9*6  were  given  to  the  Out-Patients'  Committee  for 
its  work  with  the  out-patients,  and  26  through  the  Babies'  Class. 
385  unsewed  garments  were  made  during  the  year.  Of  these,  95 
were  given  through  the  In-Patients'  Committee,  and  174  through 
the  Out-Patients'  Committee.  We  have  made  from  material  sup- 
plied by  the  hospital  3802  sewed  garments,  of  wiiich  2870  have 
been  given  out. 

Mrs.  Parsons  and  Mrs.  Morgan  have  again  very  kindly  given  us 
a  fine  supply  of  knitted  babies'  caps;  Mrs.  Parsons  donating  40, 
and  Mrs.  Morgan  377.  We  have  given  out  70  in  the  course  of  the 
year  through  our  committees  and  having  a  large  number  on  hand 
we  were  able  to  give  500  to  other  hospitals  and  agencies.  200  were 
sent  to  the  Post  Graduate  Hospital  and  100  each  to  the  New  York 
Foundling  Hospital,  the  Church  Mission  of  Help,  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  Friendly  Aid  to  Jewish  Girls. 

We  have  on  hand  3081  sewed  and  unsewed  garments  and  335 
knitted  caps  to  be  given  out  through  the  committees  of  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary,  and  1234  sewed  garments  to  be  given  out  through  the 
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Chief  Nurse  for  use  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  Of  our  appropria- 
tion of  $760  and  the  $100  received  in  gifts,  we  have  a  balance  of 
$18.65. 

The  following  societies  have  kindly  co-operated  with  this  com- 
mittee in  making  up  garments  without  charge:

In  March  it  was  decided  that  Mrs.  Ludwigsen  should  act  as  an 
assistant  to  Mrs.   Sturtevant  in  helping  her  in  whatever  way  she 
could.     In  consideration  of  this  extra  work,  Mrs.  Ludwigsen's  sal- 
ary was  raised  to  $50  a  month.  Mrs.  Ludwigsen  working  five  days 
of  the  week.

Report  of  the  Babies"  Class 

From  January  1st,  1920  to  November  27th,  1920. 

Total  number  of  visits  made  to  class 6,589. 

New  Patients    1,137. 

During  October  we  had  the  largest  attendance  we  have  ever  had, 
the  total  number  of  visits  made  being  900. 

These  figures  are  only  for  the  Second  Division  of  the  class  from 
January  until  May,  when  the  two  divisions  were  consolidated.  From 
May  1st  to  November  27th,  the  figures  represent  the  work  done  by 
both  divisions. 

Since  the  first  of  May  the  Babies'  Class  has  been  held  on  Mon- 
day, Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  We  had  more  patients  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  than  usual,  because  so  few  of  the  summer 
homes  were  able  to  take  our  patients,  funds  being  scarce  and  help 
difficult  to  obtain.  This  necessitated  keeping  many  delicate  babies 
in  the  hot  city,  who  should  have  been  sent  to  country  or  seashore; 
consequently  more  were  ill  and  needed  treatment  in  the  class  and  in 
their  own  homes. 

Our  classes  have  been  so  large  that  it  has  been  found  necessary 
most  of  the  time  to  have  both  nurses  in  attendance  at  every  class. 
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One  reason  for  this  is  also  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  the 
assistance  we  so  much  need,  of  volunteer  workers.  During  the  war 
we  had  no  trouble  whatever  in  getting  ladies  to  help  us  take  his- 
tories, weigh  babies,  and  see  that  the  patients  went  into  the  treat- 
ment rooms  in  due  order.  With  the  exception  of  one  very  faithful 
worker,  we  have  had  to  do  without  this  assistance  for  some  months. 
Both  patients  and  doctors  miss  the  kind  help  these  ladies  gave,  very- 
much,  and  only  hope  some  time  other  workers  will  be  found,  who 
can  spare  a  few  hours  each  week  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  babies 
of  New  York. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  both  nurses  have  had  to  attend  so  many 
clinics,  the  home  visiting  work  has  had  to  be  curtailed  somewhat; 
this  seems  too  bad  because  the  home  visits  are  greatly  needed  and 
appreciated  by  the  mothers. 

From  January  1st,  1920,  to  November  27th,  1920,  Miss  MacRae 
has  made  994  home  visits.  The  second  nurse  whom  we  have  had 
only  since  the  first  of  May,  1920,  has  made  728  visits  in  the  homes. 
We  have  done  some  follow-up  work,  but  not  as  much  as  we  would 
have  liked  to  do,  had  it  not  been  necessary  to  keep  both  nurses  at 
work  in  the  classes. 

If  it  is  ever  possible  again  to  secure  the  regular  help  of  volun- 
teer workers,  and  if  we  could  have  a  little  more  help  from  some 
maid  who  could  keep  the  class  rooms  in  order,  prepare  them  for  the 
doctors,  etc.,  the  nurses  would  then  have  time  to  make  more  home 
calls. 

Figures  for  the  full  hospital  year  will  not  be  ready  until  the  first 
of  January  1921,  as  our  reports  now  date  from  this  time  in  place  of 
from  October  first  as  formerly.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Governors 


In  view  of  the  necessities  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Governors  is  accom- 
panied this  year  by  an  appeal  to  the  public  for  aid. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  subjoined  reports  of  the 
Medical  Department,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge 
the  obligation  of  the  Hospital  to  its  loyal  and  attentive 
Staff  and  to  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  expresses  its 
appreciation  of  the  gifts  which  have  been  made  to 
the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
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An  Appeal 

DR.  James  W.  Markoe,  nearly  twenty-five  years 
ago,  had  an  important  conference  with  the  late 
J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  It  was  this  conference  which 
led  Mr.  Morgan  to  give  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  its  present  building. 

Friends  of  Mr.  Morgan  say  that  in  making  his  gift 
to  the  Society  he  was  actuated  by  two  primary  motives. 

One,  the  more  obvious,  was  the  need  for  better 
maternity  service  in  New  York  City  itself.  This 
need  was  met.  Today,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Asa 
B.  Davis,  the  Lying-in  Hospital  cares  for  a  tenth  of 
all  the  babies  born  on  the  island  of  Manhattan,  and 
with  conspicuous  success. 

The  other,  not  so  obvious,  and  indicative  of  Mr. 
Morgan's  vision,  was  the  need  for  an  independent 
institution  which  would  serve  to  make  maternity 
service  more  efficient  throughout  the  entire  world. 
This  need,  also,  was  met.  Today,  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  gives  graduate  training  every  year  to  physi- 
cians who  come  from  many  lands,  and  represent  over 
100  medical  schools  and  grants  diplomas  to  fully  250 
nurses  coming  from  scores  of  different  hospitals.  For 
use  in  giving  this  instruction,  the  hospital  possesses 
what  many  authorities  believe  to  be  the  most  remark- 
able obstetrical  records  in  the  world;  the  full  details 
on  144,000  cases. 

The  Lying-in  Hospital  has  kept  faith  with 
Mr.  Morgan. 

What  follows  now  is  less  agreeable.  But  the  pic- 
ture is  not  complete  without  it. 


Mr.  Morgan  gave  the  building,  a  splendid  plant  at 
Second  Avenue  and  17th  Street,  as  an  outright  gift. 
He  believed  that  the  public  should  support  its  work. 
Let  us  show  you  what  has  happened. 

Since  the  new  building  was  completed,  exactly 
twenty  years  ago,  the  circumstances  of  the  hospital 
have  undergone  a  marked  change. 

It  was  expected  that  the  hospital  would  grow  in 
usefulness,  and  it  has.  A  baby  is  born  under  the 
hospital's  care  every  hour  and  three  quarters.  But 
it  was  hardly  foreseen  that  the  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution would  grow  to  such  an  extent,  for  instance, 
that  the  budget  within  the  last  ten  years  has  nearly 
doubled.  With  an  endowment  yielding  less  than 
$40,000  a  year,  the  hospital's  expenses  have  risen 
from  $167,109  in  1911  to  $327,818  in  1921. 

Friends  of  the  hospital  are  troubled  less  by  the 
increased  expenses,  however,  than  by  the  precarious 
method  of  meeting  them.  That  the  method  is  pre- 
carious is  seen  by  the  fact  that  more  than  nine- 
tenths  of  the  average  deficit  of  $250,000  is  being  met 
by  a  small  group  of  loyal  and  generous  friends  with- 
out whose  aid  the  hospital  would  be  forced  to  suspend. 
It  is  obvious  therefore,  that  the  life  of  the  Hospital, 
as  a  community  institution,  has  come  to  be  dependent, 
not  on  the  community,  as  was  intended  and  as  for 
safety  as  well  as  in  fairness  it  should  be,  but  on 
the  continued  good-will  and  commitments  of  a  few 
individuals. 

You  will  agree  that  babies  have  a  right  to  a  fair 
start  in  life. 


You  will  agree  that  every  baby,  everywhere,  with- 
out regard  to  race,  creed  or  the  material  circumstances 
of  its  parents,  has  a  right  to  come  into  the  world 
under  the  best  auspices  known  to  science.  This  is 
not  sentiment.  This  is  a  fundamental  necessity  for 
the  preservation  of  society. 

But  you  will  do  more  than  agree,  we  think;  when 
you  are  told  that  58  per  cent  of  the  parents  of  the  5,000 
babies  born  under  the  auspices  of  this  hospital  every 
year  have  no  money  to  pay  their  babies'  way  into 
the  world,  we  think  you  will  want  to  help. 

TWO  INTERESTING  REPORTS 

We  think  your  desire  to  do  this  will  be  strengthened 
when  you  have  read  the  appended  reports  and  statistics. 
Dr.  Davis  tells  an  interesting  story  of  work  done 
and  of  things  that  can  be  done.  He  reflects  on  the 
time,  not  so  long  ago,  when  maternity  deaths  ran  as 
high  as  50  per  cent.  He  points  out  how  the  Lying-in 
Hospital,  at  a  time  when  childbirth  in  the  United 
States  ranks  second  only  to  tuberculosis  in  the  number 
of  deaths  involved,  now  has  a  mortality  record  of  less 
than  one  per  cent,  and  can  still  reduce  it.  That  is 
one  report.  Another  of  great  interest  is  that  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary,  which  is  performing  a  notable  service, 
of  which  the  Hospital  is  proud. 

The  Board  of  Governors,  in  making  this  annual 
report,  counts  with  pride  the  men  and  women  who 
are  making  the  Lying-in  Hospital  the  efficient  and 
valued  institution  that  it  is.  The  Board  hopes  to 
count  with  equal  pride  an  increasing  measure  of  public 
support. 
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Medical  Report 


|HE  report  of  the  medical  activities  of  the  Society 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York 
for  the  year  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1921, 
and  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-third  year  of  service 
to  this  community,  is  herewith  submitted.  During 
this  period  5,767  patients  were  admitted  for  medical  care  in  the 
different  departments  of  the  hospital.  In  this  number  there 
were  5,126  births  and  672  general  cases.  The  latter  number 
includes  incomplete  abortions;  former  patients  returning  for 
treatment  or  operation;  and,  to  a  very  limited  extent,  sick 
babies  who  were  born  in  the  service  of  the  hospital  and  re- 
admitted for  subsequent  care  and  treatment.  Distributed 
as  follows:

For  many  years  it  has  been  noted  that  applicants  have  con- 
siderably outnumbered  the  cases  actually  treated.  Credit  is 
due  to  this  hospital  from  that  fact  that  nearly  all  of  these  appli- 
cants were  examined  and  given  pre-natal  care  for  a  considerable 
portion  of  their  pregnancies.  They  then  secured  the  services 
of  private  physicians  or  midwives,  went  to  other  hospitals, 
were  precipitate  cases,  securing  the  nearest  aid,  moved  from 
the  district  and  so  on.  Of  the  5,767  cases  treated,  46  mothers 
died;  one  maternal  death  occurring  in  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment, and  45  maternal  deaths  in  the  In-Door  Department. 
The  one  mother  who  died  in  the  Out-Door  Department  had 
been  confined  and  died  shortly  thereafter  from  post-partum 
liemorrhage,  June  16,  1921.     The  last  preceding  maternal  death 
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in  this  department  occurred  January  18th,  1917,  a  period  of 
slightly  more  than  four  years  and  five  months.  During  this 
period  the  Out-Door  Department  confined  9,778  women.  In 
round  numbers  for  this  same  period  1100  general  cases  (not 
confinements)  were  also  treated,  which  number  added  to  the 
9,778  confinements  makes  a  total  of  10,878  patients  treated 
with  one  adult  death  occurring  in  this  department  in  four  years 
and  five  months.  This  is  offset  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  number 
of  patients  sent  from  this  department  to  the  In-Door  Depart- 
ment during  this  time,  20  mothers  died.  It  is  also  to  be  noted 
however,  that  the  period  covers  the  time  of  the  influenza  epi- 
demic which  was  peculiarly  fatal  to  maternity  cases. 

UP  TO  CAPACITY 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  this  Hospital  to  admit  ma- 
ternity patients  up  to  the  limits  of  its  capacity,  regardless  of 
their  condition,  or,  in  many  instances  the  probable  effect  on 
its  mortality  records.  Of  the  45  deaths  of  mothers  occurring 
in  the  hospital,  one  patient  died  twenty-three  minutes  after 
admission;  several  others  died  within  the  first  twenty-four 
hours  and  still  others  after  a  longer  interval.  These  were  emer- 
gency cases,  for  whose  condition  the  hospital  was  in  no  way 
responsible.  Others  of  this  almost  hopeless  type  were  admitted, 
treated  and  eventually  recovered,  for  example:  Mrs.  P.  admitted 
in  June,  nineteen  days  after  delivery,  desperately  septic  with 
virulent  bacteria  swarming  in  her  blood  stream.  She  was  treated 
for  205  days,  became  able  to  walk  about  a  little,  and  was  then 
sent  to  another  hospital  which  had  better  facilities  for  treating 
her  swollen  and  stiffened  joints.     Her  recovery  is  assured. 

MORE  SEEKING  HOSPITALS 

Pregnant  women  are  not  immune  to  common  diseases  and 
deformities.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  for  women  in  whom 
pregnancy  and  labor  promise  to  be  complicated  to  seek  hos- 
pital care.  Thus,  a  considerable  number  of  women  are  admitted 
whose  hearts  and  kidneys  are  so  damaged  before  pregnancy 
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that  life  is  burdensome  and  precarious.  With  the  overload  of 
pregnancy  and  labor  added  in  this  type  of  case,  a  high  maternal 
mortality  is  unavoidable.  It  has  been  reduced.  Women  re- 
quiring some  form  of  operative  delivery  have  been  admitted  to 
the  hospital  in  a  proportion  larger  than  they  occur  in  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole.  Such  cases  add  to  the  risks  of  delivery  and, 
in  some  instances,  the  mortality  incident  thereto.  The  lesson 
is  being  learned  that  "the  time  to  treat  eclampsia  is  before  it 
occurs."  Even  during  the  past  year  the  number  of  cases  suffer- 
ing from  toxemia  of  the  convulsive  type,  who  have  applied  for 
treatment  has  been  noticeably  reduced.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  this  result  has  been  achieved  by  closer  observation  of 
pregnant  applicants  by  the  hospital  and  by  such  organizations 
as  the  Maternity  Center  Association. 

INCREASE  IN  ABNORMALITY 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  suffering  from  pronounced 
chronic  heart  and  kidney  disease,  complicating  pregnancy  and 
with  high  blood  pressure  has  decidedly  increased.  Other  dan- 
gerous complications  have  been  met,  such  as  hemorrhage, 
pneumonia,  tumors,  infected  cases,  tuberculosis,  occasionally 
an  acutely  diseased  appendix  or  gall-bladder,  requiring  operation, 
a  blood  clot  finding  its  way  to  a  lung  or  the  brain.  Taking  into 
account  a  large  number  of  operations  and  a  full  share  of  other 
complications,  this  hospital  has  nevertheless  confined  5.056 
women  with  the  loss  of  46  mothers  by  death,  a  maternal  mor- 
tality of  nine-tenths  of  one  per  cent.  This  result  is  encouraging. 
It  should  not  be  looked  upon  as  an  irreducible  minimum.  It 
is  not  enough  to  discharge  patients  alive.  Pregnancies  should 
be  made  as  safe  and  comfortable  as  possible.  Labors  should 
be  alertly  watched  and  so  conducted  that  exhaustion  is  avoided 
and  undue  suffering  is  reduced;  and  in  so  far  as  possible,  the 
delivery  of  a  healthy  uninjured  child.  The  safety  of  the  mother 
and  coming  child  should  receive  utmost  consideration.  Every 
delivery  is  a  surgical  procedure.  It  should  be  conducted  with 
as  rigid  regard  for  surgical  cleanliness  as  that  which  is  inseparable 
from  a  well  conducted  abdominal  operation.     Injuries  should 
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be  avoided  if  possible.  When  they  occur  they  should  be  repaired . 
If  the  safety  of  the  mother  and  child  require  it,  prompt,  even 
bold,  operative  assistance  should  be  employed,  yet  operative 
procedures  should  be  held  well  within  necessary  limits. 

COMPLICATIONS  FEW 

As  a  sequence  to  this  general  procedure  only  a  small  number 
of  patients  have  developed  fever  and  other  complications  follow- 
ing delivery  or  operation.  Thus,  one  day  a  few  months  ago, 
in  inspecting  the  temperature  charts  of  something  over  one 
hundred  ward  patients,  normal  deliveries,  operative  cases  and 
other  complications,  it  was  possible  to  find  only  six  charts  where 
the  temperature  reached  99  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  higher.  At  that 
time,  when  patients  were  free  from  colds  and  other  respiratory  dis- 
eases, a  similar  record  was  often  found.  The  record  for  the 
Out-Patient  Department  is  even  better.  Few  cases  developed 
fever  after  delivery.  Where  it  did  occur  it  was  very  rare  for 
a  patient  to  have  fever  for  more  than  four  days.  It  is  fair  to 
state  that  temperatures  are  not  taken  so  often  or  as  syste- 
matically as  they  are  in  the  hospital.  But,  the  patients  do  not 
continue  to  have  fever,  nor  are  those  who  do  have  fever  sent  to 
the  hospital. 

REDUCING  INFANT  DEATHS 

Although  no  detailed  report  of  still-births  and  infant  deaths 
occurring  in  the  service  is  given,  this  phase  of  the  work  is  receiv- 
ing attention  and  progress  is  being  made  in  reducing  this  num- 
ber to  the  lowest  possible.  Thus,  in  a  recent  month,  not  how- 
ever this  year,  in  the  Out-Door  Department  there  were  191 
cases  treated.  Of  these  187  were  confinements,  two  cases  of 
twins  and  four  general  cases.  All  infants  born  alive  were  dis- 
charged alive  at  the  usual  time.  There  were  five  still-births, 
four  were  dead  and  decomposing  before  labor  began,  one  of 
these  was  a  monster,  the  fifth  still  birth  was  a  case  where  the 
child  was  partly  born  and  dead  before  aid  was  called  from  this 
hospital. 

It  is  usual  to  discharge  patients  on  the  tenth  day  after  de- 
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livery.  Some  of  these  patients  require  subsequent  care  and 
treatment.  Any  woman  who  has  been  confined  in  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  may  return,  even  years  afterwards,  to  the 
Gynaecological  Class,  held  four  afternoons  a  week,  and  obtain 
advice  and  treatment,  and,  where  necessary  be  sent  into  the 
hospital  for  operation. 

THE  BABIES'  CLASS 

Any  child  born  in  the  service  of  the  hospital,  until  it  is 
two  years  old,  may  be  brought  back  to  the  Babies'  Class,  where, 
three  afternoons  each  week,  our  Pediatrist,  with  a  specially 
trained  staff  of  physicians,  nurses  and  lay  assistants,  is  doing 
a  very  great  work  in  observing  and  weighing  these  babies,  di- 
recting their  feeding,  treating  their  ailments  and  advising 
the  mothers  concerning  their  care.  In  the  intervening  time 
her  nurses  are  busy  visiting  these  babies  in  their  homes. 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  estimate  the  number  of  infant  lives 
that  are  thus  saved,  the  number  of  babies  who  are  given  a  good 
physical  start  in  this  very  important  time  of  life.  This  work  is 
preventive  medicine  of  very  high  order.  It  is  more,  it  is  broad 
education  for  this  great  number  of  mothers.  This  work  has  been 
cooperated  in  and  splendidly  sustained  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary, 
as  one  of  its  many  helpful  activities  in  the  Hospital.  From  time 
to  time  inspectors  have  criticized  unfavorably  the  crowding 
and  some  confusion  which  is  unavoidable  with  the  presence  of 
from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  forty  babies  awaiting 
treatment  in  a  short  space  of  two  hours.  The  question  arises, 
is  it  better  to  meet  this  crying  need,  even  in  the  face  of  some  con- 
fusion or  to  have  empty  orderly  space  and  allow  the  work  to 
go  undone? 

NEED  OF  EXPANSION 

It  is  apparently  impossible  to  conceive  and  construct  a  hos- 
pital building  which  will  meet  adequately  the  needs  of  twenty 
years  in  the  future.  When  the  present  building  was  planned, 
this  phase  of  the  demands  to  be  made  upon  it,  in  anything 
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like  its  present  volume,  was  neither  foreseen  nor  provided  for. 
This  hospital  urgently  needs  more  room,  where  this  work  can 
be  comfortably  housed,  an  up-to-date  nurses  home,  which  would 
meet  the  growing  demand  for  more  rooms  for  private  patients 
by  releasing  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses.  It  needs 
expanded  and  better  accommodations  for  graduate  pupils.  A 
considerable  added  outlay  of  money  would  be  called  for,  in 
order  to  have  these  expansions  take  material  form. 

THE  HOSPITAL'S  HANDICAP 

The  hospital  is  fortunate,  owing  to  the  greatly  increased 
cost  of  maintenance,  in  being  able  to  continue  its  work  in  its 
present  surroundings  and  scope.  Its  financial  burden  is  borne 
largely  by  a  small  group  of  individuals.  This  burden  should  be 
more  widely  distributed  and  shared  in  by  the  financially  able 
public.  There  should  be  funds  for  needed  and  conservative 
expansion.  This  institution  has  served  the  public  well.  Its 
patients  have  been  well  cared  for  and  the  results  from  year  to 
year  have  been  progressively  better.  At  most  the  number  of 
patients  treated  is  but  a  small  part  of  the  country's  population. 
The  influence  of  the  hospital,  in  so  far  as  the  care  of  these  patients 
is  concerned  is  local.  It  is  necessary  and  essential,  but  it  is 
not  the  greater  part  of  the  hospital's  work. 

In  the  last  available  statistics  showing  maternal  death  from 
child-birth  and  compared  from  sixteen  different  countries,  the 
United  States  holds  the  unenviable  record  of  ranking  fourteenth. 
Child-birth  stands  next  to  tuberculosis  as  second  in  causing  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths  in  the  United  States  even  now.  It 
is  within  the  memory  of  many  now  living  that,  in  some  maternity 
hospitals  in  this  country,  forty  or  fifty  per  cent  of  the  mothers 
died.  Thirty  years  ago  there  were  few  maternity  hospitals  in 
America.  Low  grade  mid- wives  plied  a  nefarious  calling  to 
a  much  larger  extent  than  is  now  the  case.  Clinical  obstetrical 
training,  in  any  way  meeting  the  need,  was  unobtainable  here. 
It  is  not  meant  by  this  that  we  should  overlook  the  few  obstetrical 
clinics  that  were  even  then  doing  excellent  work.  Yet,  the 
mutilations,  due  to  unskilful  work,  the  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
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with  their  high  mortality,  and  in  the  cases  of  some,  the  living 
invalided,  crippled  and  in  a  worse  state  than  the  dead,  were 
frightful  to  contemplate. 

TRAINING  PHYSICIANS 

The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York 
has  given  practical  obstetrical  training  to  thousands  of  doctors 
and  nurses.  These  have  scattered  and  are  to  be  found  located 
in  nearly  every  city  and  town  in  this  country.  Many  are  to 
be  found  in  Canada,  and  some  others  in  distant  lands.  Some 
hold  teaching  positions  in  obstetrics  in  medical  schools  and  hos- 
pitals and  training  schools  for  nurses.  These  doctors  and  nurses 
have  carried  the  results  of  the  training  received  in  this  hospital, 
where  needed,  into  the  homes  of  the  various  classes  of  the  public. 
They  have  been  at  least  an  influence  in  creating  the  demand  for 
better  care  and  hospital  facilities  for  obstetric  patients,  and  for 
better  training  in  this  branch  of  medicine  with  the  result  that  a 
number  of  large  maternity  hospitals  have  been  built  and  many 
general  hospitals  have  added  a  considerable  maternity  department 
to  their  plants.  Nearly  every  small  town  and  village  now  has  its 
provision  for  the  care  of  obstetrical  cases.  This  educational 
work  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  is  its  greater,  more  far-reaching 
activity.  Thus,  not  long  since,  an  East  Indian  pupil,  at  the 
completion  of  his  course,  stated  that  he  was  going  back  to  his 
native  land  and  build  a  maternity  hospital. 

EFFECTING  A  CHANGE 

There  are  now  in  the  United  States  a  considerable  number  of 
obstetrical  departments  and  maternity  hospitals  which  are 
doing  excellent  work,  the  results  of  which  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  in  the  world.  Many  of  their  graduates  are  doing 
work  of  the  same  character  with  like  results  in  private  and  hos- 
pital practice.  Nor  would  we  overlook  the  considerable  number 
of  private  practitioners  who  are  not  necessarily  graduates  of 
these  institutions.  Enough  of  them  have  located  in  the  district 
served  by  the  Lying-in  Hospital  to  effect  a  great  change  for  the 
better,  so  that  this  hospital  is  not  now  called  upon  to  admit 
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the  terribly  mutilated  and  infected  puerperal  cases,  in  number 
and  character  sufficient  to  give  its  pupils  any  adequate  idea 
of  the  bad  obstetric  practises  of  even  fifteen  years  ago.  Yet 
too  much  ill-advised  and  criminally  incompetent  work  in  this 
line  is  still  being  done.  Those  who  do  this  sort  of  work  should 
be  relegated  to  a  less  harmful  occupation. 

The  public  of  our  country  at  large  should  demand  and  receive 
better  obstetrical  treatment.  With  the  demand  should  come  a 
sufficiently  open  purse  and  an  active  interest.  This  blot  on 
the  name  of  the  United  States  of  ranking  fourteenth  in  the  pro- 
portion of  women  who  die  in  child-birth  in  sixteen  countries 
examined,  should  be  cleaned  away.  Accurate  statistics  are 
difficult  to  obtain  for  this  country.  Deaths  from  this  cause 
have  been  report  d  of  late  ranging  from  15,000  to  58,000  annually. 
In  any  event,  we  know  that  the  number  is  very  large.  This 
does  not  take  into  account  the  number  of  casualties — those 
invalided  and  crippled  for  a  long  time,  perhaps  for  life. 

GREATER  THAN  WAR  LOSSES 

It  does  not  require  a  very  constructive  imagination  in  order  to 
comprehend  the  economic  loss  from  these  casualties — the  suffer- 
ing, broken  homes,  the  sorrow  and  grief,  the  motherless  chil- 
dren— which  is  entailed.  With  these  conditions  present  now, 
today,  in  our  own  country,  it  is  not  a  time  for  lachrymose  obser- 
vations and  limp  hands.  The  numbers  of  deaths  and  casualties 
due  to  war  are  dreadful  to  think  of.  Yet  compared  with  the 
loss  of  life  and  injuries  due  to  child-birth  in  America  during  the 
past  seventy  years,  those  from  war,  while  more  conspicuous, 
are  almost  negligible.  We  know  that  this  awful  waste  is  unnec- 
essary. Good  work  is  being  done,  with  good  results  by  many 
hospitals  and  individuals.  This  kind  of  work  and  results  should 
be  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  population  of  our 
entire  country. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  is  summarized  in  the  following  pages. 
The  monthly  conferences  of  Attending  Surgeons  and  Heads  of 
Special  Departments,  at  which  the  clinical  work  of  the  preceding 
month  is  considered,  have  been  continued.     The  Laboratory 
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Department,  under  the  management  of  our  Pathologist,  should 
receive  notice.  The  routine  work  of  this  very  important  de- 
partment has  been  conducted  efficiently  and  well.  Blood  and 
urine  examinations  have  been  made  for  every  patient  at  least 
once — many  times  in  the  case  of  a  large  number  of  patients, 
pathological  specimens  have  been  examined,  necropsies  per- 
formed, a  weekly  demonstration  has  been  given  in  the  Mu- 
seum. Probably  the  best  late  piece  of  work  of  this  department 
is  the  development  of  a  plan  which  works  well  and  saves  many 
lives,  whereby  transfusion  can  be  resorted  to  at  short  notice  at 
any  time  of  day  or  night. 

The  teaching  facilities  of  the  institution  have  been  made  use 
of  during  the  year  1921,  by  186  under-graduate  pupils,  69 
graduate  pupils,  9  house  surgeons,  26  assistant  house  surgeons, 
and  199  pupil  nurses. 

This  hospital  has  shared  in  an  easier  condition  throughout  the 
Country  in  the  nursing  situation.  By  the  employment  of  more 
graduate  nurses  and  the  help  from  nurses'  aids  and  lay  helpers, 
this  very  important  part  of  the  hospital  work  is  adequately 
and  satisfactorily  done.

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Work  of  the  Society  in  1921 

Relief  Work 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1921,  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  5,767  cases.  The  number 
of  births  was  5,126.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Depart- 
ment was  56,470  of  which  42,065  were  reported  by  physicians, 
14.405  by  midwives  and  others.  The  Society  cared  for  over 
8  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  in  the  Borough, 
and  more  than  12  per  cent  of  those  treated  by  physicians.  The 
total  number  of  applications  for  treatment  was  6,459.  In  the 
Out-Door.  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  2,480 
the  number  treated  2,147,  the  number  of  confinements  1,963. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  3,979, 
number  received  treatment  3,620,  and  the  number  of  confine- 
ments. 3.093.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital 
221  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the 
limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by 
the  following  table:

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In-Patients'  Committee 

November  30,1921. 

This  Committee's  work  has  grown  considerably,  particularly  since 
May,  when  an  arrangement  was  made  for  cooperation  with  the  Maternity 
Center  Association.  All  patients  registering  for  confinement  at  the 
Hospital  are  visited  weekly  by  a  trained  nurse  of  the  Association,  who  gives 
her  the  necessary  instruction  as  to  care  of  herself  and  providing  a  layette 
for  the  baby.  These  instructions  used  to  be  given  at  the  pre-natal  class, 
by  our  social  workers,  but  the  patient  has  less  opportunity  to  understand 
them,  and  the  doctors  naturally  did  not  want  any  delay.  Should  the 
nurse  find  any  unfavorable  symptoms,  she  sends  the  patient  to  the  class, 
with  a  note  to  the  doctor  in  charge.  Many  dangerous  deliveries  have  been 
avoided  in  this  way,  and  I  understand  that  the  doctors  are  entirely  satis- 
fied with  the  scheme. 

The  patient  is  visited  by  the  Maternity  Center  Association  nurse  for  a 
month  after  her  confinement;  her  health  is  watched  over,  and  she  is 
persuaded  to  take  the  baby  to  the  Babies'  Class. 

Our  social  worker  is  kept  busy  with  her  visits  in  the  wards.  A  variety 
of  questions  come  under  her  care,  such  as  arranging  for  lodging  for  young 
children  while  the  mother  is  at  the  hospital  for  her  confinement ;  finding 
employment  for  the  mothers;  providing  milk  for  the  child;  and  helping  in 
other  ways. 

Social  service  relief  has  been  given  to  665  cases;  5751  infants  were  held 
at  the  pre-natal  class;   2847  in  the  wards;   3,400  in  the  office  and  outside.

Out-Patients'  Committee 

We  beg  to  report  that  during  the  last  year  (November  1st,  1920  to 
October  31st,  1921),  our  nurses  have  made  5242  post-partum  visits,  an 
increase  of  1130  over  last  year.  This  means  that  every  patient  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  confined  in  her  own  home,  has  had  at  least  four  visits, 
and  often  as  many  as  twelve  from  one  of  our  nurses.  Miss  Barton,  one 
head  nurse,  and  her  three  assistants,  besides  being  graduate  nurses,  are 
trained  in  social  service  work,  and  have  been  untiring  in  their  effort  to 
give  relief  to  the  mothers  and  babies.  Most  of  our  cases  are  in  the  very 
poorest  part  of  the  city  and  owing  to  the  general  lack  of  employment  and 
numerous  men  out  on  strike,  the  conditions  have  been  unusually  bad. 
We  had  31  social  service  cases  which  when  dismissed  from  the  hospital 
we  left  in  the  care  of  other  welfare  societies. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  prospective  mothers  were  visited  in  their  homes 
and  given  advice  in  regard  to  diet  and  proper  preparation  for  their  confine- 
ment. Both  the  Maternity  Center  and  Henry  Street  Settlement  have 
been  of  great  service  to  us  in  this  branch  of  our  work. 

During  the  past  year  the  cleaning  woman  who  is  on  duty  from  9  until 
5  has  thoroughly  cleaned  and  washed  the  floors  etc.  of  763  homes.  In 
numerous  places  the  conditions  were  appalling. 

We  gave  away  1136  sewed  garments  and  207  unsewed  garments. 

Among  those  given  relief:  Patient  with  premature  baby  of  about  three 
pounds.  Required  most  constant  and  watchful  care  for  several  days. 
Baby  was  oiled  and  wrapped  in  cotton  by  our  nurse  at  each  visit,  and  when 
discharged  by  the  hospital  on  the  10th  day,  baby  had  gained  considerably 
and  is  now  under  the  supervision  of  our  babies  class. 

On  East  10th  Street,  patient  visited  six  weeks  previous  to  confinement 
by  nurse  who  gave  pre-natal  instruction.  Found  husband  out  of  work, 
having  been  ill  in  the  hospital  for  several  months.  We  referred  the  case 
to  a  social  agency.  Layette  furnished  by  the  auxiliary  and  case  visited 
daily  after  delivery  when  we  found  patient,  who  was  most  intemperate, 
had  not  used  money  provided  by  social  agency  for  food.  Older  children 
in  half-starved  condition.  Gave  emergency  relief  and  when  discharged 
by  the  hospital  we  again  reported  conditions  to  social  agency. 

Case   on    R.    Street:     Family   destitute,   rent   overdue.     Woman   half 
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starved  and  badly  emaciated,  having  had  no  food  for  two  days  before 
delivery.  Baby  weak  and  feeble.  Gave  emergency  relief.  Reported 
case  to  social  agency,  asking  aid  in  procuring  employment  for  husband, 
with  no  success.  Patient  again  appealed  to  us.  Miss  Barton  interviewed 
representatives  of  St.  George's  and  St.  Andrew's  Societies,  husband  being 
Scotch  by  birth.  St.  Andrew's  Society  agreed  to  pay  the  rent.  We  then 
reported  case  to  the  Supervisor  of  the  Social  Agency,  with  the  result  that 
the  husband  secured  employment  for  several  weeks.  Condition  of  patient 
and  baby  much  improved.     Both  have  been  sent  to  Caroline  Rest.

Clothing  Committee 

During  Lent  a  sewing-class  was  organized  which  met  four  times  at 
houses  of  different  members  of  the  Board.  This  class  made  up  the 
rather  more  attractive  layettes  which  it  was  decided  to  furnish  at  a  very 
low  price  (really  only  just  the  cost  of  materials)  to  such  patients  of  the 
hospital  as  wished  to  purchase  one.  Each  layette  consists  of  2  shirts. 
2  bands.  2  nightgowns,  2  dresses,  1  cap,  6  diapers,  2  petticoats,  1  wrapper, 
1  shawl,  1  blanket,  and  is  sold  to  patients  of  the  hospital  for  S5.00.  The 
class  proved  so  successful  that  a  larger  one  was  organized  at  Locust  Valley, 
which  met  once  a  week  during  the  summer.  As  the  result  of  both  of 
these  classes,  22  complete  layettes  were  finished,  and  there  are  still  on 
hand  28  to  be  made  up.  In  addition,  this  Committee  has  had  made  up, 
of  the  simpler  outfit  provided  free  of  cost  to  cases  of  real  need,  384  gar- 
ments, which,  as  we  had  on  hand  2890,  gave  us  3274.  We  gave  out  during 
the  year,  of  these  simpler  things:

In  addition,  we  have  given  to  the  Directress  of  Xurses  to  be  given  out 
in  the  hospital  2790  garments  and  to  various  institutions,  240  knitted 
caps  and  we  have  on  hand  about  817  garments.  But  our  stock  of  material 
is  very  low,  as  during  the  time  when  the  price  was  so  high  the  Managers 
did  not  feel  it  right  to  purchase  any  more  than  was  absolutely  necessary. 
However,  now  the  prices  are  lower  than  they  were  and  so  our  supply  must 
be  replenished.     Also  we  must  purchase  little  knitted  shirts  for  the  babies 
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instead  of  the  flannel  jackets  made  heretofore,  as  the  jackets  are  not  as 
satisfactory.     So  any  donations  for  this  purpose  will  be  gratefully  received. 
The  Committee  received  during  the  37ear: 
47  caps  from  Mrs.  W.  B.  Parsons  and 
170  caps  from  Mrs.  John  B.  Morgan,  and 
a  donation  of  $200.00  to  purchase  the  material  necessary  for  the  sewing- 
class.

Report  of  the  Babies'  Class 

From  November  1st  1920  to  November  1st,  1921. 

Total  number  of  Visits  at  the  Class 10,731 

Number  of  New  Patients 1 ,854 

Number  of  Old  Patients 8,877 

This  number  of  patients  is  far  in  excess  of  anything  we  have  ever  had 
before.  Since  last  August  we  have  had  an  attendance  at  the  Class  of 
over  one  thousand  babies  each  month. 

Fully  75  per  cent  of  our  babies  are  ill  in  some  way,  the  remainder  come 
to  be  weighed  and  for  general  advice  on  feeding  and  hygiene.  Due  to 
unemployment  of  the  fathers,  many  families  are  now  asking  aid  from  the 
hospital  because  they  cannot  afford  to  go  to  a  private  physician.  We  have 
been  obliged  to  furnish  Dry  Milk  to  a  great  many  babies  because  the 
mothers  could  not  afford  to  buy  any  sort  of  milk  fit  for  the  babies  to  take. 

The  Milk  Strike  has  been  especially  hard  for  our  poor  babies;  because 
milk  could  not  be  had,  many  of  the  mothers  have  bought  a  cheap  brand 
of  condensed  milk  which  has  upset  the  babies  badly  and  then  they  have 
been  brought  to  the  Class  for  medical  treatment. 

During  the  hot  months  we  sent  a  number  of  mothers  and  babies  for 
day  trips  on  boats  and  some  for  a  short  stay  in  the  country  or  at  the  sea- 
shore. The  day  trips  were  the  most  successful  because  the  babies  do 
better  when  cared  for  by  their  own  mothers,  than  when  they  are  placed 
in  crowded  institutions  where  they  cannot  have  the  individual  attention 
so  necessary  to  their  well  being. 

On  the  whole,  the  past  year  has  been  the  busiest  and  most  successful 
that  the  Babies  Class  has  ever  had.
